JDivine Vengeance, which foon . overtook 
the. unbelieving Blafphemer ; for in feme 
Weeks after he fell over a Gun, and broke 
Jiis Shin, The Miffionary perceived a 
dreadful Judgment in this, fmall Accident, 
and glorified St.. Francis. • The holy, hot 
Fanatic was convinced, that the Almighty 
was as angry at the Mate as he himfelf 
himfelf was : The blind Monk thought, that 
he himfelf only faw clearly. But the Je- 
foits in India, Men of Science, and profet 
fed Aftronom^rs, .were '•'great Knaves* and 
wi8ul lmp<#9^ w«en they urged an 
<-«: " *:.'.' . Eclipfc 
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Eclipfe of the Sun as a Miracle wrought in 
favour of their Million, and a Judgment 
lent againft Gainfayers. 

I t was a very^urious Judgment which 
a holy Minifter of the Kirk law falling up- " 
on a Lady in his Parifh. He had preffed 
her to drink f a Glafs of his Raifin- Wme : 
She found it four, made Faces at it, but 
drank it, and got the Colic. Tie Lord 
bath vifittd her, quoth his Gravity, for 
turning up her No feat God's good Creature. 
So he called his bad Vinegar. 

There is no End of Difputes and Heats 
upon Religious Subjects, of great or of 
fmaH Moment. Every Man's Way df 
Worlhip is beft in .his own Opinion ; and 
all are, or feem, in fome Sort defenfiblc. 
Let every Man enjoy his own. If he be 
>n Earneft in it, he cannot offend that Divine 
Being, who, having created us all frail, 
will make Allowances for human Frailties. 
The Man who prays from the Heart, forer 
ly cannot offend him, in whatever indeli- 
cate Language he does it. The Man who 
has ftudied a politer Phrafe, muft pleafe 
him by ftudying to pleafe him : But Jet 
him not condemn another, who exercifes 
equal Devotion in a ruder Stile.

Wrath, and Pride, and 
Railing, are fure Marks of an oppofite 
Spirit. By their* Fruits youjbalt kmw 
them: If their Hearts be' haughty *hd 
uncharitable, their Behaviour imperious, 
'their language paffionate, -or petulant*; 
their Call is rnanifeftly not from God, but 
from their own ungodly Paffions, 

I t wants litde Difcernment to conclude, 
that any Man, rnanifeftly addi&ed to this 
i^ World, 
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World, came not from that above, and 
that he cannot be a proper Inftrument for 
carrying other Men thither. He who is 
bitter and peevifh towards Men, and treats 
any Man with Rancour or Indecency, is 
only the Herald of his own Wrath and Ill- 
manners, and can never be an Advocate 
for Truth or Religion : It is bale enough 
, to vent his Spite, and difplay his favage 
Breeding •, and 'tis foolifh enough to think, 
by doing fo, to ferve or entertain Mankind : 
But it is downright AfTurance or Crazincfs, 
to warrant his Brutality and Spleen with the 
unnatural Pretence of God's Glory, or the 
Love of Truth. <Wheh I fee Abufe, Ill- 
nature, and Infolence, in the Writings of a 
Divine, I confider him. as a Layman fpoil- 
ed, and pity any Caufe in fuch Hands. 
Saucy Language and Inveftivc are not apt 
to convince ; They prove nothing but an 
angry Spirit, and an ill-bred Man. Rail- 
ing for Truth and Religion is a backward 
Way of propagating either. What would 
a fenfible Pagan fay of fuch fierce Writeis, 
but that they were pious Wafps* not 
Preachers, but Scolders of the ,Word ? 
Surely Good-nature /to fay nothing of 
Good-breeding ) is ipfeparable from Chri- 
fiianity •, nor can that be JR$%ion, which

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^ants Meeknefs awd Humanity, but as 
SfcperftkiOn i$ a Substitute for Religion 
alia Virtue, and eafily pra&ifed fcy the moft 
Vinous t Scurrility and Wteth pafs wi^h 
Enthufiafts for Zeal"; and they aflumea 
high Charafter, whilftthey aft a mean 
Part in a vulgar Strain. 

As to the -Doftrirtes combated in the 
following Papers, the Do&rines of Popery* 
br thole taken from 'Popery, and tending 
to fupport it, Ithink it of infinite Concern to 
Society to have them clearly difplayed and 
expofed •, fince they ftrike at the very Bfc* 
ing, at leaft at the Well-being, of Society.

Pretcii- 
fions evidently fotnfded upon Impiety, 
JRraud, and tndtefs Contradififaiis. Can 
*here be higher Nonfeafe, or a ftrooger 
Do&rine of.Iiftpiety and Immorality, than 
that any, Man has any Right to violate a 
Truft; nay, thatfudi Right is Heredita- 
ry and Unalienable? It might be main- 
tained, and maintained with higher Con- 
iiftency, that if the Arch-fiend were mor- 
tal, and had Defendants, he and they 
would be intitkd to Hereditary, Satanic 
Mifrule in the Kingdom of Darknefs* He

Church, by the 
Title of Saint Leo) has aflerted j namely, 
that God has taken St. Peter into the 
Fellowship of the Indivisirlb tfvinky. 
Neither is this Blafphejny and Impoffibility * 
more glaring than thofe of Tranfubftantia- 
tion, of the Pope's Infallibility, ©V. £s?*\ 
&c. * • 

■ If King James hid Numbers adhering 
to his Caufe, the Thing is not ftrange, nor 
withour Example. Faftion, and Fraud, 
iand Superftitioa, can always do Wonders 
"amongft the Populace every-where : The 
Death of Nero y that Imperial Butcher, and 
.Monfterin all Beftiality, though it was.a 
Blefling to the Roman Empire, and a Re- 
lief to Mankind^ was lamented by the 
f Rabble at Rome, and long lamented, Nay^. 
they treated him as a Deity, • reared Altars 
to him, and appointed him Sacrifices and 
ininiftring Priefts. Neither was Nero a 
:Worfe. Character than feveral of the Popes, 
and Popifh Saints. J. think King. James 
.was believed to have wprkeft Mitacles when

Every genuine Papift muft. hate* cv*ry J

What ought, v 
what caft, alarm Society more, than foch - 
a Spirit ? Wliat can be more threatening to 
Society, than fuch Practices? What more

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Whatever favours the Progtefi of 
Popery, niuft be dreadful Co all fincere, 
to ail thinking Proteftants. What can be- 
more fo 9 than the bold and Impious Claim 
in Friefts to fave and to damn ; or, indeed, 
to do any thing, which any Man elfe can* 
not do, when called or permitted by the 
Civil Fbwer ?

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and is Popery. Without deriving them- 
felres from Rome, they think that thpy 
cannot derive themfelves from the Apoftles. 
To be thoroughly confident, they muft go 
tack to Rome. Whoever allow* Apoftolic 
Succeflion to tht Church of Rome, con- 
demns Proteftants, declares them Schema- 
tics, and himfelf to be no Proteftant. 

This Claim of Apoftolic Succeffiofl, 
at beft wild and falfe v corner with the bet- 
ter Grace fronk the Church of Rome, as 
that Church pretends to work Miracles: 
A Power which fhe proves by aflerting ir, 
and by curfing all fuchas deny it. Jutt fo 
fhe proves Tranfubftgrttiation, Infallibility^ 
and all her other Nonfenfe, and pious Im~ 
poflibiHties. In ■ rrufli, all . Iter prieftly 
Power, all Power over th* Sdul, except 
that of rational Co&vi&Um, implies Infalli- 
bility, and is downright Nonfenfe, -or 
downright Craft. Thefe are the great Props

to their Opinions : And then they need 
fiot reafon, but hang and burn. Power in 
Things purely fpiritual, is ; and mud be 
fpiritual, or rather feaalarTyrann^. Who* 
erer can perftwk others, daat what he 
feys comes from Gad* that; what he 4qc$ 
h warranted by God? fed hwnfelf up for 
God, and becomes in Effed the Objed of 
their Worfhip.

I have been free, very free with the 
Perfecutor, that i$^ with the Bigot in 
Wrath* and aFmed to deftroy : An infer- 
nal Inflrument under a celeftiat Difguife^ 
damning human Souls, butchering human 
Bodies, yet blafphemoufly preaching Sa!^ 
vation and Mercy. What a diabolical 
Groupe of Hypocrify, Cruelty, and atheifti* 
cal Zeal ! Whoever would influence or al- 
ter religious Opinions, by Gaols and Fines* 
or, which is a further Strain of the fame im«- 
pious Policy* by Torture and Execution* 
kath already renounced the Spirit of Chri*- 
ftianity, difowned Confcience, mocks God;, 
deifies himftlf* and proclaims everlafiing, 
War amongft Men.

Nor would I hurt even ihofe, who have 
ft> little of the Gofpel Spirit as to hurt 
others for differing from them. I fincere- 
Jy regard our religious Eflablifhment. 
Though far from perfedt, it is the befl I 
Jcnbw : I truly etteem all the worthy 
Members of it ; all who have the Temr 
per of Chrifiians, and the Maftners of Gen- 
tlemen. Afc to thofe who diftinguifh them- 
felvcs by Scurrility and Perjury (if there 
beany fuch) ; Men who pervert the Digni- 
ty of Preaching into Scolding % who take 
Oaths to the Government, and a& like 
Traitors to it •, no one who regards God 
and the Government, can reverence them : 
What good Chriftian, what loyal Subject 
can? 

To conclude this Head, I fhaU take upr 
on me to aver, That, in whatever I have 
written, of the Church and the Clergy, I 
have die Bible, Reafon, the Law of the 
Land, together with the befl, and mod 
learned, of the Clergy, on my* fide. 

:'";'' ' . I muft 
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I muft caution, and afluremy Readers* 
that, whatever Afperity they find in thefe 
Papers againft Papery ', I bear no IH-wiMw 
not the leaft Di%uft, to the Period of any 
Papijt, nor would il hurt zny.PapiJt for 
being fuch. Some of them are my Friends; 
I know many worthy, many wel^bred, 
Men amongft them •, and I am forry from 
nay Spnl* to fee. any of them.fubjeft to 
the Witchcraft of their Religion, to the 
bBriding Influence of their Priefts, and to 
io furious a Faith. I would gladly re-

deration, mutual Charity, and univerfal 
jtenevolence •, Principles which I perceive 
with Pkafure prevailing ainongft the pre- 
lent Clergy. The chief amongft them for . 
Conscience and Chara&er, defpifc the Naf- 
rown«£, the uncbriftian Fiercenef$, and 
Party Spirit, fo long and fo lamentably 
reigning amongft their Predeceflbrs, per* 
vertrag. and poifcriing moft Part of the 
Nation, reviling and pcrfecuting the other i 
maintaining Syftcms of Crazinefs and Con- 
tradition, miftaking Rage and Nonfenfc 
for Religion, and fathering upon the God 
of Wifdom Prieftly Folly, Fanaticifm, and 
Preams. 

. I never had any Quarrel to any Clergy- 
man, who had none to Continence and the 
Government •, and I defire to kee£ PeAce 
with all of them, who keep their Oaths. 
Even to fuch^as have tried me fcurriloufly, 
I have made no fuitabte Returns, nor any 
Return but that of Pity and Silence, with 
, my unfeigned good "Wilkes, tfcat, if thqr 
would -not condefcend to the Temper of 
Chriftiatis, they would at lead atpire to the 
Language and Decency of Gentlemen.

I fhould be very ferry to be 
angry at any worthy Man: I fhould be 
afhamed to be angry at a worthlefs and 
defpicable Man : Hatred 1 bear to no 
Man. Peribnal Diftaftc is an unmanly, 
indeed a fcandalous Motive for writing. 
I have no Difguft to Papifis, but fhould 
grieve to fee Popery increafe. That Men, 
who call themfelves Protejtants, fhould 
contribute to that Increafe, is a melancholy 
Confideration : The Faft is too true. 

Whobver promotes Superftition, 
promotes Pcpery: Whoever contends for 
Power in Priefts, is an Advocate for die 
Papal Power : Whoever affcrts, that Pref* 
byterians (that is, Proteftants) are work 
than Papifts, is himfelf no Proteftant ; nay, 
is dire&ly fcrving the Caufe of Popery* 
Yet this has been the Style, and conftant 
Cry, of thofe, who called themfelves the 
only true Churchmen* for more than a Cen- 
tury ; and by it they have direftJy encou- 
raged weak People (and, God knows, in 
thefe Points mod People are weak) to 
embrace Popery. By this falfe Cry they 
have promoted thePopifh Caufe much 
more fuccefsfully, than all the fecretPopifh 
Miifionaries have been able, or ever will 
be able, to do, by all their mean Converts 

cheated 
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cheated or bribed into Popery in Lanes 
and Corners, chiefly from Stables,- Scutte- 
ries, and the Rabble. 

Pan e g y a i c s upon: Popery by Pro- 
tectant Divines, have bean a common, nay, 
a fafhionable Monfter: Writings againft 
Popery by the lame Hands (for thai 
Monfter too has fometimes, nay, often* 
been feen) were not fo monftrous. An 
Epicure, who praties Luxury, or an In- 
dulgence in Meats, Brinks, and Women* 
may very confidently blame, and except 
to, particular Dilhes, Liquors, and Ladies $ 
yet be ftiil a thorough Epicure*

The*e Popea-ev«n bear Teftknonyagsmft one -

B^RONJU^ that great Advocate for

This in- 
fernal Father of Chritfendom was depofed by a 
Council fummoned and fupported by the Em- 
peror Otbo. A Deposition which the fame keen 
Churchman Baronius is not afhamed to cenfure" 
as an ASt of Prefumption, as palling Judgment, 
upon one whom no Man on Earth had a Right to 
judge. So that he was accounted a regular and 
genuine Pope,' and if he was, why may not the 
worft and moft accurfed Being be one ? 

BONIFACE VII. murdered BenediH VL 
in order to fucceed him; and they were com- 
monly expelling and butchering one another.; 
——Cardinal Benno mentions one Gerard Brazen 
who was appointed and paid as Poifiner-Generai 
to the Hofy See, and who poifoned Seven ot 
Eight Popes, at the Inftigation of fuch as wanted 
to be Popes. Thefe Popes were in Truth fuch 
Sons of Perdition, that even Baronius owns 
" the End of the World to have been then 
<c thought at band, as no Time had produced fuch 
c< Monfters, and fo many Scenes of Horror.'* 

The famous Hildebrand, Gregory VII. filled 

all German/ with Blood, and Fire, and Famine; 

and carried -every Curfe of human Tyranny* and 

diabolical Pride, as far as they could go. Matthew 

B z Parif> 
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Tariff a Papift and Ecclefiaftic, calls Innocent 
HI. a Lion in Cruelty, and a Blood-fucker in 
Avarice. Obfcrve, that this was the Pope who 
opprefled and plundered this poor Nation fo long 
and fo unmercifully, during the taiferable Reign 
of Henry III. Benedict XII. purchafed a Lady 
of Condition and Beauty from her Family for fo 
much ready Money. She was Sifter to the cele- 
brated Petrarch. Lucretia, Daughter to Alex* 
ander VI: waslikewifehisMiftrefs, andMiftreft 
to his Son Cafrr Borgia, as alfo Wife to another 
of his Sons, 

—Tontijicis Filia, Sponfa, Nut us. 

IN NO C E NT VIFI. left Sixteen Children; 
I need not fay, all fpurious ; for no Pope can 
marry. Leo X. boafted « what Treafure the 
c< Church had derived from the Fable of Chrift." 
Prf*/III. riot only lay with his Daughter, but, to 
hive her all to himfelf, poifoned her Husband. 

Can That be the Church of God, which hath 
fuch Heads? Does it become the Champions of 
that Chutch to reproach the Reformation as de- 
rived from the Lewdnefi of Harry VIII.? And 
can the humble and merciful Jefus own fuch 
polluted, fuch bloody Succeffors ? Have fuch car- 
rial, fuch worldly, and fuch devilifli Abominations, 
any thing to do with Religion, or fpiritud 
* * Characters, 
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Chara&ers, but to dUgrace and extirpate 
both? 

If we defcend from the Heads of that Church 
to her great Champions and Supports, the School* 
men - 7 the Extravagancies and Fooleries of tl\e 
latter are incredible. They are the MetapbyGcs 
of the Heathen Philofopher Ariftotk> proftirured 
to maintain the lying Claims of Churchmen : What 
is incredible^ is explained by what is impoffible; 
and what is impoffible, is maintained by what is 
unintelligible : Imrx>fture is founded upon Subtle- 
ties; Nonfenfe defended bySophiftry; Contra- 
diction by Names and Authority ; and a monftrous 
Theology is recommended under barbarous 
Terms. Here follow a few of the important 
Points there difcufled, " Whether it be poffible 
iC for the Deity to become feminine? Whether

ed Divinity ; as if the further from Common 

Bj Senfe, 
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Senfe, the nearer to Religion; and the more mad, 
the more Orthodox. 

The Catholic Canons arc of a Piece with 
the Catholic Theology, (hamelefs, immoral, and 
extravagant. It is a Syftem of Chimeras, extradit- 
ed from the Authority and Writings of old Popes 
and Dofiors ; the Dreams and DiftinSions of Pe- 
dants, and the Decretals of defigning Pontiffs, fet 
. up againft the Civil Law, Reafon and Morality, 
They aflert, for inftance, that Meum and Tuum, 
and the Afcertaining of Property, was introduced 
by Injuftice and Violence ; and that, according 
to the wifeftof all theantient Sages, all Things are 
common amongft Friends, efpeciajly Women, : 
That the Crimes and Failings of the Pop* arq as 
excufable, as the Robberies committed by the 
Hebrews upon the Egyptians. By the fame E<c- 
clefiaftical Laws, and for the fake of Ecclefiaftical 
Men, Lewdncfe and Adultery are treated rather 
as Levities than Crimes, *nd ftiled lucky Adye$- 
tures, Leve peccatumy & quod Galfi mocant 
BONAM FORTUNAM, Gallantries. " 

The Miracles of Rome are fo numerous an,d 
impudent, fa ridiculous, and fo impoffible, that 
VntefiantSy as well as fenfible Turks and Heathen^ 
would think them invented to difgrace the Roman 
Churchy did not the Roman Church avow and af- 
firm th^m^ none of them performed before He- 
retics, who only want them, but only before Ca- 
tholic*, 
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tholica, who want (beta not; toeYCr worked hj 
Public 09 render thetn uncbmefted, but in Cor- - 
ncrs and Chapels, as if cm purpofe to raHe Sus- 
picion about thetn. 

I*t the tnvte of cfae'Pbpifli Amirs, all pubkftied 
by Authority, aft faind the following Miracle 
gnavdy aflerted, with a Tboufend others equally 
ridiculous: The Blefled Virgin v&tiftg Friers in 
the Night: Jefi* Cbrifi playing at Cards with* 
Nan in her Cell, courting Nuns, and manying 
Nans, bis Virgin Mather being the March-maker : 
Beaftt and Birds adoring the Hoft : The Dtvil 
tearing Teftimooy for the Churth agtinft Here- 
tics: An Oven heated with Snow by St. Pstrkt ; 
and a Pound of Honey converted tat© a Pound 
of Biicter 9 to pleafe his Nurfe : Sr. Anthony 
preaching to the Flftes, St. Francis to the Beaffe; 
and neither Congregation willing to depart) tfli 
the Saints had blefled them : The wet Habits of 
friers hung upon the San-beams: Th* Monks 
entertained in Heaven under the Blefled Virgin's 
Robes : ,A Nun fweetemng a Veffel of four Wine, 
and her Image upon an empty Tub filling it with 
Oil, and continuing ir^ull for fome Months, for 
the Ufe of the Convent : £t. Dmink forcing the 
Devil, in the Shape of a Monkey, to hold his 
Candle, till Safari** Fingers were burnt to the 
Bone : A Ship carrying the Body of a dead Saint, 
piloted by a Raven, for many Leagues : The 
B 4 Blefled 
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Bleffed Virgin's fuccefcful Difputewith Come De- 
vils in Behalf of a lewd Prieft> who bad been 
affiduous io his Devotions to her. ' ^ 

These ftrange Dreams, full of Nonfenfe and 
Blafptaemy, are the great Proofs, that tbe Roman 
Church is the true Church. But thefe Fooleries 
and Frauds, however fubverfive of Religion, and 
the genuine Marks of Impofture, are pardonable, 
.in comparifon of her bloody and perfecuring Spi- 
lit, the Confequence of ber cruel want of Charity 
the rqoft fignal Chriftian Virtue. She damns all 
who are not of her horrid Communion, and mur- 
ders, or would murder, all that flic damns ; . Wie- 
ntb her univerlal Practice, and conftant Mafll- 
cres, at Paris, in Inland, her Crufades againft the 
beft Chriftians, the daily Fires of the Inquifition, 
and the Burnings in Smtbfield, especially under 
GfyteenMary. 

B e warned, O Proteftants ; continue what ye 
are, Chriftians and Freemen : Your All is at 
Stake, Liberty, Property, Confcience: Abhor 
the Harlot, and oppofe the Tool of the Harlot.

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Jin Idea of the French Government. . 
. The Spirit of Popery y how terrible* 
to TroteJJtants* 

T HERE offer fome further Thoughts upon'' 
Popery ^ as alfo upon the French Govern*-, 
ment. Ours is a Government by Laws : Theirs 
is a Government by Will. By whatever Pre- 
faces or Pretences the King recommends his 
Laws, hit own* Will and Fleafure is the laft and' 
ftrongeft : This is his constant Stile to his Parlia- 
ment,, which is onljran AfTembly of the Judges of . 
the feveral Courts of Juftice, all the' King's ira- 
mediate Creatures, created by him, paid by him> 
and commanded by, him. The General States ofc 
the Realm, reprefenting the .Kingdom, and re- 
fembling our Parliaments, are long, fince laid 
afide there.. The King has no other Rule or Li- 
mitation in. railing Money, > formerly raifed only 
by the States, than His Humour and Paffions, or 
jtioferof his. Minifters.. A mean Capacity* or 
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want of Capacity, Royal Folly, or Royal Frenzy, 
are no Disqualifications. His Will is ftill fa- 
cr ed, however extravagantly or ftupidly exerted 5 
and ftill his ^leafujrfi is bis Law. 

HENRY IV. with all his great Abilities, 
had no more Power than bis weak Son Lewis 
XIII. nor was ever half fo copioufly flattered. 
. His Grandfon, Le<wit XIV. had he ftudied to 
give Proof (as indeed he needed not) how little 
he refembled his Grandfather^ could nof have 
done it more effectually than in his revoking the 
J5*W2? of Naxtz: An Ad of fuch inimitable 
Treachery, as could not be charged upon, the 
mod fatthlefi Pagan Princes,* of fuch prodigious 
Cruehy, as was never matched by Nero; of fuch 
amazing Folly, as would have put the Emperor 
Claudius out of Countenance. 

Th is too fliewsfuliy, how little the Protnifes 
and Oaths of Popilh Princes are to be relied on : 
They are rather Shares arid Wiles, and when 
they arte ©oft plaufible, and found the ftrongeft, 
generally fefer the tnoft Danger. He had no* 
^ only frequently ratified that [acted Edid, which 
™*s the inviolable Band Tof the inward Peace of 
ranee? but in all his Infringements of it (which 
*»gkt proceed from his Weakness, or the fub- 
«ioious Advice of his Minifters) he always de- 
clared, that he would preferve it inviolable.

• The Edift of Nant *, the wife Work qf ttwr> 
the .Great, was an Eye-fore to the Papifts from 
the Beginning* though the fureft .and only Re, 
rocdy for the long and furious Civil Wars in 
Frame* ; but Bigotry was too ftrong for public 
Peace, for Chriftian Charity, and all human' 
Wifdom. The Extirpation of Proteftants, how- 
ever accompanied with War and Delation, 
was the great Point in View, and the affiduous 
Drift of Paprfts. The perpetual Purfuit of that 
Court (conftantly Bigotted after the Death of 
Henry) was therefore to deftroy that perpetual* 
Editi^ for filch k was in the Name, Tenor* 
andDefignof it. After continual Breaches made 
in it, Lews XIV. had the Honour to finifli iw 
Definition, when he found, that thfc Efigdtry, 
Perjury, and Tyranny of King James, co-ope- 
rating with his own, made it fafe for him to do 
it Yet James was not thcaafhamed to con»nd • 
for Liberty of Conscience to all Sz&s here, on 
purpofe to enable Popery to devour them allt 
A black Snare, worthy of the t Religion, buteafi- 
]y feeo through, and fruffrated with great Spirit 
by thofe whom it was fpread to deflroy. 

' - . QUEEW 
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QtlfiEN Mar j was railed to the Throne by 
Proteftants; gave them alt fair Words, and Roy** 
Aflurances ; then made it the great and conftant 
Bnfinefe, nay? the Glory of hef Reign, to hum

Perverters. To mc it feetns Blafphemy againfr 
God, to make Nonfenfe, and Self-Contradi&kfn,. 
neceflaryjo pleafe him; fuch as Traufubfiantia^ 
tioM y aid making the Salvation of Souls depend 
upon the Word or Confent of a PHeft : It feems 
a Denial of Jefus Chriff, to kill or punifh Men 
in his Name, for taking the beft Courfe they carr 
to ferve him, though it were even a foolifh one. - 
It feems an abolifhing of civil Society and Mo- 
rality, to perfecute, or even to tax and mark 
Men for differing in Opinion from one another* 
or to fettle penal Opinions by a Majority, or by 
the Power of Ohe, or by any Power whatfoever. 

That of the Pope is efrablilhed in Fraud and' 
Blood, trampling upon the Scriptures of Truth, 
the Power and Mtercies of God, and the Reafon 
ofMin; fopported by Fear and Ignorance, by 
egregious Nonfenfe, Impudence, falfe Terrors* 
and real Cruelties. 
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Further Obfervatums upon ^French 
Government. The Excellence of 
our own, confefs'd bj French 
Writers. 

*T*HE French Government, though 41 mild 
A one for an arbitrary one, is yet a very ter- 
rible one to mEnglifiman. All the Advantages 
in it are not comparable to one Jingle Advan- 
tage in ours', 1 mean the AS of Habeas Corpus^ 
which feciires, atlcaftrefcues, yoir from all wan- 
ton and oppreffive Imprifonment. In France, 
by the Word of a Minifter, the greateft, the 
moft innocent Subjedfc, may, from Caprice, or 
a Whifper, or the Pique of a Mifcre% be com- 
mitted to a Dungeon for his Life, or -the beftPart 
of it, or as long as the Miiiifter, or his Miftrefs 
or Minion, pleafes. Some have been thus (hut up 
in difcnal Durance and Solitude for Years toge* 
ther, though no Harm was meant them i not for 

any 
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any Offence, real or imaginary, but only through 
Miftake and Likenefc of Names. Thus a Mini- 
ster has fcmetimes committed his Favourites, and 
ufcful Agents, jpfeoiay hi Mife*y for Years* and 
might have periflied in it, bad not Accidents 
contributed tp. undeceive him. iihink it is Car ^ 
dinal de Retz -that 1 frys (i l ai 'fare it is fome 
good French Author), that he always dreaded the 
favour of betag removed from a bad <o a feat* 
*er Aparttoc^t in the JtyKk, bectitfe in the Paf- 
6ges there ^enp Trap-Poors fafpedtcd* and 
armed Wheels beneath, where a Prifoner was 
in an Inftant fo minced and grinded as to leave 
behind him no Memorial of his Perfon.

perhap* Twenty or Tfcjrsy $ouftnd Pounds, die 
juft Effe&s of his Indqdryg^nd waiea next 
Morning reduced to Half, ftripped by the Edtffc 
of a Nig}*. Wte& tije KiflgsOrifea were fitt- 
ed 
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ed with, the Money of his Subje&s, and he had 
Payments to make, he raifed the Coin to an enor- 
mous Value : When his Finances were exhaufted, 
and he wanted to replenifh them from the Purfcs 
of his Subjects, he funk the Coin extravagantly 
low. How would the EngUJb relifh or bear fuch 
Grinding and Robbery ? 

The French King levies Money, and ralfes 
Taxes, at his Pleafure j and puniflies fuch Officers 
of Juftice in Parliament, as dare difpute his Plea- 
fure. He furniflies the Farmers of bis Revenue 
(generally Upftarts and Bloodfuckers) with all 
his boundleis Power to raife it how they can. 
Nor can we be furprifed at any the moft mercl- 
Icfi Treatment from fuch Sons of Rapine, thus 
armed with fovereign Power to fpoil and opprefi. 
It is common to fee a whole Village dripped of 
all the Effe&s and Furniture in it ; nay, to fee the 
very Houfes pulled down, the Roofs and Tim- 
bers cafrfed off, and the Wretched Inhabitants 
cxpofed naked to wander and ftatve. * 

Has hot dy inglifb Freeholder, Farmer, 
Manufa&urer, Caufe to blefs his own Govern^ 
inent, and different happy Lot ? Thefe have no 
arbitrary Demands to apprehend, and know to a 
Farthing what they have to pay, long before the 
Payment is asked. U they be injured in their 
Portion of Payment, they have eafy Recourfe 
to Tribunals and Protestors of their own, gene- 
rally 
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rally their Neighbours, who will cbufe to do 
them Juftice, or dare not refafe it. 

A FRENCH Gentleman, who travelled 
through England after the Peace of Utrecbt> 
lays in his Travels, which are printed, " That 
K he believes that there is no Inftance in any Na- 
" tion wbatfoever, of fo great a Revenue railed 
"with fo much Eafc to the Subject, arfo 

* fmall an Expence to the Public, and with fo 
u little Danger to the Liberties of the, People. 1 * 
A remarkable Teftimony from a Frenchman! 
What is more remarkable, he is /peaking of an 
Englijh Tax much decried, our Excifes. He adds, 
" What an Army of Officers does the French 
l< King employ, only for his Duty upon Salty in 
cc the feveral Provinces? What an Army in his 
cc Customs ? The Excife in England (/ays he) is 
« collefted wkh all poffible Eafe, whilft in 
c< France, they, are every Day making terrible 
cc Examples, banging, confifeating, and tearing 
<c the poor People to Pieces." Mind this, O my 
Fellow Citixens ! Learn to love your own defirable 
Condition and to hate the Parricides, who would 
labour to makc^ you fick of it, and willing to risk 
orchange it. - .This Author obferves, candidly, 
cc That the Tyrantjy.of Farmers of the Revenue, 
tC who exadi Payment with Rigour, is not felt in 

* England, as it fadly is in France*

€t France (fays another French Author 'of Quality, 
c * and great Family) there arc armed Men poft-

The 
c Do&rine of Trmfubftantiation, 
ho<& impious and impoffible* The 
Inconfiftency y Impotence, rind Ah* 
furdity of all Topi/b Miracles* 

A Religion which damns all Others, er- 
11 pofes itfelf at firft Sight to be fufpeaed of 
Impofture, as it breathes a Spirit fo oppuGtc to the 
Spirit of the <3ofpel. Nothing but the cleared 
and moft exptefc Warrant from the Mouth of 
God, can exeufe any Man for pronouncing fuch 
a horrid Sentence againft another Man : The ve- 
ry Name of the Man, as well as the Name of 
his Maker, ought to be feen in that Warrant. 
No left Authority will do : Whoever pretends to 
it, impiouay apes the Almighty,- prdinnes todo* 
in the Name of God> what God himfelf never 
did; and impudently pjra&ifes a Chese covered 
% and 
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and recommended under the Name and Attri- 
butes of Truth and Pirty. 
'These blafpheraing Impoftors ufurp the 
Place ' of Almighty God, and ad like Satan in 
it. They turn Religion into a Trade, and damn 
all that rcfufe to deal with Them, and Them on* 
ly. This Charm and the Gains they make of it, 
areSyttopxoms of a Spirit truly Wo^dly and Dc- 
vilifli, of k wicked Combination, and Mounte- 
bankry, deftru&ive of all Religion, and of all 
fyimah Liberty; a Defign which none but the 
moft unrelenting Tyrants can Attempt and 
which .the moft fuccefsful Tyranny can never 
AcccropUfli. 

It is againft common Reafon, ?tis againft 
the Wifdom and Mercy of God, and indeed 
againft all his Attributes, and very Effence, to 
prefume, that he divefts himfelf (All wife: and 
Infallible as- he is!) of his indilpenfable Power of 
eternal Rewards and Punifliffients, which He 
only is able to inflid and beftow ; and transfers 
the fame to any frail human Creature, fubjed to 
conftant Weakricfs, Paffions, and Folly, a£ all 
human Cfeaxures are. To fuppofe that he does - 
fo, is an Imputation of Wantonnefs* or Frenzy, 
upon the Deity, as if he contrived to make Sport 
of the Creation, and render Men Dupes and * 
Slaves to one another • as if he delighted in ex- 
alting Pride, and oppreffing Innocence; delight- 
ed 
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«d in theTyranny and wicked Crtft of One or a 
Few ; and in the Delufion and Vaflalage of al 
the Reft. 

W h o m has the Almighty created refemblmg 
himfelf, able to di&ate, without Oppofitioa, ia 
his Name, or to exercife his infinite Power* 
without i Appeal ? How much the Pope* are 
unlike him, or rather, how profanely moll of 
them have i>elyed him, and how abfeluteJy re* 
aounced his Rules and Laws, I have {hewn is 
a former. The beft of them were Counterfeits* 
all Ufurpcrs, attaining all EartMy, indeed aU 
Heavenly Power, to which 'no earthly Creature 
was equal, or indeed had any Pretence. Did it 
appear upon their' Ele&ion, that they had then 
gained one Ability or Talent, which they bacf not 
before, or loft one Failing which they had be* 
fere ? The Father of Chrtftendom, the infallible 
Guide of Chriftians, the unerring Vicar of J dug 
Chrift, infcead'of better, grew generally worfe; 
more adcU&ed to finful Purfuits, more Proud* 
more Unforgiving, more Craving, lefs Merciful, 
and lefs and lefs refembled our Blefled Saviour.* 
The fame Behaviour, (ftill continued, or a worfe) 
inferred the fame Character ftill to continue, or to 
grow worfe, and confequencly the Vanity and 
extreme Impropriety, and eveij Forgery- of bfe 
new Titles. His Infallibility was a flagrant Je£ 
and Impofition. As Infallibility implies the pre-'

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ftnt Aid of the Divine Spirit, which does not 
feefitate, nor proceed by Examination, nor ftay 
for better Lights; it was plain that the Tope 
tUd no fuch Aid ; for he always afted in Form 
hi all perplexed Queftioes, called ConGftortes 
from time to time ; confalted learned Men ; put 
£ff the Decifion from Year to Year; fometimes 
durft not decide at all, and fometimes decided 
wrong : At leaft, the next infallible Head (hit 
Succeflbr) was in the Wrong, by deciding it a 
contrary Way, For it, was no new Thing for Pope 
<o contradict Pope, and to curie one another, 
each of them always firlt invoking the Holy 
Cboft. 

The Infallibility of Councils is equally, ridi- 
culous,* and fo were many of their Decisions, ge- 
nerally carried by Balloting, often by Fa&ion, 
fometimes by Fighting; the Members curfiog 
And contrad&ing one another » and guided, or 
rather infatuated and inflamed, by the worft and 
jnoft unchriftian Paffions. 

Infallibility is not to be found amongft 
Men ; it is one of the Perfections of God, pe- 
culiar and incommunicable; whoever claims it, 
jmay with the fame Crazinefs, or from the feme 
Oafc fl nd impious Purpofe, claim Omnipo- 
tence. Whoever is fubjed to Sin, is fub- 
U& ta Error : Are not all Men fubje<ft to Sin > 
Hay* tfere been greater Singers than the Popes ? 

-And 
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And are Offenders againft the Majefty of God, 
4tid the Purity^ef the Gofpel, proper Vehicles of 
Godlike Infallibility, or proper Explainers of the 
Gofpel, of itfelf fo plain as to want no Explana* 
tion, at leaft for GofpeJ Ends,- and it is pro* 
&ned, when wreiled to any other \ Who caa 
difcover the Simplicity of the Gofpel in the va- 
rious and intricate, Grimaces of (he Mafe, or any 
of the meek Gofpel Spirit in fuch as follow the 
Mafs* 

The Mafi y like the Whole ef Popery, is in- 
vented and calculated for the Exalution and Pro* 
fit of the Popifli Clergy, and to bind, and blind* 
and plunder the Laky. What. can be added to 
the Impofture of creating God by tonfecrating 
Bready but that it is the higheft Biafphemy that 
ever (hocked the Reafon of Man, or gave the 
L,ye to Demonflration, and the Five Senfes ? 
Other Impoftors have dcvifed lying Genealogies 
for the Eternal Being, related falfe Wonders 
about him, pretended great Intereft in him, with 
a Power to mollify or inflame him, and got a 
good Livelihood out of him, with futtaUe Re- 
verence from Dupes and the Rabble, and were 
always driving to frighten Fuch as they could cot 
perfuade nor plague ; but none of them pretend- 
ed to make the Deity by a Word.' To Popifi 
Cheats, falfly call'd Catholics, the Glory fcarit 
teen relayed of iurpaffing the higheft Cheats ja 
C a Ps^aa- 
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Paganifm, as well as the higheft Cruelty and the 
cnoft extravagant Forgeries of Pagans. Holy 
£yes and holy Rage, generally found neceflary to 
(upport all pious Impoftures, are eflcntially To 
to uphold the greateft of all. 

For a Creature to create the Eternal Crea- 
tor of all Things, is a wonderful Falfhood to 
t flert, and impoffible to be believed, as it is a 
Contradi&ion too glaring to be conceived by 
the Heart of Man, or to be uttered by any 
fdouth, where the Mind is not fifft awed by 
Terrors, or intoxicated by Delufions, or corrupt- 
ed by Craft. Can they believe in God, who 
aflert, that the One God can be eaten Whole by 
Millions, every Day, cao be created and re- 
nevsed and multiplied daily, and Ml remain One 
God* Yet, with thefe Omnipotent Blafphemera, 
it is Atheifm to deny his Multiplication ; fo that 
it is at once Atheifm to doubt his Unity, and 
Atheifm to deny that he may be new-created 
every Hour, and a Box of confecrated Wafer* 
contains a Hoft of Gods, all one and the fame 
God. Coyld the Wit of Demons invent higher or 
jnore profane Mociery ? Nor would it be higher 
^fockery in thefe fliamelefs Conjurers to pretend 
jo annihilate their Creator. They might wreft 
/a Text as literally to their Purpofe. Has not 
Atfr PMftd Sayiojjr /aid p his Difciples, A link 

wkik, 
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while, and' ye [ball not fee me ? A Text tending 
as mijch to the Power of the Priefc in unmaking 
God, as the other Text, from whence they would 
derive Power to make God. 

What reasonable Man, what Chriftian Mad* 
would be of a Church where this is the prime 
Article of Faith, and where Damnation is dd, 
flounced agaijaft all who doubt it ? Who would 
hear, ifiuch lefs follow, fuch dreadful Guides* 
who maintain fuch impious Contradictions, and 
burn all who will not profefs a facred Lye antf 
Iropoffibility, which is an Affront to the Deity, 
an Infult upon t&e Almighty, or rather a Denial 
of his Exiftence ?' 

A Piece of Bread, Bread to the S/gfiC, 
Bread / to the Touch, Tafte and Smell, becomes 
at once, in the Logic of Priefts, and by thdr 
Legerdemain, the Almighty and Immutable Gbd> 
and is fliced into infinite Gods : Though they im- 
pudently maintain, that they believe no mo^o* 
than One God} yet would burn you alive, if yoi* 
queftion'd daily their Power and Pradice of cre- 
ating Gods without Number. 

They pra&ife the fame barefaced Incotf-' 
fiftency in their Treatment of Saints, Male md 
Female-, fome of them Idiots, many of them' 
Murderers, moft of them Mad> all unblcfled 
With Chriftian Charity. They fear and adore* 
C 3 tlefe 
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thefe Saints j pray to thefe Saints - y compliment 
thefe Saints with Offerings and Divine Praifes y 
afcribe Divine Attributes, Power and Miracles 
to thefe Saints j yet deny that they worfhip 
taints. 

Me thinks that Men thus Omnipotent, 
poflefc'd with Power to Damn and Save, and 
enabled by the Deity to make their Maker ^ fhould 
condefcend, for the Convidtion of Gainfayers, 
to do fome Miracles of a lower Ind •eajier Na- 
ture ; fuch as the creating a Ffy, or ordering a 
dead InfeEt to live ; fuch as animating a Corpfe, 
as well as deifying a Wafer ; ordering a common 
Lock to open, or a common Door to fliur, as 
readily as they do the mighty Gates of Heaven 
and Hell j for thefe lad are Miracles which they 
pretend to work daily. 

They indeed tell us of other Miracle^ wrought 
by their Saints j but we defire to fee them 
wrought. Nor can they with any Face com plain 
of our want of Faith y whilft we reafonably com- 
plain of their want of Miracles. What lefs than. 
Miracles can prove the miraculous Power which 
they pretend toexercife, their marvellous Myfte- 
ries, and incredible Operations? If they can 
damn a Heretic by a Wordy why not imprifon 
and punifli him by the fame Word* If they can 
©pen Heaven to a fuffering Catholic, perhaps im- 
prifoned for the meritorious Offence of commit* 

tir£ 
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ting Treafon for the Service of the Holy Church? 
ggainftan heretical State, why doc order the Prifotf 
Doors t6 fly open, to the Releafment of the pi-* 
OU5 Catholic, and to the Confufion of his hereto 
cat Judges and Perfecutors? Why not award He-* 
rerics to Death, by the Word of Command, as* 
•well as to Hell ? Why not command Heretics to' 
the Stake and the Gallows, or command the' 
Stake anci the Gallows to burn or hang Heretics ? : 
Such Exertion of Power and Orthodoxy would; 
foon frighten Herejy out of the Land, and re-efta- 
bli/h the Catholic Faith, Unity and Revenues* 
With Renown and Triumph. 

A famous Impoftor amongft the Jew** 
»id one of their Mefiiahs (for the poor People 
have had many, vjd none without Followers) 
Sabatai 8evi by Name, the Deliverer of ljrael 
by Profeffion, undertook to reftore the whole : 
Nation to Canaan* with a high Hand, and hea* 
venly Power and Wonder*. He gairfd ea(y Be- 
lief and numerous Adherents, feme of them in' 
the Stile of Prophets, confirming his Divine Mifi 
fwn, and forctel\ingmracuto#s-ESk&$ and Event* 
forthwith to enfue. Great Commotions follow- 
ed; the Turkijh Divan was alarmed, and font for' 
the Imfofior : He was put in Irons, yet ftill aflerc- 
ed his own Divine Cbara&er; though he, whb\ 
was to jfcleafe and re-eftablifli a Nation, could 
not rcleafc himfetf. His bewitched FoUowefs* 
C 4. too* 
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too ftill believed in him, averred what Ml 
nocks he wrought, and propheGed that he was 
' to dethrone the Grand Seignior, and even to drag 
him along in Chains. That Monarch ordered 
knn into his Prefence, and with Imperial Brevity 
offered him: his Choice, either to work a prefent 
.Miracle, or to turn Turi, or to be impaled alive* 
Sabatab, unable to comply with the firft, and not 
liking the third, made no Scruple of the fecond ; 
be declared htmfelf a Mahometan without Hefita- 
.tion, and thenceforward laboured to convert the 
J&ws to Mabometijm-, a Change he alleged ne- 
ceflarily previous to their final Reftoration. As 
a Proo; of the ftrange Force of DeluGon, his 
Followers ftill believed in him, even after fuch 
open, fuch. avowed Apoftaiy: They fad Sabatal 
was carried up into Heaven, and a Damon had 
affumed the Shape and white Hair of the old 
Man, on purpofo to di(grace bim. 

Transubstantiation. is the njoft 
wonderful Miracle tbateverwas wrought i and if 
it be falfe, the pretended Authors of it are the 
greateft Impoftors that- ever pretended to Mi- 
racles, as all Impoftors do. I would only have 
iuch as pretend to maintain it, either to abjure 
their daring Pretences, or to work a fmali Mi- 
racle. If they perform any Miracle before cam* 
potent Witneffes % we Protffiants may venture to 
mm. Pafifli: U they can work none, we ought.

TN the following Extracts from the. R«g», or 
•*■ rather the Vfurpation and Tyranny of William 
the Niorman, we have a Specimen of what may 
as reafonably be dreaded from the Pretender 
(either old ox young) who lite the other Invader, 
claims an airy ji ft itious Rights and would aflert it 
by Force, againft Law and Religion ; and, to 
enjoy it, would make three Kingdoms peijur'd 
Slaves or Vi&ims. 

Wl LL I A M the Norman, improperly call'd 
Conqueror, invaded England & the Mead of Forces 
mixy and collefted from many Countries, mod 
of them needy Adventurers, allured by Promife* 
of Plunder and Settlements in this Kingdom*, 
whicbj when fubdued, was to be, turned into, 
Spoil, and parted aroongft the Spoilers, with

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proper Preference and Allotment to the principal 
Spoiler. It was an Attempt as defperate as wick- 
ed ; and they might all have probably perilled in 
it, though they were w&orietft at firffc had not 
the Clergy deferted the Common Caufe, and bro- 
ken their Engagement to the Nobility and the 
Londoners, purely to make early Court to the 
Ufurper, and to gain proper Advantages to them* 
felveS) whatever became of the reft. The Cafe* 
I blefs God, is different now, abd we have a dif- 
ferent Ctergy, who being convinced, that they 
have a Common Intercft with the Laity in the 
Caufe of Liberty, join cordially with than, and 
have borne an illuftrious Teftimony againft vena* 
XutaI Rebels and barbarous Ufirpatioa. 

Yet, with all the Advantage of this fatal De- 
fection, he could never have fucceeded, had he 
pot fubmitted to Conditions. He found himfelf 
tncompaffed with fo many Diftreffes, and ftill 
threatened with fo many more, that, to prevent 
^Famine, and to divert the continual Demands of 
his Follower S) he agreed to Term*, the more rea- 
dily, as he intended to keep none. He fwore to 
the Evgljjb, upon receiving the Crown from tbern^ 
to prejerve all their Laws and Liberties. He 
added many magnificent Promifes, which, with 
his fair Behaviour, difpofed them frankly to truft 
him. 
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His Deceit lafted not long, but gave way to bis 
innate Appetite for Power, and t6 his devouring 
Avarice. He had another conftant Stimulation 
to rob and opptefs, from the reftlefe Difcontentt 
and Importunities of his Comrades in the Ufnrp*~ 
tbn 9 calling upon him for Donatives and Gratis 
ficatitms, boldly pleading their many Wants and 
many Sertriees> together with his Vrmifes and 
Treaty with them. To afifwer all theit Demands, 
and all his own, he had no other Refource but to 
rob the Enghjb y and, by perjuring himfelf to 
them, be able to keep bis Faith with his Brother 
Robbers y .befidefc be took Tyranny to be bis beft 
Policy, to difebte the Opprefled from avenging 
their Oppreffion. 

Thh is the eternal Overfight and ftlfe Craft 
of Tyrants ; as if a People wealthy and well 
ptote&ed (Bleflings that naturally difpofe them 
to be content) were more to be feared by their 
Prote&or, than a People plundered and defpe- 
rate. The-Dread of fowlefe Power may reduce 
the Bodies of Men, perhaps their Lips', to ac- 
qniefce ; but their Spirits will remain the more 
ulcerated ahd implacable. 

It is plain, that William the Norman came in-. 
to England a determined "Enemy to* the Englijb. 
He was in his own Nature a Tyrant, as almoft 
all that aim at Conqueft are, and engaged by Com.

D * and 
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and^promifed, and made fair Profeffions ; talked 
of his pretended Title, and Kindred to tbeThrone^ 
.and referred all bis Pretentions to the Decifion 
of the Engli/b, in other Words, to a Free Parlia- 
ment} who to- beiiire»muft ad from pure Con- 
viSion with Norman Swords at their Throats. 

He was obliged to impoverish the whole Na- 
tion to gratify thofe, who, upon that Condition 
only, joined with him in invading the Nation. 
<His Courfe of Reigning was therefore naturally 
a Courfe of Plunder, and of Cruelty to fuch 
asxfarecLto complain >of being plundered: Com* 
plaint was a Proof of Difaffeftion, and the 
Complainers were hanged as Traitors. The 
firft Tax that be raifed was oppreffive and arbi- 
trary, and levied with all the Excefles of Rigour £ 
the whole .contrary to bis Oath, The Motives 
fpr it were equally odious, as it was fpr Money 
to pay his Confederate Spoilers ; a dolefal Rea- 
son to the poor Natives : Yet all this was not 
; the worft \ He had fuch Contempt for his Ho- 
nour and his Oath, as well as for his Subje&s, 
k tbat not a Farthing of this terrible Tax was 
paid to the Normans^ though for them only be 
avowed to have raifed- it. He kept the whole 
to hijhfelf, as a Fund againft the .miferable People 
from wbom he had fqueez'd it ; miferable indeed, 
thus mocked and drained, yet liable to be again 
cpally drained, upon the fame Pretence. 

Hitherto • 
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.Hitherto he bad robbed them but in 
?artT He next proceeds to ftrip them to the 
Skin, upon a Charge againft them, founded up-f 
on downright Impudence, namely, their Adbet 
fence to their late lawful King, Harold the Second, 
when they" had no other to adhere to. Had that 
brave Prince been alive, the En%lifb Throne? 
would not have been defiled "by the rough Willi* 
am, who had no Peace whilft'the Englifb had 
any Land ; No Argument will do againft a naked 
Sword. He feized a great Number of Eftates* 
with ay I/cr JeCeremony as Mercy. 

W h e n by this, and every furious Oppreffionf * 
be had made the miferable Nation ftark-mad, his 
next Step was to punifli them for being fo.. He, 
therefore> befides infinite Vengeance, corporal* 
and capital, at once feized into bis own Hands all f 
Baronies, and all Fiefoof the Crown, wbatfoever. 
Thus he reduced all the Nobility and Landholders •* 
in England to Nakednefe and want of Bread. 
Their Mifery* which feem'd complete* had yet a ' 
heavy Aggravation, and they had another flocking 
Scene xo behold : -Their Eftates were granted td 
the Favourites and Champions of the Ufurpef, 
de/perate Adventurers, and the needy Hunters ot 
Fortune. 

These Upfiarts and Spoilers were incredibly 

exalted. Some of them rioted in the Revenues- 

et- whole Counties ; many of them counted their 

D^ Minors 
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Manors by Hundreds. Others were made Lords 
of Cities, others Proprietors of great Towns -, the 
reft commanded J?ro*g For// and Caft/es, now 
purpofely built to infure the everlafting Bondage of 
the wretched Englijb. All thefe /*/*/ Upftarts 
had it now in their Option, to ftarve, or to feed, 
the genuine Lords and Owners ;-I mean, fuch of 
them as the cruel Mercy of the Invader had left 
to live bereft of Dignity and Bread, 

These new Lords, governed by the Maxima 
and Spirit of their Mafter, admitting none to hold 
Under them but their own Adherents, England 
was in a direct Way to lofe its Name, which 
wasabfurdly derived from any Number of Slaver 
and Beggars. 

THIS wonderful Revolution of Ranks and 
Property, fo universal and fo fudden, as hard- 
ly to be matched in any Country, under any 
Tyrant, upon any Provocation, contracted 
frefli Guilt and Horror from the infidious Be- 
haviour of the Vfurper juft before. It was 
unufually Joft> aqd even fatherly. He fecm- 
cd to affe£k Popularity. He had relaxed the fo- 
vere Exercife of Power, recalled Exiles, reledf- 
ed Vrifoners , fliewn Tendernefe to the Englifb, 
and puniflied the infolent Normans. He had 
again talked of calling a Tree Parliament^ and 
even affemblefl from all Parts of the Kingdom, 
fuch Men of Note for Quality and Knowlege as 

' were 
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were fitteft to acquaint him with the national 
Cuftoms and Laws. i * 

This Change of Behaviour in him cheated 
the poof Englijb, and recovered the Tyrant their 
Hearts. In him it was all afaithle/i Feint y th? 
Eflfeft of his prefent Dread from an adtual Inva- 
6on in the North, from Denmark. As foon a* - 
he had bribed away that Peril, by Money to the 
Danifb General, he ftrait returned to his Rage, 
heightened by this laft Danger. BeGdes all the 
human Viftims to his Fury, he vented it upon 
Buildings and the Soil. In the beft Pare of tba 
North, for Sixty Miles together, he fpread Defo* 
lation fo complete, that in all that Trad not a 
Tree or Shrub was left; not a Houfe or Church, 
Dor Subfiftence for Man or Bead. He was in- 
deed leaft merciful to fiicb as be did not forth- 
with deftroy, but left to the Pangs of Famine* • 
to feek Relief from Carrion, from the moft loath- 
fime Infe&s and Vermin, and from the Flejb of 
one another, till they at laft expired, bereft of chat 
horrible Food. The whole Region was conven- 
ed into fo abfol ute a Defert, that for many Years 
together the Marks of the Plough were not-feen 
in it. 

Whe n William had as it were extiriguifhed 
the Englifb Nobility and Landholders, he extend- 
ed his favage Scheme to the Englijb Clergy, de- 
fpifing, their Privileges, trampling upon thei* 
D 4 Charters, 
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Charter^ and fubje&iog them to what BvrJen* 
he pleafed. Where they fubmitted, he ufed 
tbero like Slaves, and half-ftarved them j where 
they afferted their Rights, he treated them like 
Traitors, fcripped them of their Freeholds, and 
put Normans, in their room. Mofc of the Ar- 
my too was quartered upon them. He caufed 
all religious Houfes to he fearched, and fcized all 
the Wealth in them , for That was what he want- 
ed, though he pretended to look for concealed 
Rebels and Traitors. It proved a lucrative Search 
to him, as he {pared nothing that was valuable, 
the rich Ornatocnts of their Saints and Shrines, 
their maffy Place, nor any of their precious Fur- 
niture, however confecrated to holy Purpofes. 

.With all **// Outrage upon Clergymen, he 
had no Averfio* to the Clergy. For, like many 
other cruel Men, he was a great Bigot, full of 
Reverence, and even of Liberality, to Monks* 
William hated the Engtijb Clergy becaufe they 
^ere Englijbmen (jufc as any Popijb Tyrant will 
always hate Englifi Proteflants). His Hatred 
and Miftruft of them was fo exceflive, that by 
Juggling with the Pope (the Father and Encou* 
rager of all Mifchief and Impiety) he procured 
his Confenc to deprive all the obnoxious Dignita- 
ries at a Blow. Some he banijbed, others he 
imprisoned, and fupplied all the Vacancies with 
Strangers, Creatures of his own, or of the Pope. 

Sues 
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Such was the Return which he made to the 
JEfngliJb Clergy, for their early Submiffion to him 
and their Treachery to their Country. A differ- 
ent Spirit, becaufe a different Religion, a&uatea 
our modern Clergy, who oppofe the Advances ot 
a Foreign Take and Foreign Superfiitian, with true 
Bnglijb Courage and true Prptefiant Zeal. 

His whole Reign wis a SericTof Robbery 
and Cruelty. He was fo fingularty abhorred, that 
when a whole Army of Confftratots was formed 
to deftroy him, not afingle Conjpirator was found 
to inform him of his Danger. He &w it before 
he heard of if, and had no Refource but to offer 
fhem their own Terms, and implicitly fubmitted ■ 
to the Meaneft. He owned all their Reproaches 
to be jail, condemned Jumfelf and all his bar*' 
baroufy faithlefs Tyranny, fblemnly promised a 
thorough Reformation, and gave them his Soul 
for a Pledge. He took an awful Oath, upon the 
Holy Gofpel, and exprefly fubmitted to be damn- 
ed, if he failed, for the future, to rule according^ 
to the known Laws of England; 

Thus he ftripped them of thelt Fears, as' 
he did the credulous Fools their Followers of theii* ' 
Weapons $ the only avenging Devils that he dread-- 
ed. The Leaders broke their Army, againfr alt 
Senfe, and he his Oath, againft aU Confcience 
and Shame. Nay, his Oath did but whet hif 
Vengeance. They who had been the Witneffes* 
E> % * and, 
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and Depojitaries of his faeramental Engagement, 
firft felt his Perjury and Revenge, and he purfued 
the Slaughter wiih profufe Barbarity^ which was 
more bitterly felt by fuch whom he flawed in 
Dungeons and 'Exile, than by thofe whom he only 
butchered. The Maffdcre was extenfive and un- 
relenting. This was rafli Rage againft true Po- 
licy. A Prince who a&s like a Deftroyer, is 
in perpetual Danger of being deftroyed. Wil- 
liam had one conAanc Encouragement to the 
blackefi Perjury and Tyranny, the Pope's War* 
-rant and Abjolution : A Consideration worthy of 
the Thoughts and Abhorrence of all Englifbmen 
at this Day ! 

His conftant Perfidy, Oppreffion and Cruel- 
ty, begot more Confpiracies, and thefe frefti Bar- 
barity and Carnage. Sufpicion was a Proof of 
Guilt, and whomfoever he difliked, he fufpeded ; 
fo that having Criminals without Number, he made 
Viclims without Mercy. Hanging was the gentle fl 
Punifiment : To be banijbed andfiarved was ac- 
counted a Favour. Numbers periflied in loath- 
jame Dungeons: Many had their Eyes pulled out,* 
many had their Feet and Hands lopped off, and 
both Sorts were left with the Hurden of Lift 
and Carcajfes, without Organs to guide and fup- 
port Life. 

After he had long waded in Blood, fhed 
all the belt, and thinned the Nation, at leaftof 

to 
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its Engiifb Inhabitants, he fee bimfelf to accu- 
mulate Money, and {pared no Oppreffion, nor 
Device to opprefc It was a Courfe not of Tax- 
ing and Colkcling* but of Rapine and Grinding. 
He had got a Kingdom by Robbery and Slaugh 
ter, and afterwards intenfly and eagerly purfued 
the Trade. He em* to the Kingdom by Force 
and Treacher j) and he -ruled it as he got it- Nei- 
ther did the confuming Tyranny ceafe with him : 
His Son Eufus was rather worfe than hej indeed 
a nvolfijb Tyrant. Several of the fame Line were 
tsbqd. They claimed the Kingdom as their 
Property and a Bight to it from Cenauejt. It 
had beeti much the fame thing to the Nation, 
had they claimed it by Divine Eighty only the 
latter muft be owned' better calculated for Delu- 
fion and Tyranny, as it carries a more awful 
Sound, and derives itfelf from Heaven. We 
know what dreadful Conclufons were forged for 
unlimited Servitude, during the arbitrary Times 
when it was in Fafluon here. 

God and his Majefty defend us from fuch 
Times, and from all fuch as would revive 
them!

SIRE, 

T H A V E the Honour to wait upon your Ma-

ffhe Loyalty, of Tapifis never to be 
trujied by Protejtants. Religion 
and Liberty inevitable Sacrifices to 
a Popilh Revolution* 

IN the latter End of the Year 1639. in the 
Irifh Parliament, the Iri/b Popjk Members, 
"who were many, were extremely forward to 
ihew themfelves well affe&ed and zealous Sub- 
jects, and concurred unanimoufly in a Vote for 
Four Subfidies to the King. In the Middle of the 
Year 1641, the^ Irijb reM againft the King, they 
tmffacre all bis Frotefiant Subjefts, and are led 
-and animated in all their brutal Outrages, by

ioloyal, and fo zealous for the King, now defy*' 
ing bis Authorky^ overturning the Government, 
tad butchering his only true Stbjeftf. 

It is remarkable enough, that fo able a Man 
as the Earl if Strajffird (fa was tbeo only Lord 
Went'wrtky ^nd Lord Deputy, bur was after* 
wards Earl of Strafford, the Name which be is 
chiefly known by) then Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
£»*/,, had, but the Year before, in all his Dk 
ipatches from thence flourilhcd, In high Strains, 
upon the Loyalty and Agbftkn of the **//?* 
Ir^v He even upbraids the Scois^ tbeo forced 
by Oppreffion ir\to Arms* with the exemplary 
aqd peaceable B^havioi^r of the Irijb. 

This Reprefentation that great Man partly 
meant as a Compliment upon his owa»Maoage- 
. jnent, and, probably, found it well-pleaGng at 
Court, where Fofery was too much in Faihion, 
and the Ir$> too much carefled for being Papifo, 
efpecially by the Queen, who governed the Spirit 
of the King: He too, tho* a Proteftant, was 
partial to Popery, as a Religion favourable to 
high Monarchy, fuch as, it cannot be denied, he 
was fond of. Yet the difcerning Lord Lieute- 
i~ cant is fo candid as to warn the King againft em- 
ploying the Earlof Antrim to quell the Troubles 
in Scotland^ as the King was inclined he fliould ; 
for this Popijb Earl was then in.grcat Favour with 
•m • the 
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the King, and even with Archbifliop hand. « \ 
" neither.hope much (fays die fagacious Went- 
u worth) from his Parts, nor from his Power, 
41 nor from his Aflfedions.— As he is a Papift, and 
** Grandfon -to that famous Rebel, the Earl of 
u Tyrone* he is «ot to be trufted with any Store of 
* c Arms which he is now applying for." 

In another Letter to the King, about raifing 
Forces in Ireland againft Scotland, " He be- j 
M feeches his Majefty* not to grant the Earl cf \ 

* Antrim a Troop (which he would furely be a 
41 Suitor for) as a Thing which would prove very * 
" unpopular to all the Engli/b, from his Religion^ ) 
<: his Race, his Unfitnefs fey Truft, his interefr- j 
<c ed Views, his evil and traiterous Defigns, &c? 

, Befides, Lord Strdffbrd r in all his Letters, treats 
'him as a very weak, vain Man. 

After all (his weighty Warning, the King is ftiH 
favourable to this Ropijb Earl^ jalksof his free and 
noble Spirit, at that Gonjun<Sture, and recom- 
mends him to the Lord Lieutenant, as worthy 
to be trufted and employed. His Majefty, foon 
after, in a Letter to Strafford, tells him, . « I 

* (hould be glad you could find fome way to - 
•* furnifli the Earl of Antrim with Arms, though 
" he be a Roman Catholic; for he may be of Ufe 

* to me at this Time, to let looft of on the Earl 

AN- 
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A NTR I M 7 thus encouraged, applied for Sue 
thouftnd Arms, and even purpofed to put the 
Forces he raifed under the Command of his 
Coufin O Neal. " « I am aftoniflied, fays Lord 
u Str<$btd y mth his Lord/hip's Purpofe,Cok>nd 
Cc O Neal, underftood to be in his Heart and Af- 
<c fe&ions a Traitor ! What a Profped for all 
H us EngUJb here, to fee Six thoufand Men 
a (Irifb Papifts) armed with out own Weapon! 
<c (ourfelves by that means turned naked) Men 
* led by Tyrone's Grandchild, the Son of old 
« Randal Mac DonaId y m the fime Country, 
« formerly the very Heart and Strength of thole 
? mighty, long, lafting Rebellions ?* 

But though the Lord Lieutenant Bad excel- 
lently expofed the Danger of arming Lord Atu 
trim^ the mifled King orders him to give the 
Earl all poffible Affiftahce, and even to give him 
a CommKIion under the Great Seal* to levy 
Forces. An Army of Irifb Papifts were accord- 
ingly raifed, and ofRcer'd by a favage Lift of 
frightful Names, Macs and O's, all* of rebellious 
Race y all, two Years after, bloody Butchers ia 
the Irifb Rebel/ion, and, even now, all ready to 
begin it, with a Commiflion from his Majefty, 
turned againft himfelf, as well as againft his Sub* 
jefts. At beft the Earl of Antrim did no Ser- 
vice to the King ; be had other Aims., though hd 
bad not Capacity, nor, juft then, an Opportune

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ty, to purfbe tfeetn- He took the firft Opportu- 
nity, and moft barbaroufly improved it; yet, af- 
ter the Reftbrarion, be pleaded King Charles the 
SrrjFs Commiffion for all he did, and a&uaily got 
a Pardon from King Charles the Second, I think, 
upon that Plea. 

One thing is extremely remarkable. It ap- 
pears to be the Opinion of Lord Strajfird, .that 
before the Earl cf Jirgytt declared himfelf, and 
took the Covenant, his Country was given away 
by the King to the Earl of Antrim and others. 

I f King Charkt the Firjt, fo true a Prote- 
ctant, was thus pernicioufly milled and betrayed 
by Papifti what Wonder that Charles the Second, 
a real Papifi^ the more dangerous and guilty as he 
was a pretended Protectant, a Prince of fuch 
loofe Principles, and a Libertine in Life, was as 
fond of Popery as he was of arbitrary Power, a 
known Foe to Law and Virtue, and Proteftahtsj 
a known Diffembler, partial to Papifts, their 
conftant Friend and Dupe ? He was in all their 
Meifures hearty^ though he was too lazy and 
timid, and too much devoted to Voluptuoufnefe, 
_to risk his Eafe and Pieafures, and Crown, by 
Openly declaring for the Pope, and introducing 
Topifh Superftition barefaced, both fo odious to 
{feEvgllfi.' ■ . 

His Brother, whofe Zeal, like his Blindnefc, 
rfa§ extreme, tried the mad Experiment, and 

madly 



roadry periflied in the Trial. He was baffled and 
depofed ,• and farely it was worfe than Death, to 
ftll from a Throne, to live upon Alms from tht 
Enemy of the Engttfi frf ame. 

His pretended Son fr a fiturnine Bigot, fuH 
of the Dreams of his Dtom* High, which im- 
plies blind Slavety in hi* Safajedh: He is drunk 
with felt Vengeance againft them for the damn- 
able Crimes of Sacrilege and 'RebeJUmty in renoum. 
cing tow and his Oracle and Prompter, the Pipe. 
What Hope can be concent of hit O&fpring ? 
•Neither he not tbey dart, if ftejf would, abjure 
the Pope or Mifrdry Powr. Without the Pope 
(hey duty want Bread, and hereditary Right im- 
plies a Right to be arbitrary. The Blood they 
pretend to is but a difcouraging Recommenda- 
tion, yet they have no other. 

I t triuft appear grofs Mockery, Mocfcery evdi 
to barbarous Highlanders, to employ fuch bloody 
Savages, to rob the Property and to confine and 
murder thePerfonsof Men, under the crazy Pre*. 
tcnce of reftoring Liberty. The great Grievance 
is, that Liberty is too fix*d and flourishing; that 
it tramples upon Superftitfan and Tyranny, and 
muft be pullM down before thefe can be fet up. 

By what Law does the Invader pretencl to 

come in, but that he has Right againft Law, and 

xp deftroy Law ? His Inttufion, by all the Step* 

of Violence and Blood, infers that no Violence 

E a can 
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can difqualify him, nor could difqualify his pre- 
tended Father; that therefore he hath, and his 
pretended father had, a Right to rule by Vio- 
lence, and that no Man in the Three Nations, 
tnor the Three Nations tfaemfelves»hav£ any Right 
to oppofe Violence. Goncife Reafoaing ! a All 
" that is in them, all the Lives, all the Property 
5* in them, are mine by Right, and I will take 
* it by Force.** 

H is Auxiliaries from Abroad are as (hocking 
as his Claims, at Home, the Power of France, 
the Curfes and Demands of the Pope. Franc* 
pants for oiir Deftru&ion, andAows that the 
Jure Way to deftroy us, is to enflave us; to ren- 
der os forlorn and even double Slaves at once to 
French and PurpaJ Tyranny ; nay, Slayes at fecood 
Hand to a King of Straw, a Royal Shadow, fet 
up by Rome 2nd the Houfe of Boarhn* What 
dare he refufe to his* Matters and Creators? His 
own Bigotry, his Hatred of Protectants, hit 
Dread of Liberty, and the Merit of extirpating 
Herefy> will all excite him to execute his Dtp** 
tat ion with Zeal. Religion, Liberty, Trade, all 
odious to his Mailers and to himfelf, muft fall 
fudden Sacrifices to their pint Policy and Zeal.

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the famous Canonift, the great Oracle of the Va- 
tican? maintains, "That a Qmftian Cky (or 
w Community) may be totally and IvwfuHf 
« burned for a/eitf Heretics dwelling in it* This 
Decifion, fo pofitive and bloody, is but agreeable 
to the univerfil Spirit and Pradfce of Popery. 
Nor can there be ludva thorough renouncing of 
£brtf by the forongefc Words of Apoftafy, as Ae 
Butchering of Men and Cbriftians in his N*«#, 
*hd tlalphembufly urging his Authority. 

I f the Herefy of ifenn draws down and' war- 
rants this fiery Doom upon a Community, What 
'bath a wholeWationrf Heretics to expeft ? Wh*t 
-indeed, but inceffant Vires, and Furnaces /even

W h at Reafon can we have to believe that 
be will not follower catholic Example, educated, 
as he is, in the fame catholic Principles, which 
eternally infer the feme catholic Spirit ? Before 
we can take his Word, he rouft (hew us, what he 
never can ftiew, that ever a Tofijb Prince kept lib 
Engagements to Proteftant Subje&% or that the 
Genius of Popery, and the Maxims of the Pope, 
will fuffer bim to keep them. Did his pretended 
Father keep them ? He does not pretend to fay 
that be did; he cannpt pretend to fay it : He 
knows that he did not ; yet does nor condemn, nor 
even cenfare farm, for not doing it, nor for 
breaking all his folemn Oaths, and invading alf 
our Rights. 

What therefore does he mean by his Intetv 
tion * to reinftate his Subje&s in the Enjoy mert:

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in order to bring them to give hiop Admittance J 
and then, when they have made him Mafcer, he 
wiH teach them what their Rights arc; namely, 
to be redeemed from Herejj, and to be forced, 
for their Good, into the Bofom of the Catholic 
Church; to be ruled by an hereditary, indefeajt* 
Me Sovereign, who will recal them from the 
Guilt of Rebellion, and rule them by thefalutary 
Laws of abfolute Monarchy. Liberty, as it is 
now underftood and pradttfed, can be none of 
their Rights, as by it bis Father was dethroned, 
and brmfelf fiands excluded. 

He therefore cannot mean Engbjb Proujlamt 
Liberty: If he did, his Declaration would be ri- 
diculous; for what People upon Earth have Jo 
much Liberty as we ? His prefent Attempt would, 
for the fame Reafon, be a Contradi&ien i fince, 
whilft we enjoy our prefent Liberty, he can ne- 
ver reign.

In what Senfe are 
they to be teiwfiindybxiX bytbctigre-deftrtfedl 
As he is the vifionary Re'prefentttive of all hit 
Subjc&z, that is, of M vj, who are not his Sub* 
je£b, byrehftafiffg bimfilf he concludes thai? 
w fhall all be reinftated,^— for <we are all bit. 

Neither are fuch extravagant Dofkrinet 
and Demands unkke thoie preaeb'd up by the

Had it been neceflary to 
have derived tbefe Princes from the Blood of 
ftg/ir, 'tis nofi improbable that the -courteous 
Divine would have invented a lineal Defccnt from 
bim y found a Text for it, and branded as Atbeifts 
all whodifputed it. 

I c a n n o t but here remark, with Concern,

ing Exiles, favage Highlanders, and. Ir i^Rappa- 
tecs > to all who claim Eftates,. forfeited by their 
own, or their Father's Treafon j and to all Trai- 
tors who gafp for the Eftates and Properties of all 
real and true Subje&s, who incur theTreafonof 
oppofing them. 

T o all that hungry Hoft fuch a Proroife is » 
delicious Bait; a Redemption from Mifery,- a 
Call toHappinefs; an Invitation to take Poflef-

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Such is the mad, the unhallowed Spirit and

Nay, the 
neceflary Defence of Society is a Grievance to. 
tbofe who want to diftrefc Society, or even to ak 
ter it for Ends of their own. Places and Employ- 
ments,which are infeparable from Society, as with- 
out them it cannot be governed, are Grievances to 
fuch* who want them and cannot get them^ and 
the Pofleffion of them is the fureft Cure for rail-; 
iog at them. The Abuie of Parliaments comes 
With an evil apd ill-judged Grace from bis Pen,. 
and is a prepofterous Grievance out of his Mouth. 
King James heflored and defied Parliaments, 
would have txungutftad Parliaments? and fee up 
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hit weak Will, that is, Popery and Tyranny, in 
the Room of Law, of Gofpel, and of Parlia- 
ments. The Excellency of our Laws is a Proof 
of the Excellency of our Parliaments, and a gte 
rious Defence of them ; neither can they have 
higher Praife, than that the Pretender and other 
Papifts diflifce them. 

P E NAL Laws axe the ftale Common-Place 
of all difaffefted Mfcn, and the eternal Subjed of 
their lnveffives, becaufethey fet Bounds to theif 
Fury.

thufiafts pf Party ; amongft favage Papifts, at<- j; 
tending him from Ignorancej Bogs and Moun- L 
tains; but it is an Infult upon Common Senfe; • 
the more To, becaufe he does not once blame i< 
King James for having committed fucb a j 
Group of Tyrannical Exce0es : So far is he | 
from declaring that he is forry for them, afliamed 
of them, and that they (hall never be repeated > 
though had he fo declared, we fhould not have 
fo believed : His Religion permits him to pro- 
mife fair, but damns him if he keeps his Pro- 
mifes. 

B y this odd Language,, .and as odd Silence, 
we may clearly fee what he intends, and what 
w may certainly exped, even to fee all reverted 
that was done at and pace the Revolution, and 
all revived that was done before. What that 
was I have juft (hewed, and could ftill (hew 
more tragically, had I Time to retail here all the

upon the Dutch, our more intimate Neighbours 
andFdlow-Proteftants; nay, aflifted to extermi- 
nate the whole Dutch Nation, in order jp make 
England a more contiguous Member of the 
French Monarchy, to which the EngHJb Monarcbs 
were become mean Penfioncre and Auxiliaries, 
with the prepofterous Pride of aiming themfelves 
at abfolute Power over free Subjeds, who were 
too proud to be Slaves, efpecially fecond-hand 
Slaves to France. 

The Monarchsof England defeended to be 
the unnatural Inftrument of exalting France, and 
were the Authors of all the Expence, anfwerable 
for ail the dreadful Wars in Europe ever fincc 
A Frown from a King of Great Britain would 
have made the Grand Monarch a very harmlefi 
Neighbour. Would Edward III. would Henry 
V. nay, would Oliver Cromwell, in King Charleys 
Place, have fuffered him to fpoil his weakeft 
Neighbours, or once to have difplayed the Flowr- 
de-luce upon the Rhine or Mofelle ? Oliver ktpt 
him in conftant Awe; though, for his own Ends, 
fuch was the unhappy Situation of an Ufurper, 
be allowed him too much Line. The Two Bro- 
thers lacquied to him as their Superior, took 
his Hire, and, as it Were, wore bis Livery, and 

encou* 
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encouraged him in all his perfidious, in all his 
barbarous Invafions. 

It was this, this infamous Acqutefcence and 
Venality from hence, that made him the Tenon, 
theOppreflbr of Europe, and raiftd Ms Vanity,

By the fame Craft and Fanaticifm, the Scrip- 
tures may be grofly abided by fuch as think that 
they believe the Scriptures ; Cruelty may be made 
to pafi for Charity } lmpofiure for InflruSsan^ 
and the G*/£*/ itfelf for a Book altogether unin- 
telligible, and even dangerous, without the Ex- 
plication of the Priefl ; who therefore carefully 
keeps ic from his poor Dopes, and lets them 
have neither a New Tefiament nor a Saviour, but 
what are of his own making. 

Their Tenets, like their Miracles, are 
foolilh enough to raife Laughter, were it not 
for their Cruelty, which is without Bounds, and, 
but For the daily Practice of it, would be beyond 
Belief. Whatever Follies and Extravagancies are 
found in all other Religions, come far fhort of 
thofe in Popery, all wonderfully improved by all 
the Vifions of dreaming Monks, and by all the 
adopted drolleries of Paganifm.

C, Do we, my Lord, defend heathen Idola- 
try and heathen Cruelty ? 

L. N o, you only imitate them, and exceed 
them : Thefe Heathens, though mad enough to 
deftroy fuch, who hurt their ravenous Obje&s of

L. It is in/man Sacrifice^ and worfe than 
Athafm.— — Nor can I conceive fo wicked,- fo 
dreadful a Being, in the whole Compafi of Na- 
ture, as a Papift heated "with' Bigotry and Ven- 
geance, and a&ing up to the Rigor of Popifli Prin- 
ciples—Is a Devil worfe than an Inquifitor, who 
is only a Punijbtr for Religion, or a Ptrfecmtor t 
a&ing in his higheft Sphere?— What a peftifcnt 
Ingredient muft a zealous Papift be in a Com- 
munity of Proteftants ?— His Zeal makes him a 
bufy Seducer $ and every Perfon feducedis, muft 
be 9 a keen Enemy to the Community.

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King James II. his difgraceful Reign. 
His Impotence and Cruelty. He 
expofis mddepofes himjelf. 

K N hereditary Right to preferVe the Laws, 
♦ is Inherent in all lawful Kings ; an heredi- 
tary Claim to break the Laws, is a Forfeiture of 
all kingly Right. IndefeaGble hereditary Right 
is Jargon, the Cant of Ufurpers and Impoftors, 
to cheat the Many, and to abufc all Men. 

Blood is only one Qualification in a Prince, 
and not theTiigheft," Jufticeand Capacity are the 
Greateft and the Beft. As the Prince may be a 
Child, and yet muft reign like a Man, becauie 
he reigns over Men, the Laws muft govern thofe 
who govern the Prince - 7 elfe the Will of his Mi- 
nisters, 
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oifters, or bis Playfellows, muft be the Law. 
If he prove a Lunatic, the next of Kin, or a 
Council, muft rule in his dead. He who hath 
dq Senfe cannot exercife Government, which is 
the Dire&ion of the public Senile. He who 
wants Juftice and, Integrity, and regards not 
Oaths and Laws, i^ at leaft upder equal Disabi- 
lity. This is moral, as well as political Lu- 
nacy; therefore a moral and political Difquali- 
ficatioo. 

Whoever is intruded with Government, 
having fbe Interefcs of all Men under bis Direc- 
tion, has thehigbefc Occafion for a good Heart, 
as well as a found Head : But where the Laws 
prevail, tho' be be weak, yet by letting the Laws 
take place, his Government may be eafy. If he 
be wilful, as well as weak, yet will needs be wifer 
than the Law, dilpenfe with Law, and fet up his 
own Humour, his Peevtthoefs, or his Superfti- 
tioo, for Law, he becomes a public Enemy, a 
Tyrant, whodepofet himfelf. 

Such a public Enemy was King James, an 
obfcinate Bigot, a perjured OpprefTor, an open 
Foe to the Laws and to his People: He there* 
fore regularly dethroned himfelf. He can fcarce 
be faid to have ever filled the Throne : He be. 
gan to forfeit it e'er he was warm in it. The 
EngUfb Throne, eftablifhed and limited by Laws, 
ceafed to be his % when he became a Tyrant in 
H 6 it 
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it. Whilft be held it, he held it not for trim* 
fdf, but for miserable Monks and hot-beaded 
Zealots, who fct up a Government againft Lav, 
t Religion againft Senfe, and the Shadow of a 
King to fupport both. He never had much 
Understanding; what little be had he forfeited, 
and with it his Crown, to the Infatuation of 
Popery. 

A. w e A K Man makes a very good Papift, in- 
deed the beft ; but a weak Papift mak* a wretch- 
ed King. I own, that a Man of Senfe may be a 
Papift ; but I deny, that he makes ufe of his 
Senfe: The Grimace and Frauds of Priefis blind 
him, and fairy Tenors awe him. 

King James, the Weakeft of bis Racc^ 
(tho* not the Worft nor the Falfeft) yet ftrove 
for fome Time to diflemble ; but wanting Ca- 
pacity even for that (which requires fo little, and 
is often found in the filliefc Women) foon expo- 
fed his Heart quite bare, contra&ed with Bigotry, 
panting for Tyranny, and cankered with Rage, 

H e had profefled fairly, promifed ftrongly, 
{worn folemnly, to maintain Religion and Law; 
becaufe his Priefts toid him, that FaUhood and 
Perjury were neceffary to advance their Caufe, 
and feafonable to lull their Enemies afleep : For 
what Falfhood, what Villainy, what Ouehy, 
will not fuch Priefts promote, to fcrve their pe- 
ftilent Caufe? When his Priefts thought their 

Point 
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. Point fure, they taught him to throw off the 
CJoke of Deceit and Perjury, roundly to aflert 
the determined Tyrant, and the implacable Bigot. 
H e thus called upon the Nation to turn him 
'Out of it, or rather fled from the Nation, H e 
: Tan to the French King, the inveterate Enemy to 
bis People, for Succdur againft his People. It 
was upon Promife of Affiftance from that King, 
that both this Bigot, and the abandoned Volup- 
tuary his Brother, had ventured to enflave this 
Free Nation. 

? LEWIS XIV. was. as dtrk a Zealot as 
James II. with no exalted Genius,' but judging 
the Ruin of England to be for the Glory of 
France, fent Forces to King Jameti then in Ire- 
land, who put himfelf at the Head of tbefe and 
his Irijb Troops: He indeed continued at thdr 
Head, for he was the firft that ran away. 
- A g a 1 n he took Refuge in France, where he 
remained, defpifed, to the End of his Life; the 
more for his continual Solicitations to France, to 
force him and Slavery upon England : For, ra- 
ther than England fliould remain free, he would 
hive enflaved it as the Deputy of France* 
' H ad he an hereditary-Right to hcri&cz Eng- 
land to France ? Can the Heart of Man conceive* 
that any Man, with any Name, has a Right to 
violate any Truft ? Hath Folly a Right to didate 
toWifdom; Perjury, Pride, and Oppreffion, to 

»„ aboliih 
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tbotidi wboMbroc Lows ; Fraud and ImpoftmetD 
crufli Truth mi Religion ? 

In IrelsMdbis Government mi as bruttl as 
the Manners of the native Savages there: He fee 
out with deceitful Promife*, as be bad done here* 
and continued repeating them all the while that 
he was breaking diem. One conftant Declara- 
tion of his was moft ridiculous, efpecially as he 
imagined it to be deep and wife, and as his Flat- 
terns applauded it for its Candor: « That he 
" would make no Diftindion between Us Ptpjb 
* and his Prtttftamt Sobjeds/' A Declaration 
(if not * Blunder) terrible to Protcftants* whb 
law him thus, contrary to his Oath taken to main- 
tain them in their Religion and Lawa, declare 
*<tuai Favour to their barbarous Moody Encmiafe 
who in ftfk reaped all his Favours. 

H e was fo notoripufly (hamelefi in his Breach 
of Faith to Pr otgftants* and in his bigotted Par- 
tiality to the Iri/b, that, by a Set of infamous 
perjured Irifb Judges, he difebarged all the Char- 
ters of the Kingdom in a Term or Two. The 
jEftttes of the Proteftants, Nobles ami Comr 
mons, were by the fame Judges furrendered as 
faft as claimed by any of the wild Irijb 9 who had 
long forfeited them by Rebellion and Maflacre, 
The Proteftant Proprietors, who had earned 
them by their Blood and Money, improved them 
by their long Industry, and hold them by Ads of 

Settle- 
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-Settlement, were draft out of fair Freeholds 
and Bread by the brutal Butchers of their Prcdc^ 
ecffors, of their Parents and Kindred. 

B v t as Procefi at Law* however fitddan and 
arbitrary, was too flow, an Mfi Parliament of 
die furiou* Natives, chdfen by the King's new 
Charters, or rather by iria Diredion and Nomi- 
nation, did, in a folemn Aft, confifcate moft of 
the Eftates of the Proteftams in the whole King- 
dom, and condemned the Owners to die as Trai- 
tors. They were all thus charged with *Treafi>n> 
and all is a Lump condemned to Death and For- 
feiture } for chey weredechred convi&ed of High 
Treafon, tho* never tried, nor, even fammoned. 
The frigbten'd ViSim* had many of them recourfe 
to England for Bread jend Families of fair Fortunes 
in Ireland &W themfelves reduced, for Support, 
to Alms and parochial Colle&ions in England. 

This was adjudging awholc Proteftant King* 
dom, at onCc> to Execution and Deftrudioa* 
It comprehended near Fifteen hundred of the No- 
bility, Gentry, Clergy, and Men of Fortune, aU 
&id in tho A& to have been attainted and con* 
vi&ed, and were therefore adjudged to Death and 
Confifcation. To render the deadly Snare the 
Bore fatal and fecure, no Copy of the inhuman 
Ad was fuffcred to be iflucd for four Months. 
Apt e r this Flight of Tyranny (fo wild and 
taercilefe!) no other Excels of it need be won- 
dered 
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fbcd at Subjeds were imprifooed; their Mo- 
ney, Horfcs, Houfes, and Furniture feized, by 
a mere Order from the King; fometimes a mere 
verbal Older. And J*mts y one of the weakeft 
Men in the Kingdom, and as Mind a Bigot as die 
Uindeft, aded like the confirmed Matter of the 
Perftn* and Property of all Men in it; yet was 
himfclf all the while die wretched Property and 
lame Instrument of the Pope, and even of his 
.own Priefts. Whilft it was made Treafon and 
Death for Five Proteftants to be feen together, 
even in Churches, tbe King's Chaplains, in their 
public Sermons, maintained to his Face the Pope's 
abfolute Sovereignty oyer Kings. 
• Strange Inconfiftency ! for a frail, vici- 
ous, filly'Man to claim Godlike Power over God's 
Creatures, made after God's Image (many of them 
wUer and better, few worfe or weaker than him* 
fclfj) yet confefs himfelf the implicit Vaflal of an 
ufurping Impoftor at Rome, cheating the Wodd 
with pious Cant and Mountebankry, impudent- 
ly boafting lying Wonders, andfubfifting by ma* 
nifeft Frauds! 

. Can there be a greater DemonftrarJon, that 
Power without Controul belongs to no huinafl 
Creature; than that fuch as have moft loudly 
claimed it over all, were unblefled with any fu- 
perior Capacity, or any better* Morals than the 
reft ? Is it conceivable , that the God of Wifdom 

fliould 
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fliould adjudge the Government of the World to 
fuch as have none,; the Care of Men to fuch as 
dpprefs Men ; (hould convey his own Power to 
thofe who abufe it, or inveft with a facred Cha- 
racter Men who fwear falfly by his holy Name, 
or injure and cheat in h ? 

Kino James delighted in lawJefi Proceed- 
ings, merely becaufe they were lawlefc. Even 
when the Law would have ferved htm in Tome of 
his Meafures, it was anfwered, That the King 
would be ferved his own Wiy; which was a 
Confeffion, That he would abolifli Law. 

JAMES* when Duke of Tork, and High 
Commiffioner in Scotland, had given a Speci- 
men of his Spirit and Government fufficient to 
deter all Men from ever wifliing him upon th e 
Throne. He oppofed and defeated, or cancel, 
ted, every good Law: He promoted all that 
were tyrannical and bad : He had the Earl of 
A f %jH condemned to die, becaufe he would not 
forfwear -himfelf. The Earl was a good Prote- 
ftant, had a great Eftate, great Intereft and Abi- 
lities y all dreadful Eye-fores to the fmall Spirit 
and great Bigotry of the Duke of Twk. His 
Royal fttghhefe befides, delighting in frequent 
Viftims and Executions at Edinburgh* diftin- 
guifhed himfelf by a Symptom of Cruelty alcrioft 
peculiar to himfelf, and almoft always avoided 
by the moft cruel Princes, by fuch as were pro- 
verbial 
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vcrbial for Cruelty, even by New. James, be- 
ikies encouraging the Ufe of the. Rack, to force 
Coafeffioos from fucb who were obnoxious to 
the Tyranny of the Times, fat pleated with the 
fhocking Spe&acle of feeing Men racked, their 
Bones cruftied, broken, and burning with their 
Blood through the Flefli : A horrid Sight to Bri- 
tons ! A hopeful Succeffor to the Britifb Crown ! 
It was a Sight lingular in Britain, and even ac 
Rome, under the Tyranny of the G*[ars\. for near 
a Century after the Ufurpation of the Firft Gefar. 
That Monfter Domitian was the firft of the Ro- 
wan Imperial Tyrants that ventured upon it. 
* N either did anyofthefe Imperial Tyrants j 

ever exercife fuch a Piece of Tyranny as was exer- ] 

cifed in Scot/and under Charles the Second. . Be- ' 

fides all the daily Oppreflions and Barbarities upon j 

the Presbyterians there {forced out of their Efta* • | 
blifh'd Church, and fiercely perfecuted) to oblige 
the Court, efpecially James the King's Brother, 
there was an Order of Council for placing Soldier* 
on the public Roads, with Inftru&iops to ask 
fiicbas pafled by, infoaring Quefuons, about the 
King and Religion; and if they appeared to be 
Presbyterians (People confeienttoufly tender m 
the Point of Religion and Oaths) and refufeid the 
Tefc oficred them by the Soldiers, the Soldiers 1 

had exprcfi Orders to put them to prefent Death.

These were forne of the Mft*rriagfr, be- 
fore the Revolution, fuch as the ppefent Invader 
fitppofes to have happened, without owning any ;

This founds ftrong, and is indeed ijrong 
Fraud. Do not Tapifis adore Relics ? Do they 
not openly wor/hip Images, and pray to Saints? 
as the Author of the Inquiry clearly proves. 
Yes ; but it feems chat this is no Idolatry, for 
they do not worfhip them as Gods ; that is, tbey 
do not call them God Jehovah, nor God the 
Creator of all Thing? ; they only invoke them as 
Deputy Deities, generally in the fame high devo- 
tional Strain: And fiich Divine Invocation, im- 
plying a Divine Prerogative to relieve and fare 
the Invoker, is a Declaration ot Deity in the Be- 
ing invoked : It is therefore Idolatry, when made 
to any Being except the Supreme. 

They afcribe Godlike Power to eheir moft 
ridiculous Relics, Stocks and Stones, old Iron, 
Bones, Nails and Hair, by making them work 
Miracles, heal the Sick, raife the Dead, and 
exert the like Afls and Attributes of Omnipo- 
tence. Neither do they pray to their Saints as 
. only Mediators and Inter ceffors with God, as is 
fometimes pretended ; rhey pray to them SreH- 
ly, and for what none but the Godhead only can 
grant, all the Bleffings of this Life and the next. 
This is all obvious in their Breviaries and Cate* 
fhi/msy where Prayers are framed immediately to 
the Saints, and in a Stile a* high and rapturous 

as 
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as to God himWf, as is at Length explained in tbc 
Inquiry. 

This Apologift pronounces another bold 
Curfe upon every QeddefsAVor{biptr y who be- 
lieves the Virgin Mary to be more than a Creature. 
I muft own, that amongft all the Extravagances 
of the Pipip, I never knew a Pafift deny that 
God crested the Virgin Mary; but I never heard 
of a Paprfi who did not treat her beyond the Qua* 
lity of a Oreature y and with all the awful Epithets 
of a Deity. They all pray to her, they all wor- 
Mp her. Is fiich Divine Treatment due to any 
Creature? 

But there follows a Rderve that justifies all J 
— Cur fid is he who honours ber y vwrjbifs her, §r 
puts bis Trufi in her as much as in God. Acs* 
rious Come-off! He makes his Votaries own, 
that the Omnipotent God is fuperior to one of bis 
Creatures; but ftill they are to adore and invoke 
this human Creature with the Worfliip and Lan- 
guage due only to God, her Creator. They im- 
plore her in Form, tt to deliver them from Sin, 
" to proted them from Evil, and to receive them 
" at the Hour of Death." What could they ask 
more of their Maker ? Is not all this creating her 
as a Deity, a Sovereign Deity ? Did the blindeft 
Heathens ever apply tfuch Strains of Adoration to 
any of their Deities, even to the Higheft of all, 
Jufitpr Optimus Maximus I

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The Ciirfe is, however, repeated upon him 
who believes her above "her Sony or tbatjbe can in 
Jtdy Thing command bbn. Above her Von, is an 
odd Phrafe, but hath its Art and Meaning bene. 
'• *-It founds as if they denied the Idolatry o£wor- 
1 flripki£*her as well as the Son. We. kndw it to 
1 be Idolatry to worfliiphef at all, and we know 
"that they worfhip her. This is enough to fix 
' the Charge tfpon them.*— Or, thatjbe can in any 
: T&»g*cofcimand him. if fhe can protedt afcd 
pardon Sinners, and receive their Souk into eter- 
* nal BH&, withaar him, /he need not command 
bira ; (he hath thus fof&ctent Godlike Power with- 
out him. But, if I am not miftaken, I have feen 
a Pdptft Vlifcr, invofcing the Virgin to command 
Wet Son, in Terms, hnfera Filh tuo: Nor can 
*Tu<ih Language appear ftrange in Popery. 

The next Curfe is upon him n»ho believes the 
Angels and Saints in Heaven to*he his Redeemers, 
who frays to* them as jfucb, or who gives GodV 
Honour to them, or to any Creature whatfoever. 
Was ever fuch mock Defence! We do not 
charge them with believing Saints, and Angels to 
be their Redeemers, but with worfliiping Saints 
and Angels : Nor can they deny that they do. 
It is the conftant Praftice of their Churchy and 
it is injomed by the Authority of the Church, to 
worfbip and invoke the Angels, who are always 
in the Frefenceof the Lord, and willingly watch 
3 for 
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fir our Seamy, rvbicb is committed to them. 
They are alio ordered to invoke the dead Saints % 
and to reverence their Mies. All this is amply 
proved in the Inquiry. 

T i s a inferable Subterfuge to fiy» that they 
reverence the Deity more> or, in their own 
Words, that they do not give God's Honour to 
them; ant) yet, in reality, they do it, by putting 
them in God's Stead, and complimenting them 
with God's Power. Out of die vileft amongft 
dead Men they chufe their heavenly Prote&ors 
mnd Idols. The implacable Traitor, Beckety had 
infinitely more Worfhip and Oblations paid him 
than all the Hoft of Heaven ; not only than Je- 
fus Cbrifiy but even than the Mother of Cbr$> 
though (he was then infinitely more revered than 
the Deity. Indeed, for many Centuries, con- 
taminate Madnefi, or confummate Villainy, was 
the chief Recommendation to Saintfhip; and the 
Wackeft Character upon Earth, the Roman Pon- 
tiff? prefumed to furnjfli Heaven with fuch Rivals 
to the Deity, as were too infamous to live amongft 
Men. It is certain, that many who had adorned 
Gibbets, or deferved them, helped to fwell the 
Roman Calendar ', and were complimented with a 
Seat on the Right-hand of God, with the Title 
of His chief Favourites and Counfelhrs. 

The; pleafanteft Curfe follows: Curfed be be 
that <worJbip any Breaden Goa\ or makes Gods of

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the empty Elements of Bread and Wine. A fife 
Curfe ! Well may the Fratner of it make bis true 
Catholic (ay </4»t» to it! Before it is confecrated 
'tis not God; and be deferves to be curfed who 
will worftiip tare Bread 'as God. After it is eon- 
fecrated 'tis Gedy our Blefled Saviour in Perfoni 
and who can be curfed who worfliips our Blefled 
Saviour? 

... This Fallacy is too grofi ; but a grqG Impo-' 
. fture will bear no better. A Wafer is no God^ 
. but t few Words and Grimaces of the Prieft 
make it a God; whilft, to Tafte and Touch, 
and Sight> and Smell, 'tis Hill a Wafer. Weigh 
it, diffe&it, feparateand examine its Parts, 'tis a 
manifeft Composition of Flouer and Water, juffc 
as it was before. But you are damned if you bc^ 
Jieve DemonftratiQii. Thefe very Particles of Wa- 
ter and Flouer are, in fpite of Demonstration, 
changed in an Inftant, without the leaft Altera* 
tion, into the whole Body of Jefus y and, tho* 
there be but one J efts, he is multiplied into Mil* 
lions every Day. 

At this Rate a Prieft has Power over God 
himfelf, and more Power than God himielf can 
have ; for God cannot reconcile Contradictions, 
nor convert Bread into Flefh and Blood, whilft i*c 
continues ftill to be Bread* There never was fuch > 
an impudent Impofture in all the Vifions and 
Chimeras of Vaganijm, The many Transforma-

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tions of Vipnufk; God of the ftifat Bramhts, in- 
to a Fift, a Hog, a Lion, a Bramfri, a flying 
Horfc, are credible Itnpoffibilttie*, compart Co 
iTrarfubftantiation, thebfgheft Affront to the Eyes 
and Reafon of Man, and the tooft (hocking Indig- 
ifity to the Deity, every offered or invented by 
the moft daring Impoftors known amongft Men.

A repenting Sinner has fadsfying Affile 
ranee, frdm the Word of God, that * God fet- 
u gives all who truly repent." The Almighty 
does not add, That be wants the Interpofitfon of a 
Prieft. His Mercy is not toock Mercy, to be 
awakened or applied at the Recjueft of the Prteft ; 
the All-feeing Eye heeds no Voticher for the Sin- 
cerity of the Sinner's Heart. When the FradMfcr 
of the Curfes denies, that any fewer in Heaven 
or Earth can forgive Sins without Repentance, he 
ieems to put God upon the fame Foot with the 
Prieft, and difables him equally with the Prieft 
from beftowing Mercy.

I for one or other, or both, of thefe pious Mo- 
tives, generally fwayed the hply Father. He fre- 
quently tempted and incenfed Prince and People 
to violate Laws and Oaths, and to opprefi one 
another. He particularly warranted the repeated 
Perjuries of our Henry HI. who was continually 
oppreffing the Nation, and as often frightened by ,

The Defence of oar Religion and our 
Laws (the only Glory of a King and his only Sup* 
port) Wa* fo far from his Heart, that though he 
promifed and fwore to preferve both inviolably, 
he openly ftrove to extirpate one and ro aboKfft 
the other. 

Wit at canft thou proraife that he did not 
fwear ? And what were his Oaths and all his En* 
gagemems to his Troteftant Subje&s, but Snares 
hid to lull them faft afleep, and then to deftroy 
them before} they were thoroughly .awake? His 
mad and ungodly Zeal; hurried him too faft. 
He would not allow his People fufficient Time to 
be well deceived. His facred Oaths were violated 
almoft as foon as made. Verily, he broke fome 
Parts of his Oath before he took it, by feizing 
the Revenues to be fettled by Parliament before 
the Parliament had granted them ; and then asked 
K a the 
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the Parliament to grant him what he had fefced. 
His blind Bigotry to Popery (as Bigotry is always 
yrkhout Bounds in a narrow Genius) made the 
Protectant Faith, as well as the Englifb Councils, 
odious to bfcn. He was blindly kd by the Jefints* 
and other Emiflarics from Rome, particularly by 
an idolatrous Woman of that Communion, his 
Italian Wife. His whole Condud was fuch, Co 
perfidious, fo precipitate and arbitrary, that who- 
ever is not for ever warned by it againft Popery 
in their Princes, and againft % Popijb Prince oa 
the EngBJb Throne, will never take any Warn- 
ing, never be a real Enghflman. 

Thou canft not deceive us .with thy Pro- 
mtfes; we (hall not truft thee even upon tby 
Oath. We know how Papifis reaibn, and how 
eafily Popifli Priefts can abfolve Popijb Princes. 
No Oath muft be kept that mars the Catholic 
Faitby and Catholic Tyranny. Neither canft thou 
convince any reafonable Man, that ever Popery 
- prevailed without Tyranny ', or that any Tyranny 
was complete without Popery in any State called 
qhrifiian: Nor canft thou prove, that ever 
any Popifli Prince kept Faith with a Protejlant 
People. 

But thou haft indeed in Fad): difpenfed with 
thyfelf from impojing upon us, by any artful 
faithlefs Engagements in form, to maintain out 
Rights j whether from thy own Modefty, that 

thou 
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thou wilt not profefe what thou art for from in- 
rending i or that thy Priefts do not think it good 
Policy to feck by fair Mean;, what they hope, 
and perhaps make thee hope, to gain for thee 
and themfelves by a firing Hand. Thou didft 
therefore mock the People of G/aJgow 2 with 
notable Bitternefs, when in Defence of the De- 
mands of thy wild Mountain-men^ fent to rob 
them of a great Sum, thou toldeft tfcem* * Thou 
* c wouldeft maintain (hem in all their Rights j* 
when, in Fad, thou waft convincing them, that 
they bad No N E. The good Peopfe of Stot* 
hud may fay the lame Thing to Thee, and yec 
drive theeouc of their Country the Day after. Had 
not the Men of Glafgpw a JRfeftK to their ownf 
Money ? Pray, what Rtgbt hadft thou to ft> be- 
fides die great S words 1 of thy halfoiaked' High- 
landers, who make no Diftin&ion between Rob* 
he ry and Rights and are therefore proper De- 
fenders- of tbtTtel 

Thy Mockery of poor Men in Diftrefi was 
ftill more bitter, when thou didft* acquaint the 
forlorn Inhabitants of that City (trembling with 
the Daggers of Savages at their Throats) with 
what great Suecefs thou hadft had, and " how 
Ci it became them to be glad, that thou hadft 
"had fo much." As thou, waft ftripping thcim 
with an unfeeling Heart (fpr -Heretics deterve no 
Pity) couldft ibou thus banter them top with 
K 3 an 
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an unmoved Countenance ? Whatever thou didfc 
mean, or howfoever thou didfc look, thy whole 
Coodud, and thy Word*, on this Oceafion* for* 
niQi an inftrudive Le0bn to every Briton, tod 
will, I hope, make a* deep and proper Impref- 
lions upon all Bti$9w % as they did, and do, and 
Sill Hull upon me. 

You wo Man, 1 pray thee, who feat for 
thee, and what didft thou come for ? That thou 
comeft m the Name of thy Father may be a Plea 
in the Mouth of a Child; but inftead of an Ar- 
gument/or thee, rather excites an Alarm againfi 
thee. Thy Father is a Name of Contempt and 
Averfion to Vroteflants and Ent/ijbmt*; and 
none but the Ungodly* the Unenlightened Dwell* 
era upon the Mountains, have invited thee or 
ftood by thee ; Sons of Belial and of Blood, 
ebofen to fupport thy Reign by committing urn- 
verfal Plunder, and cutting Throats. Or if 
Vtance and Spain and Borne efpoufe thy Caufe, can 
it be any other than the Caufe of Babylon and 
of Antichrift ? Canft thou conceive a Caufe more 
odious, more execrable and alarming to the Ears 
of BngUjbmen and Protefiants t 

What comeft thou for ? Is k to re/fere thy 
Father to what he never had, a Crow* ? Thy 
Father is debarred from the Crown ; and com- 
mon Fame fays, is as much unqualified as drfi 
qualified for it. And how well qualified thou 
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art, let the Laws declare, together With thy law- 
lefs IntruGon, and the barbarian Ruie exercifcd 
by thee and thy Savages in Scotland. We know 
of no Pejtoring in England but what we dread 
to fee reftored, Popery and Slavery.

How doft thou like this Explanation and true 
Comparifon? What is in % F&hcr to recom*- 
inend him to Englifbmen and Proteflants? Is it 
the Blood of thy f re tended Grandfather ? This 
is a Diftin&iop that would do him or thee but 
Jittle good : >Jof>c bi« Entkufiap regard it : We 
true Protefiants aqd Engkfrmn difowfc it.

Such a common Sameneis you find in the 
Devotion of the Eaftern B&nzet and the Eu- 
ropean Mpnks, and in the CreduKty of the People, 
Catholic or Pagan. You fee thefe foletm Drolls, 
the Bonx-s, fcourging themfelves with Rods, 
flafhing themfelves with Knives in the Streets > 
drawing heavy Iron Chains; battering thcif 
naked Bodies with rough Stones; "flopping at 
every Door, and Canting:— c< All this we foflfer 
€< for the Expiation of your Sins ! Can you re-

M Nails. Each Nail <witl toft but Six-fence ; a 
tc finall Trice for fuck a Treajure of BenediBions 
" at it brings ! In p ur chafing them you *wiU do 
< c an AH of heavenly Merit) not to us the 
" Bonzes, but to the God Y o^ tpwboje Ho* 
<c nour toe Bo N XE s are building a Temple? 

Observe that the holy Penitent had above 
Two thoufand of thefe Nails to fell* By this 
precious Commodity, though he loft fome 
Blood he got Money, with the Odour of San* 
&ity, perhaps more Miftreflcs, and notable Cre- 
dit with his Order, as well as to it. 

The Nails had certainly an intrinGc Value, 
however far foort of their religious Value. But 
how fuperior is the intrinfic Value of a Thoufand 
Mafles; and who but Priefts can retail them for 
afingle Farthing? Do not the Popifli Priefts 
Ukewtfe turn into ready Money all the Supernu- 
merary Merit and Sufferings of their Saints and 
Confeflbrs > According to their Do&rine and 
Marketing, all rigid Difciplinarians and Martyrs 
»re fo many new Redeemers of Souls, and to 

many 
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many Bcncfa&ors to the Monks, who turn their 
Blood and Penance into ready Cafli., 

Let them produce what Inftances of Super- 
ftkton they can (be the fame ever fo extravagant, 
ever fo fcandalous and blafpbemous) from the 
Fooleries and Frauds of the Pagans, the moft ido- 
latrous Pagans, and of all the Pagan Priefthood » 
the Whole will come infinitely fliort of their 
own. And as to prieftly Tyranny, Cruelty and 
national Havock, Popery has committed more in 
a Day than Paganifm in a Thoufand Years. All 
the Roguery and Rapine of the Bonzes have not 
vifibly leffened the mighty Numbers of People 
in China j Numbers, perhaps, equal to all thofe 
upon the reft of the Globe. 

A MERICA, which, though called but a 
Quarter of the World, is almoft a Half, fwarmed 
once in many Parts of it with Inhabitants, but is 
now nigh defolate, many of its beft Regions ut- 
terly defolate, rendered fo by Catholic Cruelty. 
Spain, by the Expulfion of the induftrious Moors y 
fome Millions, firft and laft, and by the ^aUj 
Butcheries of the Inquifition for fome Centuries,, 
has long found a very natural Return of Beggary 
and difmal Solitude, raftead of Multitudes and 
Plenty i many of her fertile Plains as deiert as- 
her moft barren Mountains ; and nothing pro- 
spering but Priefts, who mar and damp, and ba- 
nifli all Profperity, and blaft all the Bleffings of 

Nature, 
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Nature, as they thwart and curfe all the Wifdora 
and Virtue of Man. In Trance y and all over 
Chriftendom, their Outrages, Devaluations, their 
Antichriftian Spiij c and boundlefi Cruelties, are 
fadly remembered and felt* 

As to the lewd Arts and Debaucheries of the 
Bonzes with Women, and one another, their 
Monafteries, and their Tricks to maintain them ; 
their Hermitages and prieftly Retreats; their 
bard- hearted Unconcern for all the reft of the 
World* even for Parents and Relations: AH 
theft?, the common Curfes. of Prieftcraft every 
where, are ftill more vifible in the Popifh Coun- 
tries of Europe* more prevalent and more per- 
nicious* 

The Popifh Miflionarics in the Eaft men- 
lion with Horror the Ufe which Libertines, 
Priefts and other Fanatics, make of the Do&rit* 
of Tranfmigration, in order to commit Whore* 
doro and Self- Murder, Such a one need only 
reprefent to a. young Nymph, tender of her Per- 
fon, and loth to proftitute it, that her Body is 
hardly any Part of her, at leaft the meaaeft Parr? 
% tranficat Covering and Vehicle, foon of itfeif 
toperifh, the Slave and Qff-eaft of the Soul, and 
not to be regarded : And having thus taught her 
to defpife ber Perfon, he enjoys it. If fhe ftill 
refufe, he has another Atgumenr, " That in her 
?. laft State (he had promifed him to be his, and 

■J? then, 
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(C then, by dying, deprived him of his Right ; * 
which he therefore claims, and often regains in 
her prefent State, 

No doubt fitch Craft and Lewdne&are abo- 
minable, but not peculiar to the Eaftern Bonzes. 
Many Debaucheries, more hideous, have been 
praflifed by our Romifb Bonzer, and by Artifices 
as impious ; all under the Cloke of Religion : 
Witneft Father GirarJ> Confeflbr and fpiritual 
Director to Madsmoifelte CaJkre, famous as he 
is for making a Bawd of Devotion to debauch 
her Perfon, and turning her frantic fpiritual Rap* 
tores into Raptures of real Carnality. Any lewd 
Prieft having the blind Guidance of a fine Lady's 
Confcience, may too eafily guide her into his 
Own Arms. 

Neither were the anricm Pigan Priefts 
the only facerdotal Procurers for the God of 
their Temple, or the only ones who gratified 
their own in&mous Paffion, by pretending to 
cany a lovely Lady to the Embraces of the Idol, 
it is no more than what the Romijb Prieft* have 
done, under the Name and pretended Demand 
of fome popular Saint. And when a bleflfed 
Saint condefcended to vifit a charming She- Vo- 
tary, long his paffionate Adorer, could fhe help 
being tranfported with fo heavenly a Favour, or 
be cither incredulous or unthankful to the holy

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It is obftrvable, that this diabolical Plot was 
framed out of pious Zeal to advance the Glory

He likewife enters into our own Hiftory; 
m us Exampk* of our ow* happy Efeapw 
by the kind loterpofitions of Providence, in the 
Midft of furrounding Dangers \ and &ys as much 
of our prefent Danger as became a prudent 
Preacher, 'unwilling to tefe old Friends, or to 
"make new Enemies. Perhaps his Performance 
mjgbt have been ftronger and left guarded) had 
he poftpoocd it tilt the Rebellion had been ex- 
tteguilhed: A Precaution which a renowned 
^Daftcr took during the foftaer Rebellion Thir- 
ty Years ago. After the Rebellion was over he 
published a good Sermon againft Rebellion, and 
by it merited his firft Dignity in the Chul-ch*

the Te Veum. It was, indeed, a licentious and 
fcurrilous Libel. But as. it was a weak and wild 
. Production, I think it below the Dignity of the

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Pulpit to mention ic } efpeeially with fiich pomp- 
ous Abborrencc. Are all Men to expedt Dh 
vine Judgments for what ail Men condemn ? Is 
the wife God to afflid a whole People, becaufe 
a libertine Poec writes a licentious Ode ? 
. Wh e n be icprefents BUJpbemj as ftosrm- 
ingfrom the Prefr, and oriy quotes a rafli Rhap- 
fbdy, univerially condemned, as much as the 
Writer of it was pitted ; the Tenors which he 
had ratted, vaoiftvin Confolatcon from the pro- 
bable Hopes that he can quote no more, or none 
fo terrible. 

What other ProdO&kms from the Prefc be 
means, I know not. Sure he is too candid to 
tteao *U that affimd the hot Men and Bigots 
amongft the CJetgy? who are apt to blacken the 
Beft, when the Be& thwart, them. I have feeh 
• bietttr Invfc&ives from many of them, fome of 
them of Natsfeand Dtftinfticm, againft the fair- 
eft Reafoning, againft Chriftian Chdriry and Mo- 
deration y againft all Men who difleitd from 
them in their tnoft narrow Conceits? and moft 
intaeftfed Schemes. Locke has been reviled ^$ a 
Sovni**7 for his noble Attempts to improve 
human Reafim, and even for (hewing the Reafin- * 
Menefs af Chrifiianity ; Ttlhtfin as an Atheift, 
for his Rational Divinity; Baadty as a Preshjr 
terian> for fuppprting the eftabliihed Epifcopal 
Church upon the Principles of the Constitution. 

All 
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All thefe, and many more, have been mercilefly 
ufed only for their eminent Merit, for their calm 
Tempers, their charitable Principles, and theft 
invincible Reasoning. 

The Preacher knew, that the moft opprobri- 
ous Names, even thefe of Atheift and Blafphemer, 
arc often no more than Names of Abufe, fcold- 
iog Terms, thrown at Random, often falfly, 
by angry Bigots, fometimes by grave Impoftors, 
upon Men who love Truth, and therefore feekit 
Md defend it, for its own fake only, without 
other View, Claim or Reward. By-words and 
Prejudices govern the. Many of all Conditions. 
Credulity paffes for Conformity, Antipathy ft* 
Zeal. The Fox-hunter (a Higb-churchman) in 
one of Mr. Addifirt* Freeholders, boafts how 
happy they were in that County, for that they 
had ikk a Presbyterian in ix 9 except the Bifliop; 
and how, popular, a keen Spaniel of his was 
amongft the Country Gentlemen, for having once 
almoft worried a Diffenting Teacher. 

Never was Man more fcurriloufly and more 
bitterly treated by paffiofiate Divines, than that 
great Ornament to his Profeffion, that Divine Rea- 
foner, Mr. Cbtflingivortk His Arguments were 
ftiled Jubtle Atheifm ; his Defence of Reafon de- 
clared taorfi than Popery, at leaft as bad ; C€ For what 
iC Advantage would it be to the ProteftantCaiife, 
H were the Pope depafed from hi? infallible 

c i Chair, 
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<c Chair, if Reafin be inthrdned in it?* fiys 
Dr. Cheynell: " This, (aid he, will only ferve to 
u advance Sociafanifm."

When the Preacher quotes 1 one blafphcmous ' 
Performance, yet talks of others, he leaves his 
Hearers and Readers to guefs what they are ; 
and they who have heard very- good ones, nay ' 
the bed railed at by Men whom they implicit- 
ly believe, will fix the Imputation there. Books 
that expofe Ecclefiaftical Craft and Encroach- 
ment, which are furely as mifchievous Weeds as 
ever choaked the Field of theGofpel, are v&& } 
mently decried by weak or defignirig^Men, and' 
treated' as furioufly as ever Chtllingworttfi Bbok* - 
were treated. And as Mep have been often re, 
viled as Atheifts for defending God's Truth againft 
Impoftofs; the Nation has been threatened with % 
Qodh Wrath for eacouiragiog fiich Truth. 

•Liberty will -always be ibufed >tftoft, 
where it abounds moft. But no Abufe<bf h can 
atane for its Lofc. Reafon and true Religion 
will always gain by Liberty, and be ablfe to de- 
fend themfelves againft all Attacks: Folly, Vi- ; 
rulence and Scurrility ^whea-dlfeharged againft

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them, will only ferveto (hew their Strength and 
Acuity: Even Blafphcmy will appear more de- 
teftable, when examined by Reafon. They who' 
ft4mtred the Te Thmn mod, faw the Burlefque of 
v it. with the tnoft Indignation; and any one will 
Tee, by comparing them, the Impotence as well 
as Impiety of the Attempt. 

A r e we to bear our Teftimony againft pre- 
vailing Corruptions, and to fee none amongft the 
Clergy? The Preacher is filent upon this Head. 
Is ic not a great Corruption, this which I have 
mentioned, the virulent Behaviour of fome of 
them (I fear I might fty many of them) to- 
wards fuch as differ from them, even in Matters 
of Conscience, and fuch as blame and would 
amend the moil unwarrantable Parts of their 
Condud ? How barbaroufly have they ufed the 
Advocates for Toleration and diffufive Cbrifttan 
Charity ? Strange Unchriftian Proceedings ! By 
defending the moft indefenfible Things, Perfe- 
cution, fecular Pride and Power in fpiritual Hands 
(the conftant Curie and .Bane of Religion in aH 
Ages, the Parent of the Inqut&ion, and even of 
Papery) they forfeited the Charader of Chriftian 
Teachers } and by debating Religion into Party, 
Wjere juftly confidered, not as Preachers of. 
Cbrift, but of Fadion. Could there be a 
worfe Spirit, or greater Corruption ? And could 
the Preacher i**4ver$$*tlj omit them ? Could -

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be conceive them to be the lefs provoking to 
GoA y becaufe they came from the Clergy ? 

Was it not natural, ttleaft wasituotjuft, ia 
the Pteadiferi, when he was complaining of pub- 
lic Corruptions, to have inquired into thofe of 
bis own Order, whether many of them be not 
flack in the Performance of their Duty, many 
too indifferent about it ; many of them perform- 
ing none ; yet all xealous to claim Dignity from 
their Ctotfr, and Divine Refpedt to their Perfons^ 
though nothing Divine appear in their Pra&ice ? 
Not a Wotd of Non-Refidence ! fc not Non- 
Refidence a Very crying Corruption, yet what 
more common; to undertake the Care, that is, 
the Salvation of Souls, to be paid for it, often 
greatly paid, to anfwer to God for it, yet tran£ 
fer that interefling, th^t awful IVuft to another, 
dtfeouragedfcy finaH Wages ndt to perform It? 

I s this a Way to prevent the Growth of Pope- 
ry, (of tfbich the Preacher complains) or to pro- 
cure Reverence to Churchmen? Is this an Expe- 
dient to prfevent'the Growth of Irreligion, if 
there be any^eichers of Religion, .who convert 
Kelson into Commerce, and prdftmite a fe-\ 
cred Truft to worfdly End^to Voluptuoufnefr, ] 
Avarice, Strife? Thele are they who make Un- 
believers. The want of Refped to fuch irreligi- 
ous Tie^cherg will never pafe for Irreligion with 
any Man, who bias Religion or common Senfc: 
L 2 - And 
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Aod it is too common a Pra&ice for Clergy- 
men who exercife the leaft Religion, to com- 
plain loudeft of the Wam : of it in others. Or, 
is it not rather Artifice, to hide fuch Want in 
tkcmfelves? 

I dwell no longer here upon the great; 
Corruption of Non-Reddence, fo introdudlive 
to all other Corruptions, efpecially to all Cor- 
ruptions in Religion and good Morals, and con- 
fsquendy the greateft that afied sad ruin human. 
Society. Let me obfcrve tp the candid Chri- 
ftian Reader, that our Preacher, who, puts on fuch 
Concern for Religion, and againft Irreligion, 
fays not a Syllable about this prevailing, this ir-. 
religious Cuftom, much lefc againft ir. So fyr is 
he from raiGng any Alarm, or apprehending Di- 
vine Judgments fpr fuch unhallowed N*gle& of 
Divine Duties, Negleft fo affrontfiil to God, 
and pernicious to Man. 

His Cenfure of the Errors and Faults of the 
Clergy would have appeared candid } after he had 
been praifing them for their Defence of the 
Do&rines of the Reformation in King James's 
Time: And it would have looked equally can- 
did in him, had he owned the Heat and perfe- 
cting Spirit of the Clergy before ; and after the 
Revolution, with their mad Partiality to a Popilh 
Succeffor, and their having helped him to deftroy 
jhe Nation and themfel ves.

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God and the King. This would be ftraage Di- 
vinity : I wife it were left utgod.

I t is a daring Undertaking, to fettle the Judg- 
ments of. an infinitely wife, juft, and merciful 
God ; toafcertain what they are, or wbcfrtf it is that 
they fall. I hope and believe, that do National 
Calamity can be called a Jndpnewt from God; 
fince, during fiich, the moft Innocent are feen to 
fufier equally with the moft Guilty, often more; 
faroetimes the Guilty efcape, and the Innocent 
perifh. Can We -fuppofe, dare we preferae^ that 
bis unerring Jufticc- makes no Diftindion be- 
tween. 
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tweenGuHt tod Innocence, and weighs not ex- 
aftly die Degrees of both? It feems to be an 
Affront to the Almighty, andaDeniid of his Pro- 
vidence, to maintain the contrary: It reprefents 
Rdfeion to be wkbout Senfe, and the great Judge 
of all the Earth to be void of Ef *kj. 

Enthusiasts* who fee the Almighty 
pleafcd or angry, juft u they thcmHves are, 
may arm hkn wkh Vengeance egamft Times 
Which they <iiflike, and againft Perftm whom 
they hale : They may even behold him flaying 
the Cattle and defeating tte Soil, and confident- 
ly tfiaribeall this general imdi^nguifhingHwoct 
totheSiosof particular Men. Impofhws, fuc& 
«s B*m& Monks, may tefrrefow hh* as *&uuzd 
With human Paffions, and tbemfdves tfreOftg 
a0dreftmn^tePaffions;rtp«faithimlaunce' 
ipg hi Judgments, tad thtmfidves flopping his 
Hind; thus guiding and controulmg the Al- 
mighty, and thence governing bis Creatures. 
But a Fttteftamt Divine fcattcring Judgments 
makes a very Unpntefiant Figure, and borrows 
the Odours and Charafter of a topfi Prkfi, 
Who cootrcwk the Deity, creates his Creattit, 
eats bis Creator, and dire&s his Creator whom 
to puptfh and whom to damn; whom to protefr 
«ndwh4m to five; forefees Judgments, applies 
Judgment^ and charms away Judgments. 

- There 
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There cannot be a more lucrative Branch 
of Pfleftcraft than a Monopoly of Divine Judge- 
ments. It infers die fovereigft Dire&ion of >Su- 
perflation, of vain Credulity, of pannic Fears* 
and of all the unaccountable Whims and Weak* 
oefles of the poor human Sod, the- confirm and 
liberal Bubble of foch pious Traders. 

As the Jefiiits were bufy in advancing this 

their Staple fpiripial Traffic, amongft the poor - 

Indians, the Vutcby who are themfelves kwn 

Traders, but Traders of another Sort* were t#> 

hard even for thefe vigilant Fathers. The Apo-

* Our Preacher plainly infinuates, that Judge- 
menu threatened us, and approached us, for 
the Depravity of certain Opinions and Writings \ 
ft Sort of Sins which infer but few Sinners, at 
Jeaft in Companion of the Nation. 

The Number of Authors, good and bad, is 
but ft Handful when compared with the People. 
I have heard that a few righteous Men may fave 
ft Nation; but' never, that a few* Sinners wilt 
damn a Nation. All Nations are Sinners at ail 
Times \ and ours particularly ; elfe our Com- 
mon Prayer is very raflily framed. But fttll wc 
1 ftre not greater Sinners than any of Our Neigji- 
bourinjg Nations: Yet thefe Nations are not all 
vifited with Highlanders; though ibme of thefe 
Nations entertain very great Sinners, creaferit- 
htong Sinners, as fcurrilous and licentious as ours l ; 
France abounds with more Deifls> or (which 
is the fame Thing in the Eyes of Bigots) Atbeifb, 
than any Country in Europe • yet "Prance is too 

* hard for its Neighbours, and even affifrs the 
Highlanders : There are more bhrfphemouis feongs 
made in a Year, and fung every Day in Paris t 
than were ever made in England fince the Begin- 
togof Time. This camtot be rfwing to 'want 

: Of Power in France, either Civil or Religious. 

* - No, 
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No Ecclefiaftical Courts are wanting there, no 
Power in King or Clergy ! 

W £ are certainly left corrupt, lefs debauched, 
than we were immediately after the Reftoration. 
Was the Reftoration a Jijdgment? Was not 
Charts II. our moft Religious, as well as moft 
Gracious King ; and had he not that Character 
given him by the Clergy? Or was his Reftora- 
tion, at firft at lead, reckoned a Curfe by any 
but a few Enthufiafts* chiefly Fifth- Monarchy* 
Men ? But EnthuGafts are not confined to. any 
Party; they are found in all Setts, amongft' 
Churchmen, as well as amongft Diflenters; and. 
EnthuGafts will be always fpying Judgments fall- 
ing, or ready to fall, upon fuch who thwart their 
Favourite Notions and Purfuits. w ■ 

As pious EnthuGafts ad, fo do, pious Impq- 
ftors, with Zeal equally ftrong, though not equal- 
ly Gncere, generally with more Art. We qan 
therefore never fee, never exped a Time, when 
fuch Men will not be boldly denouncing Cod's 
judgments. Mankind will never be without 
Sin: The Craxy and Artful ^il} always make. 
Mankind worfe than they are, apd will be always 
threatening them with Judgment^ Herejy is -the. 
peat Cry of the Romijb Craftfmen j who con-r 
fidently denounce God's Judgments againft all 
that entertain it. Moft of thofe who are Here- 
tics to Rome] are Heretics or Schematics to pne 

f * / another, 
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another, all threatening one another with the fame 
awful Vengeance. This Consideration alone is fuffi- 
eient to (hew the extreme Raftinefs or Knavery of 
thofe who fcatter and apply fuch Names, and the 
extreme Folly of thofe who are aflfe&ed by them. 

Tke Arians were charged by the Orthodox . 

with denying our blefled Saviour, God the Son, 

his due Share of the Godhead: They were 

threatened with Divine Vengeance for fuch damn*. 

fog Hercfy, and found their Accufers the keen 

Executors of that Vengeance. The Orthodox 

had Divine Vengeance equally denounced againft 

diem by the Arians, for denying due Honour to 

God the Father, and felt in their Turn that 

Vengeance* infli&eci on them wirhoot Mercy or 

Meafure, by the Denouncers. Both Sides thought 

tfaemfelves bound to pufiifli as well as* to accufe. 

Here was a Source of Rancour without End \ of 

. Blood, which Has fear ce ever ceafed to run : All 

the natural Confequence of Zfcalots interpreting 

Judgments! For they who prefume to foretd 

them, do often call for them, generally inflid* 

them, or ruboro others to d6 fo.

I do not find that one Ma- 
gistrate, or one Inhabitant of &afgov> 7 had paid 
the leaft Divine Worflup to Baal Psn> or any 
Burgefs of Dunrfreis, made his Children pafi 
through the Fire to MeUcb: Yet both, theft 
Towns were terribly ravaged by the barbarous 
Rebels. The Bartaria** are now rquted by 
the Sword of our young Jofb*a> wfaofe Hand, 
ftrengthened by the Lord Jehovah, bath pre- 
vailed againff thofe reprobate Fbskjhnts. k is 
hoped that their own Rocks and Dens wifi yield 
up the ptofeae Tribe to the ayengiag Rod of 
Juftica 

But whatever jfoey fufifer (and they who made 
fo many fufler fo grievoufly, cannot fiiflfer too 
much) their Sufferings and Puntthment cannot 
properly be called a Judgment*, fince feme of 
them are more innocent titan Others, did left* 
harm, and meant none, nay meant we&, thought 
tbemfelves aflertragm juft Caufe and doing their 
Duty. Such is the Force of Prejudice, handed 
down from Father to Son, and reckoned Ho- 
nour and Loyalty; and fuch is the Power of 
Delufion in believing what they are taught by 
fanpoftors, whom they account pious, a^d who 
perhaps think themfel ves fo. 

This Plea, which the Frame and Safety of 
human Society cannot allow to peg at the civil 

Tri- 
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Tribunal, at by it the greateft Malefactors, and 
worft Parricides would efcape the Cenfure of 
Society, and thus be enabled and even encou- 
raged to deftroy Society ; will yet find Allowance 
at the Divine Tribunal, where all Hearts are 
open, add no Deceit can be hid. Guilt may be 
fe difguifed, (b befriended and defended, as to 
appear innocent, fometimes meritorious, in the 
Eyes of Men : Such were human Sacrifices of 
old; fiich the lifting Tyranny and Cheats of 
Hme y with all other pious Fury and Fraud every- 
where : Rebellion agaioft the beft Government, 
and Paffivc Obedience to the moft lawkfs Ty- 
ranny. Innocence and Virtue may be fo roif- 
reprefented, fo traduced, and fo painted by Art 
and Malice, as to be odious, perfecuted and 
murdered,, often with popular Applaufe j witnefe 
our bleffed Saviour, and the firft Martyrs, with 
all the fucceeding Yi&ims to Priefts and Tyrants ; 
Sir John Oldcafile and Admiral Coligni, I have 
beard Dr. Ttllotfim reviled* Dr. Sacbeveret 
adored j King James extolled, King mlliam 
curfed, . * 

; W« ean never know that God fends his 
Judgments , when he does not tell us : It is great 
Preemption in us to pretend to tell, when He 
does not tell. If we might with Modefty make 
any Cbdje&ure, it feems probable, that bis ex- 
traordinary temporal Interpolation, with Divine 

ten)* 
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temporal Puniihment, is in Cafe* where human _ 
Laws are not, or cannot be excited. This is, 

Deo dignus vindice nodus. 

Amongst feveral popular Topics for invoking 
Divine Vengeance, and applying it to Thingp 
below, I have often thought that the black Be* 
haviour of the high Clergy for near a. hundred 
Ifears before the Revolution, and long after, was 
an obvious and tempting one ; I mean their un- 
cbriftian Enmity to Confcience and DiflentCTS, 
and their infamous Do&rines of Slavery. They 
fet our Princes (the weakeft and the worft) above 
Law j made them the only Authors and abfolute 
Matters of Law, consequently of the Lives and 
Properties of Men j and prompted them to Per- 
jury in order to exert Tyranny. 

They were not afhamed to extol Jamtt\± 
(die- weakeft, the falfeft, and the moft heartlefs 
Prince that ever misbecame a Crown) as the S*- 
hmon of the Age, the Pattern of Learning and 
of Religion, afting by the Wifdom, and fpeaking 
by the Spirit of God: Wicked and pernicious 
Flattery, and the Confequences terrible! Th« 
vain Monarch, a conftant Bubble, and the furc 
Property of Flatterers and Favourites, claimed 
defpotic Sway y claimed -to fet afide Parliaments,- 
or to over-rule their Counfels, to levy Money 
without them, and to govern by Proclamations.

U IS Son prompted by the fame pious Flat- 
* * tcrcrp, and delighting in the lame impious 
ly ioj Do&r incs, grafped the fame lawlefeAutho* 
rity. He bugged and exalted the Preaching Para- 
fites, who represented him facred and irreftftible 
as the Godhead> the Laws as Sedition, his People 
as. SUves, Such of the Clergy as adhered to li- 
berty and the Laws, and ventured to maintain 
them, were the conftant Obje&s of his Frowns 
and Indignation) and perfecuted without Mercy 
by their more fafhionable Brethren. 

I enter not into the Particulars of his 
Reign, no Part of ic wife, the greatcft Part of it 
arbitrary and wicked, the laft Part of it caiferaWe. 
For a great Share of the Mifchief, of the Via* 
fence .and the Mifery of it, the Clergy were an- 
iwerable* as they animated and juftified him in 
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III bis lawlefi PretenGons, and all bis violent Do- 
ing?. His cruel Death, though immediately 
chargeable upon a ufurping Army, the only Au- 
thors of it, was for almoft a Century charged as 
a Crime upon the Nation, and the Nation con- 
ftandy threatened with Judgments for it 9 even 
after all were dead, who either few it, or con, 
fented to it. This was the Language of the dif 
affe&ed Clergy (I mean difaffedted to the Con- 
ftitution) till the Revolution, and by all the Difc 
afle&ed to the Revolution ever firice; Not a 
Word of any Judgment upon them&ves, who 
had all along led thefe weak, depraved Prince 
to their Deftru&jon, with pious falfe Strains of 
Loyalty in their Mouths, the Word of God per- 
verted, Liberty fpurned under Foot, the Lawa 
facrificed to Will and Luft, the Crown raifled, 
and its worft Enemies, the Preachers, carefled. ' 

How frequent and fefliionable Ecclefiaftical ' 
Perjury became after the Revolution; how much 
it was fettered and propagated in Places of Learn- 
ing, by learned and holy Men ; how z-ealoufly, 
how fiercely and induftrioufly King William 
and the late King George were oppofed, black- 
ened and even marked for Deftruftion,-for the 
glorious Offence of faving and fecuring our Re- 
ligion, our Liberty ,and our All; .all thi&chiefty , 
by Reverend Mlfen, who had taken the moft £>■* 
lemnOaths to be -true and faithful to thefe Princes, 
Ma our 
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our temporal Redeemers; and how highly they 
cberiflxed and praftifed all Difloyalty, Perjury 
and Rebellion ; all Men remember, and ic is 
(hocking to Memory: Surely it could never 
cfcape that of our Preacher. Nor eould the 
Jewifl Story furnifli him with a more (hocking 
Inftance of National Ingratitude and Revolt 
•gainft God, or of more impious Defiance of 
the Almighty and his Judgments. Yet here our 
prudent Preacher neither route popular Indig- 
nation, nor perceives any Divine Vengeance 
threatened. 

With what Face could fuch Men appear 
m a Pulpit, as Teachers of Religion, they whom 
the moft cdphatic Ties of Religion could not 
bind; they who diftinguiflied themfelves by Ac 
blackeft Perjury ; they who promoted Pefrjury 
by Doftrine, as well as by Example; they to 
whom Perjury was Merit and a Recomraenda- 
tion, and who railed at all fuch as refufed to be ' 
perjured ? What bold Mockery in fuch profane 
Reprobates, to^retend to Divine Right, or to any * 
RefpeS amongft Men, or to any Reputation 
from a Phantom of Orthodoxy? Could they who 
violated the moft facred Oaths, be influenced by 
any Principles, Orthodox or Moral ? Yet who 
fo craving after high Refpedt, fo loud for Ortho- ' 
doxy, fo void of Charity, fo prone to damn 
Men, or fo unfit to fave Men ? They were even 

wicked 
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wicked in affiiming any favourable Chara&erj 
as they did it to deceive others, by difguiGng their 
own Iniquity. * Could fuch Men xecotntnend a 
good Life, when they were daily renouncing the 
Precepts of the Gofpel, and propagating the moft 
hideous Morals, Perjury, Rebellion, Treafon? 
What availed their Orthodoxy if they really had 
it, fince it reftrained thetn not from defying alt 
the Laws of God and Man? They were impla- 
cable to pious Differtters^and'to all moderate 
and charitable Chi^chmen: And Orthodoxy 
without Charity is a Contradidttoo, and difgraces 
hfclf. ♦

Even the Diffiniw 
contributed by tbeir Religious Loyally and fober 
Lives, to preferve the National ReligQflb and 
confcquently the Church, fexn periflung by the 
ddperat* Impiety and Immoralities ofc her own 
apoftateSon*. 

Dr. HICK E S 9 who knew them well, firjft 
« That thofe Clergy have fct open the Flood* 

* gates to a Deluge of Atheifm and Impiety;" 
*nd he owns the Charge brought againft them, 
that <c their Behaviour had made Men fcqrtfcafc 
« c and gone further towards eradicating all the 

* Notions of a Deity, than all the Labourc of 
« c Mr. Ha^er— Made fotne Men fcfpe& Re- 
c< ligion as a Cheat* and kid them under a 

* Temptation to call the Whole of Religion in 

* Qgeftion" Yet the fame learned Man, who 
Was a flaming Entbufiaft for Party, turns this 
Reproach into a Compliment, and thanke God* 
that the mam &dj of the Clergy wrtJac$Ht€s 
In their Hearts n Uor was it at all ftrange, to hear 
fuch ah impious Strain from this Reverend Di- 
vine, thus to thank God for the Perjury of the 
Clergy. Mr. Lefty defied the Parliament to make

Whkue they prefided in the Celebrated 
I Nurierfcs of Education* their firft' Care w*s to 
I corrupt and potion the Minds of Youth (often 
| * of the firft Quahty io the Nation, a dreadful 
! Prefage to their Country !) and to teach them far 
I their firft Leflbns, nay as a firft Principle* to 
| baniih Conferences to hate the Government, and 
\ to defy, the Living God* by. fwearing falfly by 
his Name. We mayjue& the lamentable Efiefts 
of this upon the Miiukof Youth. 
T H is was tbe.fojlcrn, this the impious State 
I of mviy of the difafib#ed Clfrgy,, within the 
I Memory of Mao. Gould they be more ripe for 
i Divine Judgments, or could there be a more co- 
gent Call to threaten them with fudr? Could anp 
public Difafter befalling the Jew fome Thou* 
fend Years ago, be of fuch an alarming: Example 
KQEngliJbmenl The?****, ftiff-necked* difobe* 
M 4 dient 
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dienc and ungrateful as they were> incurred not 
more aggravated Guilt. Idolatry, their 'tnoft 
•enormous Crime, inferred wrong Conceptions 
-of the Deity; and their ignorance (chough their 
t>wn Fault) was fome Extenuation. Under 
-rigjK Notions of the true God, they could ne- 
ver have worfliiped falfc Gods. 
- Our Cafe was, perhaps, more crying: In 
the midft of the Sun-flune of the Gofpel, in this 
Chriftian Country, many who preached it re* 
nounced in Pra&ice (die moft effe#ual Way of 
renouncing) all the moft cflcntial Precepts of 
<the Gofpel, as they did thofe of the Coriftitu- 
tion> and were at once Traitors to Religion and 
the State Neither was their Apoftafy more no- 
torious than their Hypodrify : Whilft thus they 
lived in open prafiical Atheifm, they loudly com- 
plained of the natural Effe&s of their own atheifti- 
cal Doings, the Growth of Irreiigion, and the 
'Danger of tbt Church. Who were, who could 
be, fuch fuccefsful Promoters of all Impiety as 
themfelves ? Who, who but they could fo effe- 
ctually endanger any Chriftian Church ? Without 
•Confeience, which is the Seat and Centre of Re- 
ligion, there can be no Religion. Befides their 
own want of Confeience, they would allow none 
toother Men, and wiere implacable, indeed pro- 
fefled Enemies to tender Consciences: A &i 
•- - • ■ ■ ' v . Proof, 
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Proof, that they were themfelves unacquainted 
With any fuch TenderaeS ! 

The Cry of Atheifm, a Cry much in their 
Mouths, as ill became them. Men who live as 
if there were no God, are the moft likely to dif- 
believc the Being of arGod. And by this Rule, 
they themfelves had the beft Claim to that Cha-. 
rafter, which they fo freely beftowed upon Men 
unrefembling themfelves. It was therefore no 
wonder to bear Dr. Mickes call Dr. THldifon air 
Atbeift>>and publiQi him in Print as tbe^ra'ueft 
Atheift that ever lived. For Hides, though he 
had not taken the Oaths, was as furious a Jacobite 
as thofe that had. He entertained all. their un«* 
charitable Fiercenefe and infamous Principles;, 
and. I. do not believe that any Set of Men, not 
owning the Rmijb Communion, ever entertain^ 
tg fo bad Principles, or laboured lb vehemently 
to introduce.every public Crime and Curie, In*. 
vafion from France, the.Rcftoration of a Popish* 
Tyrant, .the Depofitian^^ay the Affaffination of/ 
a Proteftant Hero and Deliverer*. with the Re«* 
fcttkment of the worft Parts of Popery, and the > 
Exertion ,of .all .Barbarity agfjgli Proteftant Difc 
fcnters. 

Mr. CD LL1ER had the T»iterous-AffiM , 
ranee and Impiety, to exercife openly in the. 
Face of the Day and the Crowd, one of the moft- 
dangerous and detgftable Articles, or Other Abo*?

: Who were the greateft Sinners then in the 
Nation, and who to properly the Subje&s of Di- 
vine Judgments? But they who moft frerfy 
fcatter fuch Judgments, never fix them where 
moft due. Could there be a more National, a 
imore Crying Sin, than fuch an open, fuch a 
^pernicious Attack upon the Happinefc of all 
•Men, upon their Laws, Liberty and Confcience? 
Could there be higher Mockery of God, than 
to preach up Tyranny (the Root and Engine of 
mil Evil under the Sun) as the Ordinance of God ? 
To leave it implicitly to the Will of a weak, 
paffionate, or debauched Man, to make and un- 
make Laws, to exalt the worftMen, and to re- 
ward the beft with Gaols and Gibbets? To damn 
the beft and only Remedy againft the moft dire* 
fel Curfe that can befal Society ? To compli- 
ment a Prince void of Probity and Morals, a 
Charles II. with the Modelling or Mangling of 
the Conftitution, and with the Btte and Fortune 
of all Men ? 

i When focb Parafites (the more malignant

Yet upon 
this alarming Subjeft Auditories were rarely 
rou&L What is ftill more monftrous, Perjury 
was accounted Merit; And whilft themoft con* 
fcientious Diflenter, religioufly true to the<joyerr>, 
men: and his Oath, was traduced and damned ; 
a perjured High-Churchman, brutal and debauch- 
cd, was a Favourite Chara&e*. 
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fBrpdfimte and rldtcutims jtpptittiitn of 
Divine Judgments* fy 'vtjfanaryi $$/&> 
* 4wify3ww Spirits. It is urged for At- 
pemntwbfr* Rttfimu wmting^

tional Perdition, than what I have above 
fpedfied? Or could fhe Terrors of Divine ^en- 
geatace be more feafdnabljf urged? Yet fhfc was 
a Topic not in fafhion, and whoever tfould have 
prefumed to have urged it, would have not ou&if 
pafled, but been damned, for a Faffe 'Brother. 

Very different Oflfeftces, none agairift Godi 
bat high one* agafaft Aemfelves/ were the Bur- 
derr of their Outcries for Divine Wfi(ih ; airy 
Nations, crabbed , unmeaning DiftkraSdas • 
Tithes fjH>tn i] Men, not ditewed to be* cf Right' 
Dtoine; Rituak, Poftuns, Cloth and Co!dtfrs| 
Rodd flted* ah hundred Yeats agb; a viddtis jf£ 
cobite JMefttfood, not refjtt&ed as the Vice- 
gerents df God, though daily fotfweartog by his 
holy Name, and propagating Perjury and TYea- 
fon: For fuch impious Crimes as theft, paWW 
Woes and Wrath Divine were ufually denounced, 
and feen juft approaching.

The Englijb 
Clergy reviled the &iat* tt Trakott apd Hypo 
fcrites, and derived all National Judgments from 
the Sins, the Frenzy »d Rebellion of the Saint% 
Cjonfigning diem freely to eternal Wrath, as the. 
Saints did tbefe their Enemies, returning Cerit 
ferCurfe, a&weS a* angry Name* Lordly Pre* 
l*Ut y Erifjh tfBauli Dumb Bop, dkdPerfccu* 
Wsof the Brethren. 

The Almighty was claimed as a partial Cham* 
piOfi on either Side : Both. Sides defended In* 
juftice by ReHgiofll9 ibg^dChriffianity whilft

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they wounded Charity, bdbugbt die merciful 
God, in Wrath, to Waft one mother, and ap- 
plied die Divine Thunder with infernal Fury. 
The Groftof both Parties blindly believed, and 
devoudy confirmed the Voice and impious Cen- 
tre of their lying Leaders: And die lame Eyes 
who clearly (aw Roguery and Fanaticifea in the 
bppofite Party, perceived not the lame Roguery 
and Fanaticifm as obvious in their own; 

Could there be more AnticbiifBanBigDts 
than luch Clergymen* on both Sides? What 
would become of Religion,, and of Mankind, 
were fuch Madmen left to govern them? Yet, 
who fo eager as tbefe Madmen to govern the 
Wortd, Religion, and Human-kind? 

A Clergyman in the Weft, bearing that

• This gloomy Bigot and Party-man (for he

-That 
ftli Evil is difpleafing to God, we all know, and 
heisnoRefpederofPerfons. Doubdefi he con» 
fiders and hates Crimes according to their Malifp- 
■fey and Degrees* As nothing can hurt Him, it

a* &ey who do mod Hurt to one another ; that 
cotifeq«etKly, all Opprcffors, all Pcrfecutors and 
Peceiv«rs> arc the tuoft odious in his Eyes: Tint 
mental Errors and erroneous Worfiup, wdi 
meant, cannot dUpleafc him - 9 and that Sincerity 
ia Devotion, is ever acceptable to him ; that nfo 
Religion but that whjeh plagues and puntfbes 
Men (as ail cheating Religions dp) can be oft** 
five to him j that Living well, and Doing wdl 
to one another^ are' the capital Duties nmongft 
Men, tod the soft acceptable to God: That 
whoever does tbefe Duties* need fear 00 Judge* 
mtnta. 

A* to Wards and Pcofoffions and Sy babbit

in their Defence, upon all Lovers of Truth, who 
pfbhnely laughed at their Trade, and detcfted 
their Impofture*. 

A M Emperor dl China was fuperftfcioufly 
alarmed to fee a Mulberry-Tree in his Garden 
covered with Leaves in the Space of Seven Days; 
then wither and lofe them all, in Three Days more. 
The folemn prophefying Bigots about him, ift- 
creafed his Panic with* doleful Talei of terrible 
Judgments to enfue* His Minifter, to whom he 
communicated his Fears, and the terrible Pre- 
(ages of his pious Fortune-Tellers, calmed his 
Mind with the Argument of an honeft atod a 
tational Man> * Virtue, fiki be, rules all Pre* 
a Ages, and renders them Good or Evil: Go- 
tf vecn your Subjeds wkh Equity, and nothing 
* can (hake your RepoTc* 
. A Pag ah Ptieft ©f oI<k and Interpreter of 
Omens (which all Men alike mifunderftand and 
mifconftrue) would en fuch an Occafion have fill- 
ed the Temples with the Smoke of Incenfe, 
which had fignified no more than fo much Air \ 
or made them flow with the Blood of Vi&ims ; 
of juft as much Ufe as fo much Water: A 
Popifh Prieft would have enjoined Fafts, Pro- 
ceffions, Mafia* and Penance; proper Means to 
make the People idle, fiiperftitious, and Idolaters 
«f their Pricfisj, but, above all, Riches and Ob- 
lations 
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latiotis to the Church, frefli Honours and PrcrcK 
gatives to the Clergy, with the Lives and Eftates 
of all fuch as had offended the Clergy, confuted 
their Lyes, laughed at their Grimaces, and do- 
tefted their bold Mockery of God an8 Man. 

Sucrt are the Profit and Advantages accru- 
ing to Crafty Men from the Syftem of Judge- 
ments ; no wonder it is never dropped ; a Syftem 
which makes Priefts the Privy Counfellors of the 
Almighty, the Oracles of his Wilt, *he Heralds 
of his Wrath, the Interceflbrs for his Mercys 
armed with a Divine Claim to Til] Means of fup+ 
porting their Dignity/ and executing this their 
high Deputation below; a Claim to princely Re- 
venues, implicit Reverence, all fecular Autho- 
rity, E^/^4jP*W Courts and Inqui fit ions ^ Powers 
to crufli all Gainfayers, and all fuch as prefumed 
to think or to dream contrary to their Standard 
of thinking and dreaming ; a Preemption which, 
m the Cry of Craftfmen, will always be the cry- 
ing Profanenefs and great Curfe of the Ag6, 
and always be drawing down Judgments upon the 
Nation. 

This Cry anfwers another End, equally wick- 
ed; it constantly ferves the outrageous Spirit of 
Fadion. The Decay of Religion and the Con- 
tempt of the Clergy, was a popular Engine in 
Queen Anne's Time, employed to change the 
whole Admimftration (die moil Glorious that 

ever 
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erer England had feen) and threatened the moft 
. ddftruftive Change that ever England could fee. 
The Convocation were loudeft in the Cry, and 
drew up an Inveftive againft all the fqber Fait of 
die Nation; indeed a Libel againft the Nation 
itfdf> under the Chtrge of growing Iwdigkm and 
Infidelity ; a Charge full of Falfhood, Bitternefi 
tad Qkunny ; chiefly compofed by a lively, 
learned and reftlefs Incendiary, nurtured in F*. 
fidon, and hardened in Perjury, afterwards con- 
rifted of Treafonand baniihed for it, yet reck* 
oned a Champion for the Church againft: ReH* 
gion and Morals,* fupported and lamented. as a 
Confeffor, after he was condemned as a Parri- 
cide; and adored as a Martyr, though be died 
in the Service of Rebellion. 

Yet it has been common to hear this Inceo- 
diary, with all this complex Guilt, applauded ai 
a Paftoral Pattern, by Men of the fame Spirit; 
and I have lately feen a Panegyric in die public 
Papers* upon, a dead Vicar in K*#;, for having 
ftri&ly adhered to the I>ifcipline of that Incen- 
diary, and thence fhewn himfelf worthy of fuch 
a Patron: As if Trea&n and Perjury wete. no 
Stain upon afitihop, much lets a Difqualificatfon 
for afliflioprick. Hath there beei*more abandon* 
ed Cafuiftry found amongft the Jefuits? 

No Wopder that in a Libel from him there 
were palpable Felfificatieps let Fa&> and not. a 

Sea- 
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Sentence of fair Truth ; yet his Brethren con- 
curred irreligioufly and fadioufly with the Li* 
beiler. They were moft incenfed againft what 
had gained Glory to the Nation and apparently 
taade it profper, namely a Toleration to Tender 
Confcicnces. They therefore reviled the Mini- 
&ry, who fupported it, and mifreprefented them 
as little better than Atheifts. 

I will not charge our Preacher with any 
fuch Intention, when, complaining of the pre- 
vailing Impiety , Blajphemy ; and undifgwjid Pr**- 
fanenefS) 'appearing, as he fays, in many Infiavces-^ 
he adds, Ct how deplorable maft the State of a 

* Nation be, when Men find Encouragement 

* to provide fuch Entertainment for the Na« 
« tion ! * 

He had juftV mentioned the Burlefijue upon 
the Te Veum> which was not encouraged by the 
Nation, but univerfally decried, as I have be. 
fore obferved. He had therefore no Caufe to 
deplore the State or Tafte of the Nation upon 
that Score. It is ftrapge that be gives no more 
Irjftances of the Prevalence of Blafphemy^ when 
he fays, Blafpbemy swarms. The mad JBooks 
about the Trinity are not blafphemous, but only 
the different Guefles of Men about a Myftery, 
which no Man can explain. No wonder they 
eternally vary in their eternal Explanations. 

■'.-.♦ -Hi 
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He does not, he lays, condemn a fiber I*~ 
quiry into the Truth rf Religion; .but I prellime 
be will take upon htm to judge whether it b* fi- 
ber or ve, and readily condemn it, if it appear 
to him mot to be fiber. It will be eafy, per* 
haps good Policy, to call it ludicrous and pro- 
fane, though the Author meant Gncerely, and 
itudied Decency. Suppofe the Objections be 
ever fo candid and ftrong; will a Zealot like 
them the better for that Char after? Perhaps 
their very Strength may be the greatefc Crime : 
They may be therefore faulty, becaufe there-is 
no Fault to be defcried in them> and they may 
be punifhable for being unanfwerabie. Calvin 
needed not have burned Servetus (and probably) 
for his own Reputation, would not) could he 
have anfwered him. 

Whatever there is in Religion agreeable 
to eternal Reafon, every reafonable Man will 
embrace and defend. Whatever is againft Rea- 
fon it is pardonable to doubt,- if is reafonable 
to examine. Every Man will readily confent to 
what is obvioufly his Intereft. There is no 
Merit, but rather Blindnets and Folly and infi- 
nite Danger, in refting our Faith upon Names 
and Authority. Implicit Belief is Credulity, 
which fubverts Religion, and efcabliflies Priefdy 
Tyranny.

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fbe Religion of the Multitude rarely the 
Ejfcft of Examination and Inquiry but 
of Accident and Habit, the mifcbievbut 

• Tendency of blind Belief. 

*T} A LS E, fcurrilous and foolifh Attacks upon 
-*• Religion, will be ineffe&ual, fcorned and 
(hocking. The Many will always have Religion, 
which is rarely gained by Inquiry, but generally 
taken implicitly, and retained by Rote: There 
are few that have not fome Syftem o£ Specula- 
tions, which is Religion to them, and anfwers the 
Purpofes of Religion to Society, as it infers an 
Awe of a fuperior Power. At worft, every Man 
profeffes Morality, which is the furcft Demon- 
ftration of having Religion, and is itfelf Religion; 
generally found the pureft, as it is not tainted 
with Superftjtion and £raft, two peftilent Ingre- 
dients that pervert Religion into Farce and Inte- 
reft. Religion fo perverted is none, or worf^ 
than none. 

Is a P^pift the better Neighbour for believing 
the huge Lyes of Tranfubfidnftatton and Infalli- 
bility ; when by the fame Spirit and Authority 
which perfuades hira to think that he believe*

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Impoffibilitica (for the Thing is impoffibie) he \* 
led to punUh tad deftioy. his Neighbours for not 
doing what they canhot do, or for not profeflSng 
what their Cpnfcience abhors ? 
" i would tmich rather confide in a Man 
«vho does not hetieve a future State, tbaa in one 
t who crofts to Abfolutten far gaipiajg hkn ever* 
tailing Blifs. The former has the Motives of na- 
tural Honefty> Credit and Friendfhip amongft his 
Neighbours, with Security from Starving, .Snipes 
and Infamy, to hold both his Heart and his Hand 
from Enormities. The latter, though he believes 
that his Sins will damn him, will commit the 
worft, if by committing the worft he can induce 
his Pried to abfolve and fave him. To murder 
Heretics, is Merit; to murder an heretical 
Prince, is the higheft Merit. No temporal Re- 
ward that the Jefuits could have given, would 
have tempted Ravtllac to have ftabbed Henry 
IV. of France : But he was effe&ually tempted 
"With an Affurance of a Retribution in Paradifc, 
which no worldly Power could iave offered 
him. 

The Religion of moft Nations is rather 
Chance and a Lot, than a Choice ; much left 
the Effe& of anxious Examination. It defcends 
from the Parent^ like the National Language; 
end all Nations think their own the beft, though 
not one in many Thoufauds can prove it to be 
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fe, even where it is fo. They never once doubt 
it, yet ^ay great Suras to certain Perfons to 
maintain to them What they are already fufe of, 
*nd fotf repeating to them ^hkt they already 
know ; nay, what thfcy would kft any one for 
calling in queftibn ; or, that would charge theqfr 
with queftioning. 

. The Chriftian Populace, I doubt, would 
liavebcen moftly MahomethnSy had they been 
born Mahometans : The Mahometans would 
have been Englifb Chrfft&ns, 'had' they been 
born Englipmen ; the Jews been perfecting Ca- 
tholics,' and the Catholics perfecting Jews, 
had their Births been exchanged. A late Grand 
Monaraue, if bqrn ( amongft Hugomts^ In lower 
Life, afrd with a better ^Educatiofl,- would have 
been ia xealdus Calyinifl, of probably feared into 
Popery by the converting Dragoons. Daniel 
Burgejfs might have been a Cardinal; Richard 
Baxter 2, mortified! Capuchin ; George Fox Pope 
of Rome ; Archbiflhop Laud a keen Son of the 
Kirk^ Dr. Sackever el a raging Faquir , fcattering 
Death and Damnation \ and our Preacher an ao 
complHhed Mufti. 

It is impoiffible and againft Nature, to fettle 
a Uniformity of Opinions any more than of 
Taftes, Faces and Complexions. Where the 
trioff cruel and wicked Pains" are taken about 
-it, and the moil knavKh and fanguinary Inftru- 
" " N z inents 
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meats employed co eflfed it, Succcfc is moil 
notorioufly wanted, Cruelty to increafe Reli- 
gion, mars Religion. Violent Methods ufed 
againft Atheifm, tpake Atbeifts (if there be any 
fuch) and teach them to diflerable and to hide 
their Sentiments. You cannot confute what they 
do not own, and they continue incurable by not 
daring to confefc and to reafbn. The beft Men 
often bear this Brand, who feeing Impoftors im* 
pofing the holy Name of Religion upon their 
own Purfuit of Power and Gain, by bearing 
their Teftimony againft fuch Impiety, provoke 
the Impoftors to render them odious to Bigots 
and to the grofy Vulgar, who always believe 
what their own Impoftors tell them, and never 
fee further than their own Impoftors let them. 
The Cry of Craft becomes the Cry of the Vul- 
gar: He is always an Atheift whom the Cra/tt 
men pronounce to be fo; and then Curfes, 
Dungeons and Flames, are proper Puniftiment 
for AcheiCn. , - 

Where is there Ids Religion than where 
Religion is moft awfully guarded, with all hu- 
man Refcraint* and Terrors, by all the Arts of 
Men, and all the Malice of Devils $ by lying 
Miracles, fcupendous Ignorance, a tame, ftupid 
and zealous Populace, a riotous omnipotent 
Priefthood, vefted with boundlefs Power and 
Wealth? Ja the moft Catholic Countries you 

find/ 
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find pompous, deceitful Devotion; no rational 
Piety ; no Signs of the plain Religion of the 
Gofpel ; the Spirit of the Gofpel difowned and 
fcxcinft j the very firft Principles and Sources of 
Religion ftiut up and held in Chains ; Freedom 
of Opinion, Tender Confciences, Voluntary 
Wor/hip, all accounted the moft heinous Crimes 
againft Religious Men, damned and punifhed 
with Racks and Fire; Idolatry the only Devo- 
tion in fafhion ; and more Safety in living a So- 
domite and a Murderer* than a pious DifTenter. 
Men of Inquiry and "Penetration cannot be 
Papifts ; and, finding no Religion to be better 
than Popery (fince a Man who has no Religion, 
has no Temptation to do Mifchief for Religion) 
fuch Men are of Courfe led towards Atheifm. 
For I fincercly believe, that few Men were ever 
led into k: An eternal Power cloathed with aU 
fuitable Attributes, is evident from the Light of 
Nature. Who would not rather believe that 
there was no God, than a God who did or de- 
lighted in Cruelty and Folly, or iropowered any 
Men, under any Pretence or Name, to chea: 
and inthral all Men, or to affii& and torture 
any Man? The Name ofAtheiff giv^n to Men 
of fair Chara&ers, noted for Parts and Know- 
lege, as it often is by Bigots and Knaves, ceafes 
to be odious in the Eyes of many, and becomes 
fometimes eligible and plealing in thole of moft.. 
N 3 Thus 
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Thus Religion is banHhcdout of the World 
under Colour of fecuring Religion in it. This 
Security, in truth) is all meant, not for Religinfo 
but for 'Religious Men, 'impudently to called by 
themfelves, hypocritically by all whom they tef* 
lify, an4 flaviflily by all whom they bewitch- 
By this felfifli, cruel, impious Policy, they wha 
have the Aflurance to fend Miffionaries to con- 
vert Nations, warn all difcerning Nations never 
to be converted. Big they truft to the Lyes of 
their Priefcs, and to the Ignorance ,or Credulity 
of the People. They dare tell no People, how- 
ever ftupid, that when once they become Ca- 
tholics, they muft become Slaves, be plundered . 
and opprefled to fupport and exalt their Ca. 
tholic Perverters; that they mufe not entertain 
the rrioft rational Thought ^ but, if they change 
their Opinion, muft either be Hypocrites, or 
burned for their Sincerity. T*his is ttie eternal 
Fare and Difgrace of all who hold perfecuting 
Principles, that none who do fo can offer to 
make Converts with any Confiftency or Ha- • 
nefcy; of with any SuccqS, when ortce" they are 
known: This is the juft (tut ft always attending 
Perfecutors. : .'. '*' ' .' . 

The Many, efpeciafly thfe' tcitrz VblgaV, will 
have the Religion in fafhion, and always believe 
that to be Religion, which their Prieftf tell 
them is fQ, Men of free Opinions will always 

: : ' '•■...■'' be 
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be charged by Bigots and the Croud, wit&r 
having no Religion : Though without Freedom 
of Opinion there can be no rational; Religion : 
Opinions taken upon Truft, as they are void of 
Reafon, do no Credit to Religion, nor ought to 
be received, much lefs reverenced, for fuch; 
i It is therefore a Liberty belonging to aft 
Men, to examine by Reafon what -is propofed to 
them fo* Religion : If they find it true, they wiH 
embrace it ; if k appear falfe or foolifh, they 
ought not. fc h repugnant to our Idea of Go&> 
that he can injoin what b not true, or expcft 
from Man to affimt to' what the beft Light, 
which God bat given to Man, cannot compre- 
hend. 

T.her e. can be no Merit, but, on the cor^ 
trary, great Folly, in fwallowihg any Notion* 
implicitly: They may be faife as weft as true; 
and he who takes the Word of another for any 
Thing which he tells him, may as well take hit 
Word for all that he tells him, and thence be- 
come the Slave and Property of his Leader. If 
we >once give up'Reafon, there is 1 - no 1 'End of 
Wandering and Milguidance ,• and the Difiife of 
Reafon encourages and even invites felfe Lights 
and falfe Teachers. Even before we can be* 
Keve God's Word we muft know it' to be his; 
nor is there any fure Rule to know it by but 
Reafon. When it appears. to Reafon, that tc is 
N * God'* 
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God's Word, the Reafon of Man muft afleni 
to it. If we believe it upon the Authority of 
Men, we can never be certain but that Men may 
dcec ive us. 

. Thenceforward ft is not Reafon, nor 
Religion, that governs you, but they who are 
Guides in Religion, and may, if they will, mak§ 
your Religion, a Religion to their own Purpofes, 
as the Popifh Priefts literally da You are then 
abfblutely at their Mercy, what to believe, what 
to fear, and what to adore. This is the great 
Source of Popery. They who affumeihe abfo- 
lute Explanation of Scripture, are in effedl the 
Makers of Scripture; as the fovereign Explana* 
tion of Laws implies Law-making. Both thefe 
Powers eftablifli Tyranny at once. No Papift 
can he faicTtb have any Religion. He (ays after 
the Prieft by Rote, and is the-Prieft's Bubble 
and Slave. 

Such Credulity has been indeecLthe grand 
Source of the moil crying and defolating Evils 
that have laid wafte the Creation, and affiled 
and enflaved Men ; the Source of all Idolatry, 
pious Frauds, and Perfecution ; of Tyranny, and 
of (what comprehends them all) Fopery. 

The Pagans adored as Deities the Hoft of 
Heaven, infernal Spirits, Beafts wild, and tame, 
devouring Serpents, Birds of Prey, ftinidng 
Herbs and Difcafes; all upon the Credit of 

lying 
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lying Priefts, and by the fenfclefi Force of 
Fafliion. N 

The Papifts worfliip Bread and Bones, and 
Dead Men: And the Impoftors, their Priefts, 
who poifon and bewitch them with fuch Trum- 
pery, Mifchief and Nonfenfe, as if it were alt 
real Religion, pafs with their blind Votaries as 
Vict- GoJsy who can do whatever God himfelf can 
do, blefs an i curfe, blaft and profpei, fave and 
damn, and difpofe of Heaven and Earth, t 

Ought fuch Bltndnefs* fuch Fraud and Vil- 
lainy, to be called Religion? Yer have the Pa* 
pifts any other ? Are they* <an they be, the bet- 
ter for fo devilifli a Religion, that keeps them ia 
all Groflhefi and Ignorance, aod prompts them 
to all Impiety, and to the worft Barbarities ? Are 
they better Subje&s fo& being ready at the Prieft's 
Command, to rebel againft their Prince, to de- 
pofe and ftab, and murder him*; nay, for think- 
ing fuch horrible Crimes to be meritorious? 
Can they be good Neighbours, who hate and 
damn, perfecute and kill their Neighbours, for 
following Reafbn and Confcience; and worship- 
ing God, as God requires to be worshiped, in 
Spirit and in Truth ? 

Is their Religion any Reftraint from Crimes^ 

when it prompes them to commit the higheft* 

and abfolves them from all Guilt when they have 

contraded the moft hideous ? This very Power 

N 5 of 
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of Absolution ufurped by their Clergy, is a Dif- 
iblution of Religion itfclf, and defeats all its Pur- 
pofts and Influence. What Criminal, threaten- 
ed with Damnation, and the Gallows juft ex- 
pelling him, wift not be lorry to be fo nesrr 
Pain and Death, and onceafing Torments aftor 
Death? Yet for this mechanical Sorrow, or 
even for profeffing it) all his Guilt is difcharged, 
tnd he thus more encouraged to contrail a frefl* 
Score, not the leg fecure from being ever fo 
black. Still a new Pardon is ready upon every 
new Peril, which will naturally lead him to ap- 
ply for it, and to dedaioe his Fitnefs to re- 
ceive it. 

H e R E is an everlafting Warrant for ever- 
lafting Tranfgreffion; and every fuch Warrant 
* certain Incitement to Sin. The Religion of 
Popery, therefore, adling up to all its Princw 
pies, far from being a Check to Crimes, is a 
Call to all Crimes arid Jtnrriorattty j nay, an Office 
for all Mifchief, all Cruelty, and all Abomina- 
tions; and thus dreadfully may $very Religion 
be perverted, where the Priefts claim fuch ab- 
folving Power, and thus abufe it. 

That there are not more Mifchtefe daily 
flowing from this horrid Fountain (as God 
knows there have been, and are, too many and' 
too dreadful) mud be afcribed to natural Im- 
pulfe, to innate Tendernefc, the Child of Hu- 
manity, 
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manicy, not quite ext'nguiflied, nor; hardened 
even by Craft ioto Brutality and Gu:ky. A 
Papift, left to Nature and the Rules of Honour, 
is capable of high Generofity*. Truft and Friend- 
fliip : But the beft-hearted Papift, under the In- 
fluence of his Prieft, inflamed by falfe Fears or 
falfe Hopes (the ftronger with Bigots for being 
falfe) Heaven opened to receive and reward him* 
if he be obedient, and Hell to fwallow and burn 
him> if difobedient ; will xealouily facrifice aft. 
Faith and Friend (hip, and perpetrate the mofi 
inhuman, the mod infamous Enormities. 

The nobleft, the moft religious Character* 
charged with Herefy, is horrible to all who are 
taught to hate Heretics i as the Papifts are earneft- - 
ly taught ', and where Paradife is the Reward of 
deftroying Heretics, there will be Numbers ready* 
to earn it. . When the Pope had damned the poor 
pious Albigenfesy the Proto-martyrs of the Re^ 
formation, and had publifhed a Croifade againfc 
them> hair" a Million of Men, drunk with Zeal* 
ihirfting for Blood, and urged by murdering, 
Monk?, took Arms, to deftroy thofe Primitive 
Chriftians. The moft Micio^s and profligate Cri- 
minals, the moft abandoned Outlaws and. de*, 
Operate eut-throacs^ were the keeneft Adventurer* 
and deepeft in the Slaughter, as by it they gained 
a- plenary Pardon foe all. their Sins,

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Could there be a more awakening Call to 
Mankind, to combine together for the utter Ex- 
tirpation of fuch a bellilh Hierarchy ? Can all the 
infernal Spirits together, boafc ftjch Myriads of 
Murders, fuch fuccefiful Outrages againft Men 
and the Creation, in a Thoufand Years, as the 
more infernal Spirit of Popery has produced and 
gloried in, every Century? Yet fo blinding is 
Superftition, fo bewitching is Prieftcraft,- that 
the Father of the Aflaffiosof Chriftians was reve- 
renced as the Father of Chriftendom, and adored 
like a God : Rome, the Sink of Abominations, 
the Seminary of Frauds, Sodomy, Cruelty and 
Tyranny, pafled for the Holy City. What Mocker 
ry of God ! what Infatuation in Men ! 

CouLft the Want of Religion have thus in* 
foxicated, , thus enflaved, thus butchered Man- 
kind, thus defaced the Creation, thus mattered, 
or baniihed Reafon ? It does not appear that the 
greateft Difturbers and Pefts of the World, have 
been fo from w*nt of Religion. Mod of them 
were Slaves to Superftition, Tyrants to their 
. Fellow-Creatures, focne of them Sacrifice™ of 
Men; and, which is much the fame Thing, moft 
of them Perfecutors of Conference. 
* FERD1NANDO the Catholic had great 
Zeal, without common Honefty. Philip 1L was 
drenched in Perfidy, Inccft and Blood ; a bigot- 
ed Papift; an implacable Enemy to Protectants; 

a 
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a flaming Patron of the Inquifition ; an eager 
Burner of Jews and Heretics. His Son made 
his Kingdom a Defert, by the Expulfion of 
the Moors, his moft induftrious Subje&s, not 
made idle by keeping Holy Days. This weak 
Prince, in fpight of all Warning from his wifeft 
Nobles, gave way to Bigotry, to the lying inflam- 
matory Inve&ives of the Clergy, threatening him 
with terrible Judgments, and roufing him by 
forged Miracles, particularly of a Bell, which 
being a good Catholic, rang to the fame Tune of 
its own accord. 

L E IV1 S the Eleventh of France was drunk 
with Superflition^ a Bigot to Saints and Re- 
lics j faithlefs to God and Maaj a Tyrant to his 
People. Whilft he was once treating of a Peace 
with Charles Duke of Burgundy, who from eter- 
nal Experience knew that no Treaty would bind 
him, the Duke infilled that, befides the ufual 
Oath cto fuch Occafions, Lewis fliould fwear by 
Sr. Claude. Lewis, who wouid readily invoke 
God and Angels, and all the other Saints in Pa- 
radife, to any Falfliood, fhewed an utter Aver- 
fion to fordvear himfelf by St. Claude. He had 
a notable Reafon for this Diftinfiion and Diffi- 
culty : There was a current Tradition, which be 
firn>ly believed, « That whoever fwore falfly by 
€c that Saint, would infallibly die within the 
* Year" A Succeffor of his, wanting his Sa* 

gaciry 
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ggciry and Courage, furpafled him in Bigotry. 
To prove hicnfelf a complete Bigor, he a&ed like 
a miferable Politician, by lightening his Country 
of a Million of People ; as bad a Neighbour as 
• King; a perfidious and excenfive. Ravager > 
without other Clieck than the Safety of his Per- 
fon; for, though he was lavifl* of Blood, he had 
cone of his own to fpare. 

Had thefe Tyrants wanted Religion (for 
their Superftition parted wi:h themfelves for fuch^ 
as it does wkh all Men who have it) would 
they, could they, have done more Mifchief ? \ 
think it evident, that they would have done 
left, had their Bigotry been left. Bigotry jufti*- 
fcs every Iniquity; Abfolution difcharges all.

The free Ufe of Reafon the befi Cure 
v for Bigotry \ and the Violence of

T KNOW no poffible Harm that the free 
**• Excrcife of Reafon can do to the World. It 
rtfayj it mud, on the contrary, do much Good. 
It is the Perverfion of it that only can do Hurt,- 
bot ftill the Cure is to be found in itfelf : And 
the Abufe of it does hot condemn it. What has 
been more abufed and perverted than Religion, 
chiefly by the profeffed Teachers of Religion ? 
Now, whether Religion perverted, or Reafon 
perverted, do moft Mifchief> let the Obfervation 
of all Mety and the Experience of all Times, 
declare. 

By what I have faid, the 'fhing, tfiethinb, 
may be decided. The Many are never Free- 
thinkers. The Tribe of Felons, of Robbers and 
Murderers, never are : They generally live in 
the common Profeffion, and die in the common 
-"« j; Devo-" 
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Devotion. Where Reafon is moft ftretched k 
can never produce the Evils which pious Craft, 
particularly Abfolution and facerdotal Power, 
have constantly produced. , 

It is remarkable* that all the noted Railers 
againft Reafon and Free Inquiry into Things 
Religious, have been undifcerning Bigots, or in- 
terested and defigntng Impoftors, Perfecutort of 
, Confidence, and fuch who would monopolize the 
Rule of Conscience ; Laud with his hot-headed 
Brethren and Followers ; Sheldon and the other 
debauched Court-Clergy after the Reftoration; 
fuch four Men as Or. So*tb y and fuch crazy ones 
as Dr. Sacbeverel, (ince the Revolution : Whilft 
all the great Men and great Divines ofthofe 
Times, and of all Times, have diftinguifhed 
themfelves by their free Sentiments, and encou- 
raged the fame Freedom in others,* Lord Ver* 
lam, Lord Herbert of Cher bury. Lord Falkland, 
Lord Sbafiesbury, Cbi/fingwortb, Taylor > TtUot- 
fon y Cudwortby Wknubcote* Bayk, Locke ^ Fleet- 
wod, Hewton> Trencbard, and all others of their 
difcerning candid Spirit, all Friends to Mankind, 
all ha;ed by Bigots. 

D i n thefe great and good Men ever promote 
Animofityand Strife, for Speculations, Ceremo- 
nies and Trifles ? The Good of Mankind was 
their grand Aim and Study,* the Improvement 
of Reafon, the Empire of Oviftiaja Charity, and 
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universal Benevolence, the Moiives and Objeds 
of their Purfuit. 

It would make a curious, ufeful, and, I 
think, an eafy Inquiry,- what little Good, and 
what mighty Mifchief has been in all Ages done 
by Bigotry, compared with what little Harm, 
and what great Good, are neceflarily done by 
-Free Inquiry, or if you will, tireetbinking. By 
the Witchcraft of Bigotry, you fee Chriftuins fee 
againft Chriftians : Nation ag^oft Nation; Coun- 
tries enQaved; Perfecution reigning; Commu- 
nities exbaufted, flaughtered or ftarving ; Learns 
ing and Liberty baflUhed; tKeir Champions 
martyred; and a few gloomy Tyrants, without 
Bowels, grinding and terrifying all Men, Without 
Mercy. 

Freedom of Opinion would prevent or 
remove all thefe tragical Curfes, and is therefore 
always itfelf decried and curfed by thofe who do 
or would infli& them. Let Free Inquiry take 
place, what a fufprizing glorious Change would 
appear all over the World, and as it were a new 
Creation, the Beauty of Liberty, the Force of 
Truth, captivating every rational Beholder, and 
feathering their mortal Enemies; Monks and De- 
lufion, and every Deformity flying; ail the Co« r 
traditions, all the Cheats, all the Terrors of 
Popery difappearing, with all the Popifli Trum- 
pery whatfoever j infallible Frailty ; a Deity of 

Dough ; 
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Dough ; ftinking Relics* without any Originals > 
Stints without Holinefi, often without Eiifteocef 
Objeds of WorQiip created by Carpenters $ tra- 
velling Houfes ; faRingMilftones,- tsiking Stone, 
and dancing Timber*, the Inquifition funk in* 
uccer Darkuefe, the Inquifitors trembling and 
fcekmg to hide themfelves in their own late 
Dungeon*: The Turks laughing, at Mahomet \ 
the Catholics at his Holinefs, and our Proteftant 
Papifti at St« Aturhtry and St. Ldud.

The Ruffians now in Arms Ugainft their King 
and Country, are led irico Rebellion by Authorfc 
ryj as welt as 'for Pay and Plunder. Common 
Senfe and very fmall Reflexion, would change 
their Hearts, make them afhamed of their Crime, 
reconcile them to their Duty, and arm them 
againil their Idol, and againft thofe who have 
feduced them to worflup htm. They would, 
foon perceive that it is crying Wickednefs and 
Phrenfy, in needy, uninformed Mountatners, to 
deftroy what the Reprefentativesof the Kingdom 
have cftabltfhed, and over and over confirmed* 
They would know that the late King James was 
a perjured Tyrant, the blind Tool of France and

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Rome) and mi Enemy to h}$ People * that he had 
robbed them of their, Property* and traiteroufly 
broke all the . Laws that feeured their Religiort 
and Liberty ■ and', Fortune; That as be aded 
like a Beaft of Prey* te was. as ueceffary and ai 
right to expel him> as to dxpel a foreign- Enemyi 
Thar an hereditary Flight tolbe lawlefc is ivopiom 
Cant, which extinguishes Religion and human 
Society : Th^t: every State has inherent kn it a 
.Right of Self ptefervjuion, confequemlj* of can®, 
bating Force with Fdrce* a Rigfcl extorted at th* 
Revolution ; and 'tisTrdfoo 16 qurifrioftst, Re* 
bellion to rift againft it. 

But, alas! the very Redemption ftom Slaved 
ry, procured us by the Revolution, thefe wiid 
M^, cheated by: their Priefb* ami awed bjr their* 
Chiefs, believe to be Oppreffion, and doninJence 
Rebete td overthrow public Liberty, tbe? bigbdfc 
national Bfeffingj bat reprefented td them as jnf- 
ttrierable Slavery. Under this Blindnefsj they 
who are miferable Vaflals to their Chiefs, and 
miferably opprefled by them,* follow thetr Chief* 
co opprefe the Public and all Men, prepofteroufly 
profcffing to.refaiethe PubHc and all Mm front 
Oppreffion : A wonderful Cowtraduftion naturally 
arifing from a Compofition of Infatuation and 
Impudence ! The former always fwallows what 
the latter affem. 

Were 
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Were the unfortunate furious Clans guided 
only by the Light of Nature (ever ex.inguiftied 
by falfe Guides) they would be quiet, contented 
Subje&s to the King, and throw off their real 
Tyrants, the Chiefs. Such would be their Hap- 
pinefi in thinking and judging for tbemfelves; 
and fuch too would be the Happinefc of their 
Neighbours and the whole Kingdom: Such is 
their prefent Mtfery, Slavery and Rebellion ; fuch 
too the Misfortune of the Kingdom, in blindly 
following the Guidance and mifchievous Tuition 
of others, who ferve their own Ends, and gratify 
, their Ambition and Rage, by the Blood and 
Blindoefs of their credulous and bewitched Fol- 
lowers. 

• I do not remember one unprovoked War, 
or Rebellion, or Sedition, raifed by Men, who 
thought for themfelyes, and weighed Right and 
Wrong. There never have been, there never 
can be many fuch. They who think not for 
tbemfelves ate no Thinkers at all : They who let 
others think for them, are the blind Followers 
of others. And thus Men of Craft govern aU 
the reft, not only Fools, but Men of good na- 
tural Senfe, .who not exercifrog their own Rea- 
fon, cannot be faid to have their own Religion ; 
as I have juft illuftrated in the Example- of the 
Higblafiders : guibus nen Judicium nan Odium> 
fsiftindlta it juj/a. 

Th* 
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The fame is true of fuch as rebelled againft 
the late King, who, no more than his Son, ever 
broke a Law, or ever oppreffed a Subject 
Apoftate Priefts belyed his Reign, blackened his 
- Cbara&er, iocenfed their Dupes and the Rabble, 
and blowed the Trumpet of Rebellion. 

The great and confuming Curie of Perfe- 
cotion, as waftefiul a Calamity as Rebellion, and 
generally fpringing from the fame bewitching 
f Craft, and the fame implicit Credulity, had nc- 
| ver banilhed Humanity, thinned the World, 
| filenced the Gofpel, mocked God, overturned 
Religion, and affronted common Senfe, but for 
fuch magical Impofture nurturing popular Infa- 
tuation. No Man would have hated, much lefs 
hurt another for a Miftake in counting his Fin- 
gers, or for a Blunder in his Fancy, no more 
than in his Dreams, which are the Fancies of 
Sleep; had not Craft told Simplicity that cer- 
tain Damnation attended fiich heinous involun- 
tary Errors. 

Transubstantiation, and other 
Petitions, equally impoflible to be true, never to 
be explained, therefore never to be believed, w<re 
yet made Articles of Faith \ fuch Articles as none 
but Hypocrites or Fools could fubferibe; fo 
that they who had leaft Religion had raoft Or- 
thodoxy ; and fuch Articles as they ,who had 
mod Conscience, or any, were burned for not 
- fub- 
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fubfcribing ; fo that fuch as had kaft Orthodoxy, 
had moft Religion. 

The Light of Nature never taught any Man 
to plague tnothet for living under a different 
Roof on t Sunday, no more than any other Day, 
or for his different Pofture at Dinner, or for eat- 
ing none, or for eating Apples inftead of Onions* 
or for praying in a Barn, and making no Bows 
«o either End of it. But Catholic Guides, who 
put out the natunfl Sight of Man, to make Men 
■fee dearer,* firft intoxicated " Mankind, then do- 
mineering over them, have fet City againfVCity, 
Neighbour agamft Neighbour, the Son againft 
the Father ; and in the Name of Charity made 
Men cut one another's" Throats, 

The great Gbffacle and Terror • of their Ca- 
tholic Importers, is .Freedom of Inquiry, which 
implies the'" Strength and Exercife of Reafon: 
A formidable Foe, indeed ! No wonder they are 
for ever attacking it, and for ever trying to 
weaken and deftroy it, by all the Arts of Ca* 
lumny, all the Efforts of Malice. By impHcite 
^Belief, without Examination, the Catholic Impo- 
-ftors reign and profper, and -Catholic Commu- 
nities are kept in grofs Ignorance, heavy Chaiiu 
-and utter Mifery.

Minifters were to fwear to an Et deters. You 
were to fwear ^ never to confent to an Altera- 
44 tion of the prefent Government of the Church 
<c by Archbilhops, Bifliops, Deans, Archdeacons, 
« Et Cater** If you refufed this.monftroU| 
Gtoth, you were to be forfeited and ftarved. 

7 Strange, 
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Strange, uncbriftian Proceeding ! Could 
there be greater Injuftice, indeed greater Folly, 
than for the King to confirm it ? It was not only 
an Oath, which no Man of ftri& Confcieoce 
could take, c< to fwear to he knew not what;" 
but by it the King gave up bis Power and Su- 
premacy. It was the King and Parliament that 
msde and confequently governed the Church ; fo 
that in agreeing t»thi* Canon and Oath, he gave 
away his own Prerogative, and facrificed the 
Rights and Power of Parliament, as be had in- 
deed Parliaments themfel ves. It was encouraging 
univerfol Perjury ; as it certainly is fuch, to fwear 
it random to what is not explained, nor even 
cxpreffed. It was forcing Men to fwear to what 
they difliked or might come to diflike, and ne- 
ver to change what many thought grievous and 
even Gnful. It was taking an Oath to refill 
King and Parliament, whenever they, who had 
formed the Church, (hould attempt to change or 
reform it. It Was engaging by an Oath to be 
Rebels, whenever the Supreme Power fhould 
liter or intermeddle in Church-Matters, h was ' 
giving up the Right of the Subjed to petition for 
Redrefc of Grievance, at a Time when the Ad- 
miniftration of the Church was one of the prin- 
cipal Grievances of the Nation : A Grievance fo 
(harp, fo general, and fo refected, that the Mo- 
tion 
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tioo to impeach Archbifhop L**4 found not one 
negative Voice *. 

The Government of the Church, by thia 
Oath, never to be altered, was then, and had 
been long oppreffive and barbarous, and the 
Morals as well as the Do&rines of many of 
the Clergy, very (hocking. Could tbefe Men, 
So fond of afluming a Divine Right, be (aid to 
/eel the fmalleft Influence of the Divine Spirit 
amongft them, whtift they were indulging their 
Pride and Paffion againfc the fobereft and mofc 
fcrious Chrifcians, reproaching them, and ex- 
pofing them to popular Hate* to Fines, Prifons, 
and the Want of Bread, all for a Ceremony, a 
Pofture, or a Garment? Could Truth or Virtue 
be found in thofe Men, who jaftified FaUhoods 
out of the Divine Word; told the King, who 
was fworn to rule by Laws, that he was bound 
by no Law, and damned the Subjed for defend- 
ing his Property, when it was afiaulted againfc 
all Law* 

The private Manners of many of the Clergy 
were then fo corrupt and fcandalous, that the 
Accufations and Petitions, and Charges againfc 
their ill Lives, fent up to Parliament, and many 
of them published, are too long as well as too 
(hocking to be repeated. I (hall only add, that

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it is .hardly Credible bow inefficient, how vici- 
ous, how fuperfutious, many of them were, and 
the more fo, the more conforming, and always 
the bittereTt Enemies to Non-Conformifo; 

If thefe Men were the Men in Fafhion and 
Favour with the King) it is no Compliment to 
him, Or them? that they wtre fo by the moft 
pefrilcnt and falfeft of all Flattery, as well as 
through his great Weaknefs in believing and 
careffing them. It Chewed what befc fleafed 
him, not the ObferVance of his Oath, not the 
Execution of lawftil Pdwer, not the Protec- 
tion of his Subje&s in their lawful Rights, 
but the Exertion of a Power Without Bounds, 
againft Law and Oaths and the Rights of his 
People, all by the Perfuafion and Flattery of the 
Clergy, in Return for his extreme Complacency 
to them. Had he ufed them, as he did his other 
Subjefts, they woifld have convinced him that 
they. were the Worft Subje&s he had.. 

What was this but a Spirit of Tyranny m 
him ? And what Sort of Men, what Sort of Chri- 
ftiaris Were they, who flattened and encouraged 
this Spirit, fo deftru&ive to Chriftians arid Men? 
It w&s a- perfidious Compliment evten in them ' 9 
fince whilft they allov/ed and evenanitoated him 
to fleece the Laity at his Pleafure, be was not 
to lay a Finger upon any of their meaneft Claims m 9 
and 'they claimed, even exerciicd over the' Laity 

an 
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m Ufurpation equal, nay fuperior to his, not on- 
ly over a good Meafure of their Property, but 
an undivided Sovereignty over their Minds. * 
Whj&n this their Spirit, and hit, was to apt 
parent in their A&ions, as well as in their Decla- 
rations^ how could eicher he or they be pbpula*, 
or even tolerable, to a Free People, daily incenfed 
by both, for depriving them of their precious 
Freedom of Body, Property and CanfcienceP 
And under fuch Circumftances, fo much Suffer- 
ing on one Side, fo much Encroachment and 
Violence on the other, how coiild fuch an Oath 
be relifted or received, an Oath big with Abfui 1 - 
dity, Perjury*nd Treafon ; impoffible to be ker3c 
or understood, deifying the Handiworks of Men, 
and defying the Legiflature ? It could not fail o£ 
giving a frefh and terrible Alarm, and heighten 
popular Difgufts, already extremely high. Nay, 
the Bifliops would needs oblige the Clergy to 
fwear to the Approbation of Ship- Money, and all 
fuch lawlefs Meafures of the Court. 

The High-Commiffion Court afted with the 
Rage and Inhumanity of Inquifitors. The Sab- 
bath was violated by Authority and Royal Com- 
mand, at the Suit of the Clergy. The fobereft 
and moft holy Minifters were branded with the 
Name of Puritans, perfecuted and turned out of 
the Miniftry and Bread.

O a How 
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How little Religion was concerned or aime4 
«t in thtfe Prafliccs and Proceedings of Church- 
men, was manifeft; fince hardly a Drunkard, or 
m Idler, Non-Refideot, or an Ignorant amongft 
the Clergy, was turned our, though many fuch 
there were, as was too]" fully proved loon after, 
whilft the moil learned, the moil exemplary, di- 
ligent and meft fcrupulous Teachers, were daily 
*lifgraced, ftripped and undone. 

The more Wealth or Power in Priefts, al- 
ways the lefc Morals. It is then not Morality, 
jot Knowlege, or any good Quality, that re- 
commends Men to their Favour, but AcquieC- 
xence in Modes and DifcipUne, and Zeal for a 
Party. 

T h i s was too manifeft at that Time, and 
jrave infinite Scandal to all fober Men, to fee 
Miaifters of Parts and Piety, punifhed, filenced 
and undone ; and fuch as were icery vicious and 
loofe, very ignorant and infufficient, carefled and 
preferred. For Fading and Praying, and a reli- 
gious Obfervance of a religious Day, Men were 
fdbje&ed to Gaols and Fines, and the Fury of the 
High-CommiHion and Epifcopal Courts ; perfe- 
cuted and undone for not reading and publishing 
Orders for profaning the Sabbath, or not .paying 
Woi fhip to an Altar. 

The Exercifes of Piety and Devotion wenc 
ftppreJJed, fuch as Le<3;ures and Afternoon-Ser- 
mon^ 
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mons^ and Expofitions of Scripture on the Lord's*- 
Day. The Communion-Table of Protfeftanfs 
Was turned into an Altar y conformably 1 to the 
Superftition of the Papifts : Bowings Were praftf- 
fed towards it, and recommended as an Effential 
in Religion : Pr&ure9 were fet up in Churches, 
with other terrible Symptoms to the Reformed 
Religion, and fa many apparent Advances to- 
wards Popety. . What availed i^ that they wtyo 
made them, difavowed the Imputation of Popery, 
when they thuspurfued its Spirit and its Practices ?• 
What is Popery, the dangerous Part of Popery, 
but its Idolatry and fupetftitious Rites, and chinf- 
ly its Power ii(urped over Confciences? Even 
the Superftition?,* the Fooleries of Popery, are 
fo far. formidable as they tend ro introduce Papal 
Power,- fince Priefts have always direfted Super- 
ftition fo as to profit by it. 

It is worthy of Obfervation, that after the 
Overthrow of the Church and Monarchy, many 
of the Epifcopal Clergy not only figned the En- 
gagement) to be true and faithful to the Com- 
monwealth, as then eftabliflied without a King or 
Houfe of Lords, but printed and publiftied their 
Reafons for doing fo. In this Proceeding they 
eafed and affifted their Confciences with a Di- 
ftin&ion, between a Government de Faffo, and 
cne de Jure. A DiftindUon againft Confcience^ 
and of ^ great Service to Faction and Perjuiy 
O3 4 after 
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after the Revolution in 1688. Tis equally re* 
markable, that tbe Presbyterian Mkiifters refaftd 
fo to fubfcr&e the above Engagement, and many 
of them published their Reafons for fuch their 
Refufal j yet were boldly, branded, after the Re- 
flotation, as lUpMicmu, by the very Men who 
bad fworn to be true to tbe Republic. 
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' Con/iderations upon the mifchievous 
Tendency of Libels i chiefy public 
* Libels. 

UPON this Subje<a I expefi to find the 
more Candour and Attention, as the coto- 
• rnon Danger has calmed the Minds of Men, arid 
almoflt filenced the Clamour of Party. Falfc 
' Zeal and Difaffedion are driven into Cabals in 
Corners ; and I hope that common Senfe will 
be heard in the Caufe of National Peace arid 
Union; 

I t cannot but be a pardonable Attempt, to pre- 
vent or allay popular Heats unjuftly raifed, arid 

indu- 
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foduftrioufly kept up, fuch as turn the Head and 
inflame the Heart, and weaken Society by di- 
viding it : to remove pernicious Prejudices, to 
feconcile Men to their common Intereft, to 
abate their Wrath and Difgufts, infpired by fuch 
as would miflead them, againft thofe who never 
hurt them. 

I f their Paffions be kindled, and their Minds 
racked to no Purpofe, or for an ill Purpofe, arc 
not the Authors of fuch Pain and Difquiet to be 
confidered by them as dangerous Seducers and 
Firebrands, who would gain Credit or Profit at 
their Expence, govern them by impofing^upon 
them, teaz,e ihem with' falfe Fears and Informa- 
tion, and difturb the Public for private Ends? 
It is not for the Credit of any Man, to defame 
King; Lords and Commons, becaufe a Libeller 
•bids him, and to regard his Chara&er and Autho- 
rity more than thofe of the Legislature. 

One who lives by a Paper, or {hives to ferve 
the Views of a Fa&ion by it, will be apt to con- 
fider, not what is true and right, but what is 
taking and gainful; and, under the Temptation 
of multiplying Lyes, to multiply Loaves and 
Readers. If it be popular to. rail at public Men 
and public Meafures, it cannot be expeded that 
be will take the unpopular Side and make therr 
Panegyric, even when they qnoft d^ierve it. Ic 
is more prptjable, that he vyUl r#l # their bed: 
O 4 Actions, 
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Adions, if their befc Adtioos be ill underltoocft 
and therefore unpopular, and will ftudy to mate 
them fo, if in doing it he can but raife the Name 
and Sale of bis Paper. 

This generally i» the Policy and Temper of 
fuch Writers. They are the S<wifs of Interefc 
and Party, and with loud Pretences to Indepen- 
dency, are Slaves to the popular Cry, Slaves to 
their own Paffions, Slaves to a Spirit of their 
own railing or fbftering. What Party-writer 
dare, if he would, do Juftice to a worthy Cha- 
ra&er obnoxious to his Party, or own that there 
arc any fuch ? What mercenary Writer will ven- 
ture to tell any Truth, which is likely to fink the 
Sale of his Paper, or to fmother any fafe Falfifi- 
cation which tends to raife it? It is the great 
Drift, therefore the confcant Pra&ice, of both 
Sorts, to humour their Readers, to fncenfe and 
miflead them j to magnify their own Favourites, 
to blacken and traduce their Opponents, to fee 
nothing but Excellency and Merit in the former, 
to allow nothing but Folly or Malignity in the 
latter. 

I f we were to take the Word of the Examiner t 
a very witty, but very unfair ahd bitter Paper in 
the late Queen's Time, we muft believe and 
wonder, as doubtlefs the Author meant his 
Readers fliould, that Lord Cowper had ftarted at 
once from an Attorney's Clerk, to a Lord Chan- 
cellor; 
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cellor j from tranfaibing Briefs, to keep the Great 
Seal, and to prefide on- the Bench ; that a Page 
Was converted into a Captain-General, and that 
the Duke- of Marlborough had been raUed from 
carrying his Matter's Train, to the Command of 
the Confederate. Army*. We .have /ten, fayg 
that lively Writer, mentioning, or rather invent* 
kig the wild Marvels of the Whig Miniftry, who- 
were to be reprefented as having done nothing, 
but what was wild and marvellous;. We have 
pen Boatmen remold fir em behind the Coach 
into the I*fide± and the Livery left off for 
the lae'd Coat. Princes have been made out of 
Pages, Chancellors out of Cleris, and the White 
Staff and Blue Ribbon beftovtd as Vld)-Thin& uf+ 
on the Laquey and Bjr-Mow *. 

Was this Author ta be credited in-recount- 
ing any Party-Matter, or in drawing any Party* 
Charafter ? He might with equal Truth -and Con* 
fiftency, though not with equal Policy, have in- ^ 
formed his Readers, that they had feen Wonders 
ftill greater*. *' A Presbyterian retrieving the Ho- 

* nour of die Church;. a Diflenter* from taking 
<c Notes at a Conventicle, dilating at the Coun- 
€€ cil-TaHe,, and governing, a High-ChurcH 
" Qyeen, by the Merit of his Superior Zeal fo*

'and InvedHves fly After; when Fury and Up- 
roar prevail) Law ** defptfed* the ftill Voice of 

Reafoa 
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Reafon not heard, and all Enormities are en- 
couraged by Impunity. 

I t would farely fpoil the Pleafuve of a good 
Citizen, when he is reading any lying and angry 
Libel, to confider, that it is written purpofcly to 
deceive him, to make him a bad Neighbour and 
a bad Subjed ; that it robs him of two valuable 
Things, his Time and Tranquillity, andfuppofes 
him to be a Dupe and in Leading-firings* • 

What can be a greater Crime* what can 
argue a worfe Spirit, than, for Vengeance, for 
a Peny, or a Place* to propagate Difcord 
and Falfhood? Not to care who is hurt, or 
what Mifchtef be done, fo the Author be gra- 
tified, and the Paper fell ? This is a Proceeding 
too heinous to be aggravated,, fcarce credible, 
yet too common* 

APublic Libel admits but of one Allevi- 
ation - y I mean,, when, with all its. mifchievous 
Tendency, it is produced without Malice, ft 
was natural to pity the poor offending Author, 
who excufing himfelf to a Secretary of State, 
for abufing the Government, laid, c < He did it 
« from no Illrwill, but only for Bread." When 
the Secretary asked him, Why be did not then 
€kufe to wit e for the Government ? « Alas, my 
c < Lprd, faid the feared Calumniator, I (hall then 
< ( want Bread, for then nobody will buy what: I 
? Wto."

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It was not Atnbition, it was not IU- nature, 
that guided bis Pen ; and if he did any Harm, 
he cneanc none. But when Rancour and Rage, ' 
or t greedy Spirit, arm* the Hand of an Au- 
thor ; when he openly defies Authority, belyes 
and blackens thofe who bear it y and vilifies all 
their Meafures, not becaufe they are wrong, 
though he may fay (b, but becaufe they aie 
theirs; they only who are influenced and milled 
by him) are intitled to Pity, but be himfelf to 
none. 

Monsieur Vatin^ an eminent and witty 
Phyfician at Farts y who had Jong feen the Fal- 
fities and Calumnies fpread by the Writers of 
News and Politics, gives them a Character fuit- 
able to bis Indignation j Genus hominum aucUtif- 
fimum) mendaciffimum, avidiffimum ut Rem f$- 
cianty " A rtoft ftiameleGv a njoft lying Tribe ^ 
< c moft abandoned in Purfuit of the Peny." 
They indeed rarely confidef what is Right or 
Wrong, but what will take. Is any good Man 
unpopular, or to be made To ? They cry him 
down ; and then let him be ever fo able, ever 
fo virtuous, he is guilty and foolifli. ha worth- 
left Man popular, or is it worth while to make 
him fo ? They cry him up,- and he has at once.i 
all Merit, and every fine Quality. The fame 
Pens which libelled a Tennifiu deified a Sache- 
verell,

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r Is the popular Humour for War? Or does a 
I Cry for War anfwer any End of Soiition or Gain ? 

Docs it hurt a M^n or a Patty they hate? Or 

does it gratify the Men and Party they efpoufe ? 

Or does it quicken the Sale of a Libel ? Thfey 
\ are prefently loud for War, be it ever fo unfea- 
'> fbnab!e, everfo ruinous, and inveigh againft all 

pacific Men and Counfels. Is the Sound of 
k • Peace in* fafhton, or ferves any of the narrow and 
i -paffionate Purpofes abovementioned ? They are 

'Vehement Advocates for Peace, let k be everfo 
t i premature,, and the Terms ever ib fcandalous : 
;i They then vilify all the Managers and all the Ad- 
g; vantages of the War, and extol all who would 
<.) make a ruinous Peace. Is the Peace folid and 
jji honourable, and they difplcafed and difappointed ? 
$ t It tnuft be fhewn in hideous Colours, and the 
n 4 People taught to hate it, and all that had- any 
$ Hand in it. 

lie- Foft, as all their Strength and Hopes lie in 
p the Credulity and Mutability of the People, they 
\A always appeal to them, becaufe they are alway* 
rtf» fipe to deceive them. They have two fliort 
fr, Maxims.; Whatever thofc whom they diflikfc 
fc [ attempt, is bad ,• though it were to fave the Na- 
#' eion: Whatever promotes their Party or their 
fijej Paper, is good ; though it threaten National De* 
k\ ftruflaon. The feme Pens which had inculcated

tram- * 
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trampling upon all LaWy excited Rebellion againff 
an able Prince ruling benevolently by Law* 
Could there be more daring Impiety, or more 
(hocking Affurance? And ought fuch memorable 
Aflurance and Impiety ever to be forgot ? 

What could the People think of fuch mifef* 
able Guides, or of themfelvcs, for not detefting 
them? They indeed neap their chief Security 
from Oblivion, They bounce and rail for a- 
Day : Their Productions are read and thrown* 
*fide : It k forgot that every next Produ&ioti* 
ef theirs contradid* their laft; They praife and 
pevile, they revile and praife, the fame Man 
.in the {hort Revolution of a Moon, as if 
they changed with it ; yet their Inconfiftency is 
not minded, becaufe their paflr Labours are not' 
remembered. Such Labours furvive not their 
Date, and like thelnfe&sof a Day, as they were 
formed for the Day, they die with it. 

Un-happilt for one of theft tranfien^ 
Writers, who trufted to his Talent indwell timing 
a Things as the Phrafe is,, a Reader of his caught 
him cruelly mangling, in one Paper, a Gbarafter 
upon which he had lately beftowed much Inccnfe 
in another. This the Gentleman- happened to 
aemember, though it was fevcral Days beforty 
and knowing him, asked him, how coukUib much 
late Merit defer v* fo much prefent Satire. How* 
fiys the Aufhors have you not beard the News? 
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He has (naming a very honourable Pferfon and 
curling him) " He hat taken a Place, and We 
* are all juft where we were.** He meant, be* 
fides himfelf, many other Candidates for Places, 
who had long inveighed at all Placemen, in hopes 
to remove and fuccecd them. 

Th 1 s is another fliamelcfi Pradice of fuch 
unfair and paiSonate Writers, to reprefeot ait 
Places as odious and even criminal, whilft 
they themfelves are thirfting after them, and only 
rail at them becaufe they cannot get them. This 
is always a proper Anfwer to fuch magtignant 
Railers, and ought to be a conftant Antidote 
agkinft their Malignity : Nor can there be t 
greater Difgrace to their Readers, than to be at 
all influenced by fuch ridiculous Prejudice and 
Railing. Without the Eftablifhment of Employ- 
ments, of Places and Diftin&ioo, no human 
Society can be eftabliflied, no more than with- 
out Magiftracy and Laws. Both thefe imply 
Places as well as Priority : And none but a mere 
Mob, nor even a Mob without Intoxication, 
can dream of fubfifting without the Degrees of 
Higher and Lowef, without Places and Inequality, 
and without Government) or dream of preserving 
Government without Governors, without Men 
. in Place and Office : For the chief Governor 
does but hold the chief Place. Where there are 
Laws, they muft be executed } where there ia 

Autho- 
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Authority, it muft be adminiffered; nor can* 
either be done without Hands, without Minifter* 
and Officer?, nor are tbefe to be had without 
Support, without Places and Recompeaces. 

Al l this is fo plain, that it is almoft a Shame 
to prove it; but it is a greater Shame to thofe 
who make it necefiary, and no .fmall one to fiicb 
to want fuch Proof. 

Hu man Ptffiotw arc too powerful for the 
fcumanUnderftanding: Where Difgufts are ftrong, 
Jteafon is weak When we are brought to dif- 
like the Perfons of Men we diflike their good 
Fortune. When we come to envy their Fortune, 
w diflike their Perfons; and whatever tftcy 
hare, whatever they do, we are apt to hate, when 
we hate them. In this unhappy Turn and Imbe- 
cility in human Nature, lies the great Encou- 
ragement and Strength of Libellers. They per- 
ceive how eafy it is to make Men think ill of one 
another; how natural it is to wiih ill where we 
think ill, and to fall into the- ftrongeft Preju- 
dices for the fillieft Reafons. 

A n ancient Baronet in Untolnfflnte^ who was 
fond of Nottingham Ale beyond all other Li- 
quors, though no Enemy to any, yet would never 
tafte a Drop of it, nor bear to hear it propofed> 
after the Lord Chancellor Finch, who had made 
a very juft Decree in his Disfavour, was created 
Earl of Nottingham. From that Moment and 

for 
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-forever^ He corjceived'ari inveterate Averfibn to 
that Ale and' that Place, and, whenever he men- 
tioned it, be called it in fpfce SMttingkam ; there- 
fore often mentioned ft. • ' 

We ought td be the more upon our Guard 
againft hafty CerHiire and unreafonable Piques, 
as we ire prone to tbetn.- We ought to judge 
of Men and 1 their CondH<3 with the more Cau- 
tion, becaufe we are apt to do it with 1 Prejudice.' 
This is the Voice i>i 'Huitoanity; this is but 
-Chr iftian Charity. We fhould read all Writer* 
with Caution, but cannot arm oitrfelves with too 
much, when we read Party-Writers, ortoofcro- 
T>uloufly confider their Drift and Motives. 

Every Reader of thofe warm Orators* 
fhould ask himfelf, whether they do not fpeak 
firm the Paffiortf as well *s to the Paffionsj 
whether Men in a Flame can reafon candidly, or 
Tee clearly; whether an angry Man can reprefent 
•fairly ; whether what gives moft Offence, would 
give any, if it came from a different Quarter and 
different Men: Whether public- Complaints be 
riot often breathed from Griefs which the Public 
does not feel, and might not be removed by a 
Remedy which would not make the Public eafier : 
Whether one who gets * Peny, by cenfuring 
the Mtoiftry, or'hopcs for a Place by a Change 
v of tyliniftersp knows State Affairs better, or 
would conduit them better, than they, or would 
. . lofe 
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fefe a Peny by praiGng them, though they ever 
to manifeftly deferred his Praife^ Whether one 
who colled* News knows more of the Cond*- 

• tionofChriftendom, than the Secretary of State; 
whether either the Dealer in News or in Poli- 
ticks, would hurt hit Paper by generous Truth 
and Obfervation, or would not rather promote it 
by Mifreprefeotations, and by ill-natured and ran* 

• dom Cenfure^ 

Whoever i» the Author of Slander and , 
Inve&ive, ufurps the Place of Juftice, award* 
Judgment and infli&s perfonal Puniftimem; * 
moft unnatural Judge, governed by his own Evi- 
dence) decreeing in Wrath, and condemning 
without hearing!. Cicero obferving and centering, 
the fcandalous, perfonal- InveSive* allbwed at 
Athens* even upon the Stage, fays, it was per- 
haps " excufable thus to lafh popular Incendir 

* aries, and the Sons of Sedition *j though k 

* bad been (till better to have left them to the 
C( Judgment of the Tribunal, than that of a S*» 
u drift. But to fuffer fuch Invefiives againft 
" Men in Authority, was unpardonable'." He 
mentions Pericles, who held the chief. The 
feme great Author fays, that to vilify and depre- 
ciate fuch as were intruded with the Admini- 
ftration of the Roman State, was an Attack upon 

* Populares tomines, improbos, in Repub, fedi- 
tiofoe., 

the 
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the State itfdf, and consequently liable to the 
fame Conftru&iqn and Puniflwnem *. 

These icandalous Scurrilities upon the Per* 
ions of Men> intolerable in any State, could 
*ot .be always borne even in that of Athene. 
Even the Athenian?) fond of Licentioufiiefi be- 
yond any civilised Nation, were forced to re- 
train it by a Law. Horace, no Enemy to juft 
Satire, obferves> that its Exccfles upon the Stage 
were fo violent, as to requirefuch Reftraint, as the 
natural Effed and Cure of Liberty abufed^. If 
.this Law, then and therefore made by the Area- 
fAgtts, cramped the Spirit of the Comic and other 
Writers, whom had they to thank but them- 
felves? 

I t was high Time to have recourfe to fuch 
.a Check) when Ahibiades, for want of a Re- 
drtfs from LaWj for an Attack upon his Cha- 
jra&er in the Poems of E*ipolis> redreffed him- 
ielf by ^drowning the Poet; Terrible Venge- 
ance, as uojuftifiable as what provoked it, but 
not furprifing from a Man of his great Spirit,

MAC HI A VE L's Diftindion between pub- 
lic Calumny and public Accuiation, will always be 
juft. Accufation infers Fads and Proofs, and 
proceeds by them. Calumny fuppofes every 
Thing, and proves nothing ; The left it demon- 
ftrates, the more it can invent, and charge the 
highoft Guilt upon the greateft Innocence. It is 
generally addrefled to the Vulgar, and conceived

This Trade they eafify monopolize. Such as 
they rival cannot rival them, and therefore they 
*re unanfwerable. Language like their own, 
which is the only proper Language for them, i$ 
^hat no Gentleman can return them. No well* 
bred Man is a Match for a Scold, nor will envy 
Mm the Credit of excelling in his Profeffion.

fpHE firft Step to Knowlege is to be fcnfl- 
A ble that we want it ; and we muft perceive 
die Ufe of it before we know its Value. The 
firft Step to guard ourfelves agaifift Prejudices, is 
to be fure that we are fubjed to them. The 
next Reflexion ought to be, that it is as unjuft in 

us 
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us to bear Prejudices againft others, as it is in 
others to bear Prejudices againft us. 

I f none but benevolent Thoughts were enter* 
tained, no malevolent Gouries would be follow* 
cd. Neighbours would not treat Neighbours 
with odious Names, nor charge thole Names and 
fuck who bear them* with criminal Meanings, 
which are confidently imputed by one Side, yet 
never owned by the other. Indeed, the whole 
Drift of fiich Names is to promote Bitteracis 
and Strife. They are like Weapons oflfenfive, re- 
turning Wound for Wound, the Reproach of 
F*#/ for that of Knave, and Nickname for Nick* 
oame. A Tory is a guilty Charade* to a Whig ; 
a Whig is equally fo to-a Tory ; yet each is pleafed 
with bis own : They differ only in the Construc- 
tion, -and are guarded by ftroug Prejudices againft 
making a true one, but fo pleafed with fuch Pre- 
judices, that they would be forry to lofe them. 
They find Delight in bating the oppofite Charac- 
ters, and in efteeming their own : A Temper 
proper to perpetuate Piques and Fewds, and 
Proof againft all Curel The Spirit of Fadion is 
civil Rage not yet kindled into civU War, but 
ripe for it, fiipporcing itfelf, and annoying its 
Opponents by any Means, however unfair and 
barbarous. So it do but fucceed, it cares not 
how* and in *rder to it, its great Aim will he 

• to 
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tp make the People hate and love improper Ob* 
je&s upon falfe Grounds. 

It is a much eafier Task toraife aParty-fpirit 
than to lay it, to,mflame thin to calm and extM- 
guiflu Very mean Inftruments ferve to excite 
Mutiny in an Army, and Dflcontents and Sedi«< 
tion in a Community, fuch 41 the ableft Gene* 
rals and the wifeft Magistrates cannot prevent nor 
compofe. Two common Soldiers railed fuch a 
furious Uproar in a Roman Army, as threatened 
the Definition of the Commanders, and even of 
the Emperor; nor did it end without infinite 
Cruelty and Slaughter. Yet the Incendiaries 
worked up the Soldiers to all this Rage and Dif» 
order, chiefly by aggravating the common and 
neceflary Lot of Soldiers, that c< they were fub- 
" jed to Duty and Danger, and had no more 
- * Pay than th^y were prbmUed." Afterwards' 
indeed, to feed their mad Rage, they invented 
many Calumnies, which all pafled with the blind 
Croud for Truth and friendly Information, and 
produced the Murder of many of their Officers, 
the ableft and 910ft vigilant. Yet fo many Vic- 
tims not fatisfying the Incendiaries, who ftiil 
thirftcd for more Blood, efpecially that of the 
General, one of them openly charged him with 
the Aflaflination of a dear Brother, whom he 
never had : And nothing but this Difcovery, that 
the Aflaflination was ail imaginary and framed,

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tnd that the Brother wis juft created, as wed as 
juft killed, laved the General from a real 
one*. 

All Ootids, in Cities ac well as in Camps, 
•re credulous, violent, eafify miflid* hard to be 
undeceived. WhUff thtfr Seducer is their Idol, 
any Man who would dftabuffc them iscodfidered 
as their Enemy, and in danger of being their 
Vi£Hm. Their Prejudice is Wind to both, and 
teaches them, that in aB this Folly add Mifcbief 
they are well advifed, arid righteOuQy employed. 

Thk drunken Mob, whoddmoliftiedHoufes of 
public Worfliip in the late QfceetfsTime, thought 
fuch brutal Impiety the Work of God, and die 
crazy Ecdefiaftic, Whofe Phrenly infpired them, 
God's bed Ambaffador. They adored this 
wrettbed popular Meteor, and hated as he did, and 
beciufe be did, the moft amiable Names and 
Chancers then in being, all mderste Mk»; nay, 
Moderation ttfelf. 

Neither is much Art required in firing 
the Many : Every Society, every Condition of 
Life, witt readily find Evils and Inconveniences 
to complain of, Loffes ind Di&ppointments, 
public Calamities, fevere Laws and Taxes. 
Whoever rails loudeft againft thofe Evils, how- 
ever neceflary and inevitable, is fure to be bed

beard by thofe who lie under them, and will be 
reckoned their fpecial Friend; though, far from 
bringing them any Relief, be only aggravates 
their Sufferings by teaming and probing a Wound 
which he know* he cannot heal : And could fitch 
arlove him for b*ingtnifledbyhim, fee through 
bis evil Purposes or Folly* they would foon

Huma^ Society cannot fubfift but at the 
Expence of Particulars, who muft part with their 
Blood aa well as their Money, when public Want 
or Diftrefs calls for either or both. It would' 
be a defireaWe Bleffing to be exempt from Taxes 
and all public Burdens, were the Public fecure 
without them - B ut, to be clifcharged from 

them, when the Public muft fink or perifh for 
wane of them, would befelrificing All to five & 
Part, which yet could not 'be fo fcved. Perkks 
t^td the Athtnttnsy during the War with Lace- 
4*mon 9 when the Plague and other Misfortune* 
had made them fired of the War, and uneafy 
with him, their General, that a it was better 
Cc for private Men to fufrer when the Public 
*' profpered, than for private Men to profper 
P: " whea 
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« when the Public wis in t State of Decay; be^: 
u caufe the private Ruin even of thriving Men 
c< is neceffarily implied in die Ruin of the Pub* 
* lie; but when the Public, flourishes, private 
5 Men are the more likely to flourish." 

A a Sicknefi and Sorrow and Death are the Lot 
and Conditions of natural Life ; Impofitions, 
Preffiires and Payment are the inTeparable Terms 
of civil and fecial Life. Thcfe however are all 
obvious Themes for Declamation, for tragical * 
Strains, and fine Fuel, for the Paffions, which 
are fo awake and tender upon this Head) that 
very coarfe Clamour, and the moft abfurd Ora- 
tors, are able fo to fire them, efpecially thofe of 
the unobferving Multitude, too eafily incenfed 
with the Sounds of Property and Liberty, even 
when moft deceitfully and idly echoed. The 
prefent Pique and £en(atk>n animates them, and 
when their Blood boils, no great Art is required 
to keep up the Ferment.

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Whbn AH are Matters there can be no S& 
curity, confequcntly no true Liberty to any, 
much Ids any Concord amongft all. Some Sub- 
ordination will foon be found neceflky, and 
then he who can influence tnoft by cajoling beft> 
will foon come to fway all. And as »the Many 
are always blind to their Favourite, as well as 
to tbofe who art not lb, they will be apt, in their 
headftrong Partiality to a new Idol, and in their 
furious Antipathy to his Opponents, to compli- 
ment him with to much Power (perhaps more 
than what they depofed, or would depofe, * his 
Predcceffor for claiming) that the fame People 
who before thought all Subjection to be Slavery, 
will find themfeives Slaves inftead of Subjeds; 
and probably not perceive the Difference till 'tis 
too late to make it. 

It is with Liberty, as 'tis with Power: It is 
always unfafe when it is exceffive. The fcffle 
Limits that feparate Power and Liberty fecure 
both. Liberty is Power in the Hands of the 
People ; Power is Liberty in the Hands of the 
Prince. Unbounded Liberty is as dangerous as 
unbounded Power,* dangerous to the People, as 
well as to the Prince; and there is as much an 
End of Liberty when the People can do what 
they pleafe, as when die Prince can. He who 
domineers over his Superiors is as much a Ty- 
rant, as he who cjpes to over his Inferiors ^ or 

more 
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more a Tyrant, as the one only abufes his Truft, 
' rhe Other both abates and uferps it. 

N o N e of the Tufkifb Emperors, terribly ar- * 
bittary'as^eyarQ^ ever did, or ordered Things 
more extravagantly arbitrary, than the ragged 
Leaders of the I^bSe-did'at Cto^»Aw^p/e in 
tfepofing their ltfe : £tf peroi, anchfor fome time 
afterwards, under the prefent. One of them, 
who owed a little Money to a Butcher (for a 
' Debt from a Beggott could not be great) obliged 
thfe new Grand Seignior and the Dtva*r,\whcfe 
this Ragamuffin Was thedGmflfrtetfeiit, to invdt 
his Creditor ' the Bukher ^nft' tne IV^ipality of 
Wallachia. It was found Advice from the Cham 
of Tar tary to the Emperor and his Miniftets> 
upon this Occafion, to humour the dirty popu- 
lar Chiefs* to let them do and fey* Afcagger.aad 
tf&ate as they plefcfcd* as therurcft.way of ren- 
dering them contemptible to the Itapulpce*

I BATi feen with Concern a Very fenfibfe 
Man not only pleafed with a very ugly, very un- 
. likeCbanAer, merely becaufe he hated the Per- 
fon for whom it was drawn, but heard him com- 
mend the miferable Man who drew it, though he 
well knew him to be animated by Malice only, 
and that it wanted all juft Refcmblance of the 
'jQaginaL 

From fuch Encouragement angry Writer^ 
particularly Party-writers, are great Dealers in 
Chara&ers, efpecially thofe of fuch eminent 
Men whom they confider as their Opponents* 
ThisPra&cc, which requires the utmoft DeE- 
cacy and Teoderaefi, is generally purfued with- 
out any, but, on the contrary, with apparent 
Want of all Charity, Decency and Truth. As 
*iis their great Drift to make Men odiour, their 
great Study is to make them hideous ; and when 
they imagine that they have made a Man appear 
bad, they think themfehres juftified m ufing him 
barbaroufly. They^firft labour to render him 
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unpopular, then triumph, and ibmetimes litre 
upon his Unpopularity. For whoever is the Ob* 
jed of their Slander, is induftrioufly and con* 
fidendy fct up as the Objeft of public Hate; 

'Tis pity fuch wicked Policy ffcouid have 
any Succefi ; it is great pity it fliould have To 
much ; fince] the beft Men are often thus: hunted 
down by the Rage and Clamour of the worft, and 
cxpofed to real Sufferings by the fliamelefc Cry 
and Imputation of forged Guilt. - 1 

APaper that once obtains, to be popular, 
*$ many miferable Papers have been, grows at 
the fame Time oracular, and all the FaUhoods 
in it, like thofe uttered by the old Oracles, ate 
believed without Scruple or Inquiry, becaufe 
they come from thence ; at leaft they are believed 
for a while, till they have had their Efieft, and 
the bad Impreffions are made; and they are the 
fooncr made becaufe they are bad. Moft People* 
cfpecialiy the loweft, are pkafed to fee exalted 
Characters dcprefleS, and bright Charters ful~ 
lied. This Pradtice alone baa ferved to make 
many low Writers popular, and ingenious bitter 
Writer* ftill more popular.

Even the beft Men, though they condemn 
if, are curious to fee it, and cannot help being 
entertained wkh it.

Man expe&s that you ihoutd be *s angry as he, 
' and would tntereft all Men in bis private Griefs, 
which be therefore cbvfers and recommends under 
public Pretences and Zeal t H * you do not adopt 
his Intereft and Paffiortf ; yon are no longer a 
Friend to your Country, and muft excufr him 
for reprefenting you as an Enemy to it. 
' Evert one ought to take Part with the 
Unhappy and Affiifted: Is a worthy Man dff- 
appointed, or a Sufferer upon any account ? ft 
ihould be Matter of Concern to' every Man: 
But, if the Public do not firffer too, we cannot 
fympathrze with hkn upon the public Account* 
though whilft he is under the Agitation of bis Pa£ 
fions, : vvhich are always apt to darken and rniflerid 
the Mind, he may imagine his Caufe and that of 
the Public to be the fame.

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These Inftartces fufficiently riiew, thar the 
bigbeft Services may be decried, the bed \len 
traduced, and thegreateft Merit Tendered unpo- 
pular, by Prejudice and Clamour, by very low 
Means, and by very mean Inftrnments. 

In all great Changes, during all public Fer- 
ments, and public Difficulties, War fubfifting, 
new Taxes impofed, or old ones tacreaied, Trade " 
decreafing, great Events expe&ed, great Atten- 
tion raifed; many hoping, many fearing, more 
difappointed than gratified, all prone to Cenfuring, 
if public Meaflires fall wrong, as the toft may, 
they win be believed to have been concerted 
Wrong, at leaft fo reprefemed, and thus the 
wifeft be made unpopular. Nor is Innocence 
and Ability any Defence againft popular Clamour, 
though raifed by Art and Malice, and fpread by 
Credulity and Folly. Even the beft Counfels 
are moft hateful to fuch as hate the Author* of 
them. 

The Sum of a malicious Charader may be 
true, the Fads true, t yet the Chara&er falfly 
drawn, by Aggravations thrown m and multi- 
plied^ by Fafis oteitted, of half ftsted, or un- 
truly ftated j and die whole Chara&er, ki itftUF 
blamelefs and amiable, fhall appear hideous by 
thefe Aggravations and OmMfions. 

Ridicule, when 'tis outrageous, is kfelf 
ridiculous \ that is, when it adds Fa As and Co- 
lours, 
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lours, omits the beft Features, and invents bad 
ones* Sometimes Malice alone draws and fidfi- 
fies the whole Chara&er, yet confidently repre- 
fents it/for true. 

Under this Liberty taken with Chart&ers, 
the moft Unexceptionable can never be fitfe. 
They who uke it are to be confidered as the 
Qsrnifices gkri*> as the Levellers and Affaffines 
of great Merit and Fame. It can belong only to 
the loweft and the worft Chandlers to blacken 
the higheft and the beft.

and all the able Pens of his Titoe, deferves 
more Applaufe from his own fhort and trueTefti- 
mony concerning himfelf, than from all his learn- 
ed Writings, numerous and excellent as they arc.

TT7 E have feen the happy Iflue of an unhal- 
** . lowed Rebellion, which was the genuine 
Off-fpringqf Jacobitifm, Jacobitifm not owned, 
but carefully recommended under the venerable 
and popular Name of Patriorifm. A fhamelefs 
' Difguife I Jacobitifm abolifhes Patrlo.tifnu The 
latter is fupported by Truth and Reafon and Li- 
berty, and it fupports them. Jacobitifm is 
founded in Nonienfe : It fets up a Name againft 
the Conftitution, againft the eternal Lights of 
htature," the Welfare of Society and all the Rights 
of Men. It is deferided juft as Popery is defend- 
ed, by Frauds and Impoffibilities. There is ( not 
more Nonfenfe in the Infallibility of a l?riar» 
than in. the Indefeafibjlity of a Pretender/ and 
the Papal Apoftolic Succeffion is not a greater 
Abfurdity, than the Pretender's Hereditary Suc- 
' Vol. IV. Xi. ceffion: 
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ceflion : A Poficion which infers the Denial of 
a Providence; and is a Charge upon the Deity 
of leaving human Affairs to roll at random ; or, 
which is as bad, to be ©ondufted by Children 
and Madmen, by Bigots, who are the moft dan- 
gerous Idiots i or by Fools prompted by Impo- 
ilors. That a Pope can never err, is a PropoG- 
tjoft as rational, as that a Tyrant cannot forfeit; 

The Voice of Jacobitifm is therefore the fame 
with the Voiceof Popery, to give *p o*r Stvfes : 
And it is as confident tp believe that Almighty 
God may be made out of Dough, as that a 
good Ruler, a Character that implies WiHom 
and Largenefs of Heart, could be found in the 
narrow and undifcerning Genius of King jfava* 
a blind Bigot to pious Cheats, and crazy for Ty- 
rannical Rule. And what better can be expect- 
ed from thofe who inherit his Principles and bis 
Blood? 

Jacobites do with Patriotifm, as Papift* 
do with Religion : They profanely proftitute the 
Name to abolifli the Thing. What Refem- 
blance is there between the meek Jefus of Ga- 
Utea y and the imperious ImpoftoratfttMi*, who 
•claims the triple Crown of Heaven and Earth and 
HeJl, as Heir to one who had not a Place where 
to lay his Head ? Do the Cardinals, thofe pomp- 
ous and princely Prelates, refemble the poor 
wandering Apoftles ? Or does a Mafs-Book bear 

Like- 
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Likenefs to any of the Gofpeli > What fingle Life 
did Chrift or his Apoftles take away, even of their 
Enemies and Perfecutors ? His pretended Vicar 
has murdered Millions,, chiefly the true Wor- 
shipers of the Lamb. 

How dare a Jacobite defile the (acred Name 
of PatriotMm, when he would leave the Gofpd 
to the cruel Mercy of a Tool to the Pope, and 
all the Latirc of Liberty to a profeflcd Enemy to 
Law ? It was Objection fufficient agaioft the late 
Intruder, that he daisied upon the Right of ad 
Outlaw. This was his chief Claim amongft die 
Wghhmdett ; and as any Fraud can cheat Sa- 
vages, the Fraud of Hereditary Right (as great 
a one is any in Popery) infpired and armed them.

(the Nonjurors and other Popifh Priefts) fired 
them with a Call from God ; and the raoft po- 
tent Cheat was fetched from Religion. / 

The Religion of Thieves and Savages, em- 
braced upon wicked Principles, and managed by 
impious Quide$, increaies their Ardour for Rob- 
bery and other Ads of Barbarity. Their Ene- 
mies, that is, whomfoever they mean to rob, 
are all Egyptians ; and their Leaders allure them 
of the high and godly Merit of fpoiling the 
Egyptians. The Example of the Jew is a War- 
rant to the Highlanders, to ferve the good Sub- 
jedb of King George as the Jews did the naughty 
Subje&s of King Pharaoh. 

Those who have no Religion but what 

knaviih Leaders teach them, had better have 

none. He .who has no Religion will not do 

Miichief for the Sake of Religion. He whofe 

2 Reli- 
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Religion prompts hicn to Mifchief, is the worfe 
for .his Religion. The Highlanders, whilft they 
were committing Treftfon and R^bhety agaimi; 
God and the King, thotigbt .themfdVei forcing 
both-, and entitled to the Blood, and Property of 
. all good Subje&s, who refufed.to commit the 
fame damnable Outrages. They were perfuaded 
by their Impoftors, that they themfelves were 
all Patriot v and 'that k Wis Pafriotifm to rob 
and kill, to overfet the Government, and- to pro-* 
mote Confiifion.* .Thfy weird fo heated; ancl -en- 
chanted, that whilft they were all gafping after 
Places, they inveighed aloud and without Mea- 
fure againft Places and Placemen ; meaning the 
prefent Poffeflbrs. This Trick and Cry they had 
k>ug learned from the Times, and from certain 
difinterefted Patriots, who by fiich Cant really 
meant no Advantage to the Highlanders, but on- 
ly ccfurted Help and Support from the Highland- 
its and all Men, nor fcrupled to accept it from 
theWorft.

Sucb k the Spirit of Party, generally as tV 
rious at blind, as catching as Enthufiaftn, and as 
incurable. 1 flull therefore here fubjoki tome 
Observations upon the Enthufiafm of Fadion. 

To perfift m a felfe Opinion is Ofaftinacy or 
Stupidity. To urge Religion for the Support of 
a falfe Opinion is Enthufiaftn or Knavery. The 
latter generally governs the former. The defin- 
ing Man makes a Property of the weak. Man, 
improves that Weaknefs to ferve bimfelf, and 
dircfls weJI-mcaniqg Zeal to mifchievotts Ends* 
When a Man is once pervaded that he is 
moved by the Spirit of God, or ferving thd 
Caufe or God by the Diredion of Men that 
come from God, be wants no further Incentive 
to purfiie the moft faring Courfes, and to do 
the moft defperate A&ions j aU in Defence of 
fuch a divine Caufe, and in Obedience to fitch 
divine Monitors. 

,, A *L ERsoN **° concludes himftlf in the 
direttRoad to Paradif* and fannied to the beft 

W ifi Wh ° f0C8 Goi tnd A *6* b appiamBng 
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no Pain or Peril, Racks or Gibbets, in bis Way 
thither. What is momentary Pain, even the 
Ipoeneft and moft various, to the Joys of everla fl- 
ing BUft ? If prefent Intereft and Gratification be 
fnpetadded^ with Power and Preeminence en- 
joyed or expedfeed,* fuch Happinefi poffeflcd 
here, together with the fweet Aflurance of per- 
fect Happinefi and Glory hereafter, mud trans- 
port him irrefiftiUy. He is above all human 
Impulie, even Humanity idelf. His Caufe is 
more than human, and he thinks himfelf allow- 
ed, nay called, to fkcrifice to it whatever is hu- 
man, to crufli Society and to butcher Men. He 
Confidtrs himfelf aft the Ally and chofen Inftru- 
qaent of the Almighty, and then all his Enemies 
are God's Enemies; whatever oppofes b'm op* 
pofcs God ; and whiift be is rioting in Murder 
and wading in Bfood, he is only fighting God's 
Battles, executing God's Vengeance, and fliew* 
ing himfelf the Champion of the Lord. 

The EnthuGafm of Party is often as violent 
as the Enthufiafm of Superftition j either of them 
inflames the Heart, fills it with Wrath and Ami* 
pathies, and baniihes Charity aftd Mercy. When 
both Sorts meet in the lame Perfen, as they often, 
do, his Madnefs and. Fury is extreme; as he 
damns you from aSpiritofFanaticifm, he would 
hang you from a Spirit of Faftion, Papifts and 
Jacobites are dreadfully animated with this double 
0.4 Spirit 
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Spirit of temporal and eternal' Vengeance : A 
Spirit of which England and the whole Chriftian 
World have been often and long the bleeding 
Witnefles. Every Man who is not fo mad as 

' themfelvcs and oppofes their Fury, is the certain 
Objeft of it : He is a Traitor and a Heretic, 
worthy of a Gibbet and everlafting Torments. 

lH the moft Catholic Countries they havfe 
opened a prefect Hell ; nor cab the infernal Spi- 
rits invent a worfe^ I mean the Inq mpti$n y where 
human Sacrifices are daily offered '-, where human 
Bodies, after a mercilefs Series of gbofUy Terrors 
and Tortures, are configned to perifli alive in 
Flames here, and human Souls to live in eternal 
Flames hereafter : The moft fincere Profeflbrs,* 
fuch as cannot lye to God, nor to their Confci- 
enee, to their Bible and to common Sen/e, are 

* the moft conftant Fuel there. The- impious 
Managers commit a double Infult upon the Liv- 
ing God, by trampling upon all his Command- 
ments, and blafpbemoufly claim his Name and 
Authority, in openly defying his Woni and all 
his Attributes. They barbaroufly burn God's in- 
nocent Creatures for God's holy Gaufe. Could 
they affront the good God fo much by believing 
that there was no God ? To make him the Pa- 
tron of peftilent Cruelty and Fraud, is in Effeift 
to deny him, and worfe. 

Yet 



•*' Vet many of thefe pertitcious Deceivers arc 
themfelves deceived. They are perfuaded that 
they ferve Heaven in thefe their helliih Doings £ 
tPerfaafion. Which makes them Tenfold more 
fhe< Children of Darknefs and Iniquity. They a* 
leaitinftill their Anticbriftian Whims into the 
Heads and Heaftd of tfveir dark Followers, wha 
fwallow eagerly and blindly ail -the glaring Forge- 
ries of their reprobate Guides as the Dictates of 
the Deity* however exprefly forbid and abhorred 
by. the Deity. < Tender Chil'drer* and Ladies in 
Spain, who flied Tears for the Execution of a 
Murderer, exalt at the canonical Murder of an 
Heretic, 01 a Jew, burned for* adhering to hw 
Conference and his Bible, the beft and only Di+ 
re&ors m Religion* and the only acceptable Way 
of wdrfhiping God. : This reverfing- of Religion* 
is called -Religiort: Chriftiatt'eharky^s'.extinia; 
Enthufiafts aregitacified, and Anmchriftian Jnv-. 
poftore profper. 

Thb Caufe of King Jamet< and of Popery* 
was one arid the fame. He ftrove to introduce 
Popery; and Popery always pnoduces an ExpuL 
fan. of Proteftant$. i He:ove>thtew the Laws 
and ftt up Tyranny. . As m Papift. and a Tyrant^ 
hp pii^ued theDeftrwdion^of jSngBfimad Up* •• 
on wb^-principles could am En'ghjhmtm defend: 
him, as many of them did? By no Principle of 
Reafopj. butjty fomething: much more go war fat 
Q^S * with:

with them, a Spirit of Faftion and Eodiufiafin. 
They alleged his Hereditary Right, becaufe be 
had Kings for his Predcceflbrs. Has any Maa 
any Right to Perjury and Ufurpation ? Have noa 
all Men a Right of Self~prefcmtioo> to defend 
tbemfelvcs from Deftruffion, and to diftUe the 
Peftroyer? A dumb Man cannot be Succeflfor 
to an Orator, nor a Lunatic to a Profeflbr of 
Law or Divinity. King Jdmts's Tyranny was 
political Lunacy, a worfc Qualification than na- 
tural Dumbnefk There are hereditary Profefc 
fcrs of Divinity in Germany ; but I never beard 
that one of them, though born mute, or falling 
into Lunacy, had a Right to a& for himfelf, and 
to read Lc&urcs in Theology, 

The only natural Way of defending that 
weak, bewitched Prince, was what I once heard 
offered by a Country Gentleman, unnaturally a 
Jacobite, for he bad a great Eftate. He con* 
eluded all his Arguments with the beft, and con- 
firmed it by a warm Oath, « That he was to have 
" gone Ambaflador to Spam if King Jantts had 
* continued to reign in EngUnd." 

The keeneft Zealots for King Jttnn^ focb 
as were the fbremoft in aH Pines to reftorehim, 
had, at bts firft Flight, when be was taken as a 
Fugitive at Rochfitr, approved themfelves his 
molt bnguinary Enemies. When k was debated 
in Council at the Ceckpk, how he ftould be 
* treated, 
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traced, a Brace of Btfhops, afterwards high Non- 
jurors) and, in their own Conceit, Confeflbrs for 
his Caufe, propofed to have him ufed as his Fa- 
ther had been ufed. 

His Caufe was never the better nor the word? 
for their Teftimony, paffionate and felfifli, firft 
add laft. In both Humours, however repugnant 
to one another, the Prelates probably thought 
themfelves Warranted by Religion, as all Enthu* 
fiafts do. For Enthufiafm is never without its 
fdfiihSfde; and its interested Views are not al- 
ways confined to Heaven alone, though their 
Hopes there ftill terminate in dear Self. 

The Indian Bramans, the greateft Martyr* 
to voluntary Mortification upon Earth, entertain 
moft felfifh and ambitious Hopes in all that they 
painfully fiiffer. In all their Flights and Exceffes 
of Penance> hanging by the Hair of the Head? 
upon the Branches of Trees j or upon fharplron 
Hooks fattened in their Flefli, till the Hold be 
torn, and their Bodies drop ; always naked ,• oft- 
en ftarving ; never fitting down ; for Years toge- 
ther cdnftantly expofed to all the Elements ; 
fcorched by a burning Sun ; devoured by Irtfefts > 
at the Mercy of Beafts of Preyj their Limbs 
painfully drflorted into unnatural Poftures, and 
never fuffered to Aturn to their former PoGtion ; 
they all thewhtie fofter the weening Cbnfolation 
Of revifiting the World after Death, under the - 
CL6 fob- 
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fublime Chata&ets of great Lards and Printed 
higher or lower, according to the Degree of 
their former Penance. 

T h e r e are Perfons now alive, who remem- 
ber feveral Em&li/b Bramans, living under ftri& 
and lading Penance for King James; feme who 
had laid themfelves under a Curfe, never to 
change their Clothes ; others, never to (have their 
Beards or Heads till He regained his Crown. 
So that you might have feen Men covered with 
Hair; others with no Covering at all^all com- 
forting themfelves with a glorious and fpeedy De- 
liverance from their prefent Roughnefs and 
JJakednefs. For? I do not remember any Jaco- 
bite, though ever fo well reconciled to Razors, 
and Taylors, but he was within three Months at 
furtbeft of the Pretender and Preferment. The 
Experience and reappointments of half a Ceo, 
tury have not been able to cure them of their 
Hopes. Enthufiafm is a Frcnfy : Time, Fads 
and Reafon are no Remedies agamft it. Whilffc - 
the Enthufiaft lives he believes, and fometimes 
adores his Idol as alive, long after 'tis dead. The 
Duke of Manmoutb was confidently believed by 
ipany to be alive Forty Years after he had loft 
his Head ? and probably fome believe fo ftill. 

Distress naturally leads to Enthufiafm: 
Qjppreffion and Perfecution are its common Pa- 
rens It is roufed by favourite Hopes difap- 

pointed 
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pointed, or eagerly entertained ; by lafting Re- 
fentment, or by any other fettled Paffion. The 
enthufiaftic Spirit, an Hundred Years ago, which 
fpread fo feft, affumed fo many Shapes, and did 
fuch Wonders in ail Shapes, wqs firft raifed. by 
the Tyranny of the Court, and the Cruelty of the 
hot Clergy. Twas to a W that the Nation 
owed an Oliver. The Puritans, mercilefly ufed, 
applied ardently to God to deliver them from an 
oppreffive Government and a domineering .vin- 
dictive Priefthood. As they thqught their Cade 
jail and pious, their Sufferings barbarous and 
irreligious, they came to have Hopes, then Con- 
fidence, at laft firm Affuraqce, that the God of 
Mercy would fuccour godly Sufferers. No won- 

y det that they were glad to help him to the Means,, 
and to become his ready Inftruments to help 
tbemfelves. 

Th e n c e f o r w a r d all their Doings were 
the Lord's Doings ; they themfelves were his on- 
ly People and Favourites; To oppofe them was 
to bppofe God,, though their Ways were far 
from refembling his Ways. They particularly: 
perfecuted others as bitterly, as if they themfelvea 
bad never fufFered the BiUerriefs of Perfecutio^ 

- vhich is every-where the Bane of Religion 
and the Refuge of Impoftors, at beft of Emhur 
fiaffa, 

Svca 
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Svch were the Roundheads, who, however, 
as they preferred a good Outfide, Sobriety and 
Mr Appearances, gained popular Credit and 
Sway, partly from the oppofite Deportment of 
the Clergy, who had long behaved with great 
Haugbtineft and little Exa&nefi. Perhaps it is 
well thar they had not behaved better. Had 
they added Scri&nefs of Life and laborious 
Preaching to their deteftable and enflaving Doc 
trines* England might have been under Slavery 
(till, as it was for many Years to the bigotted 
Prince whom they mocked with the Name of 
Martyr; which Name was a Confeflion, that be 
pcrifhed by trufting to their wicked Do&rine 
and fupporting their ridiculous Chimeras. 

The (ufiering Cavaliers, of courfe, turned 
finchufiafts too, but Enchufiafts of another Sort. 
They were enragjed to fee their Adverfaries pro- 
fpering and vi&orious. They therefore, in the 
Heat of their Refentment and their Cups, ufed 
to treat the Almighty very opprobrioufly,and even 
With Execrations, for deferting the Church and 
Monarchy, in favour of Fanatics and Republi- 
cans. They little apprehended, that they tbem- 
fdves were then behaving Kke Fanatics poffefled/ 
Fanaricifm is never on one Side. The beft Apo- 
logy that can be m«de far Land, and for his 
Brethren in Bigotry and Spirit, is, that they were 
as great Fanatics as every persecuted $ for all 

Peife- 
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Persecution is Faaatirifa or Impofture : At belt it 
is terrible Extravagance! Coafcicn<*3 are Uo 
more to be fluped than Air and Weather; 
When Charles the Firft pleaded bis Copfckoce 
(as be did in the Afeir of Eptfcopacy) be for- 
got bow little be bad regarded that Plea from 
Thoufaads, in Points of at leaft equal Tender- 
Deis. But few Meo are fo religious or reaibnable 
as to allow what all Men plead, with Station and 
Chriftiana y pa their Side, 
. After the Reftoratkm the lame mad mer- 
cik& Spirit feized tbe hot Clergy agan> thoogh 
they bad been undone by it before. In treating 
the Difienters as Fanatics they flic wed themfelvet 
paging Fadaucs, and were the blind Instruments 
of Popery to deftroy both Church and Dif* 
fen^cri; Tfecif Zealand Deciamackons for Paf- 
fiv* Qbedienc6 to a Prince inwardly a Papifty 
outwardly a Profligate* and paffionace for Ty* 
reany, Wfcfe Flights of Madnefe and Eathufiafm> 
if they were in earneft : If they were nor, theyr 
merit a worfe CBara&er. AU tbe Checking 
Vtokti&ea of bis Reign were not only defended* 
bot.halowcd. So were rhofe of Iris Brother, 
tH the poo* uadi&erning Sovereign, trying to 
thkTttryDe&rfoe, like a flaming Enthufiaft for 
Popery and Tyranny, touched the Altar. Then, 
and noc till then, they who had feen, with Un- 
concern, flay? with Approbation, Law and Li- 
berty 
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berty deftroyed, Life aftd Property feized, by 
mere Wilt became Entftufiafts to Intereft, and 
gave' up the Monarch* or rather preached hint 
town. 

- How the fime Set of Ehthufiafts (For f 
fpeak only of the violent, • the per fccuting and 
the lawlefe) behaved i» the next Reign, withi 
what dreadful Contempt of their Oaths and De- 
liverer, I forbear to explain here, as I (hall here- 
after explain it. The beft chat can be laid for 
them, is> that they \tfbo had been fierce Enthu- 
fiafts for Pbpifh and Arbitrary Princes, became 
Enthufiafts, more fierce) if poffible, agaioft * 
zealous Proteftant Prince, fcrupuloufly defend- 
ing the Proteftant Religion and the Laws, and 
theReftorefof both* 

In the late R«ign the iame devrlifli kwlefr 
Spirit of Enthufiafm made terrible Efforts, and 
had nigh produced as terrible Events, abdliftied 
the Proteftant Succeffion, and reftored Tyranny 
and Popery.

Day, but the Dream, the Enthufiafm of Heredi- 
tary Right ? Who have revived it but EathtK 
fiafts, zealous to fupport it, at the Expence of 
Religion and Liberty, and the utter Overthrow 
Qf the Nation ?

fery into Happincfs; Gloominefi into Gaiety J 
Honours cancelling Difgrace ; aH good Things 
wanted^ into all good Things pofejfedf 
» What an inchamteg Profpeit! Well may 
it have roufed the needy Clans ; opened their to\d 
Huts; prompted ragged Heroes to arm % and eat> 
to efpoufe fanatic, but lucrative Loyalty; to 
draw the Broad Sword, to brace the Target, to 
promife therafelves a Southern Canaan, and to 
deftroy all who oppofed fuch a glorious Adven- 
ture. What could be more tempting, than to 
gain a comfortable Covering and fome Cows, 
ojr Money to buy them, by reftoring Loyalty,. 
k and making their Fortune in the Caufe of God ; 
a Caufe efpoiifed by the Pope, fupported by 
France and Spain, and thus, recommended to a 
Free Proteftant Nation ? 

I shall illuftrate the Whole of this Head 
with the Example of a Highland Gentleman,, 
bred to Arms, and in Hereditary Principles. At 
the Head of a Party of his Clan, all armed, he 
invaded feverai Farms at fome Diftance, plun- , 
dered them of all, and particularly drove off all
